Many Waban Residents at Hearing 
Before Aldermen on Wilde Rd. Drain 

City To Construct Drain With Cost To Abuttors Not To 
Exceed $4.50 Per Fopt 


Residents on Wilde, Alban and Va- 
rick roads in Waban came to Newton 
City Hall for the fourth time in re- 
cent months on Monday night to nt- 
tond a hearing on the matter of 
building a drain to prevent more 
floods on Wilde road. Tills drain and 
tbo improving of these streets has 
been one of the difticult problems 
facing tiie Aldermen the past year. 
Wilde road has been flooded several 
times within the past 12 months and 
such a condition would result after 
every heavy storm. To prevent furth- 
er floods it will be necessary to con- 
struct a drain which must go under 
tiie Cochituate aqueduct to empty in- 
to' the Charles River. This drain will 
go under Varick, Quinehoquin, Alban 
and Wilde roads and will lie a very 
expensive piece of work. The Aider- 
men decided that inasmuch as water 
from Varick and Alban roads drain 
into Wilde road, property owners on 
Hie first two streets must join with 
those on Wilde road in paying better- 
ment assessments for part of tiie cost 
of the drain; the city to bear much 
of the cost because the work can be 
regarded to a degree ns a necessary 
public improvement. The residents 
of Varick and Alban roads contended 
that property owners on other streets 
in that section should also lie as- 
sessed, ns water from these streets 
also drains into Wilde road. Some of 
them were willing to pay part of tiie 
cost of the drain, provided that the 
streets will he improved and ac- 
cepted. 

At tiie hearing on Monday night, 
Charles J. Cawley, of 101 Alban road, 
opposed the proposed improvements 
and reminded the Aldermen that at a 
recent meeting it had been promised 
that the work of building the drain 
would be done without assessments 
being levied on property owners. 
Robert E. Wells of 76 Alban road op- 
posed the acceptance of tiie street 
and its improvement, contending that 
tills change will not benefit his prop- 
erty. He stated that the present plans 
call only for the improving of part 
of the road and as a result residents 
on nearby streets will use that part 
of Alban road adjoining his property 
as an approach to and from Beacon 
street, and the increased traffic will 
endanger his small children. He 
said that only a few will be assessed 
and that many others will benefit by 
tiie improvement without paying any 
of the cost. 

E. Nillsen of Mossfield road said 
tiie drain is n necessity, but the 
city should assume tiie cost, and it is 
an imposition to assess persons who 
are not directly benefited. Ho fa- 
vored tiie improving and acceptance 
of the streets in his neighborhood, hut 
would object to any assessment if 
only the drain will be built. Alder- 
man Murray, chairman of tiie 1’ublic 
Works Committee, informed tiie Wa- 
lmnites that the drain will be built 
and Wilde, Varick and Alban roads 
improved and accepted and the cost 
to the abuttors will not exceed $4.50 
per running foot. This explanation 
was satisfactory to most or tiie prop- 
erty owners concerned.

Gallagher who lmd led tiie opposi- 
tion against tiie granting of this per- 
mit at tiie previous meeting stated 
t lint lie had since learned his con- 
stituents do not oppose tiie petition, 
and if they are satisfied to have it 
granted ho is. On a voice vote the 
permit was granted.

improving Jackson terrace, $1816; 
improving Jackson ter.. $1816; improv- 
ing Wilde, Varick and Alban roads and 
building drain, $44,595; water mains,

ner on Charlesbank road, $2441; ad- 
ditional equipment at pumping sta- 
tion. $710; treatment of water, $2500. 
A street bond issue of $50,000 was 
authorized. 

Mayor Weeks sent in tiie appoint- 
ment of Dr. W. G. Smillie, 29 Wame- 
sit road, Waban us a member of the 
Board or Health, and the reappoint- 
ment of George E. Stuart as Street 
Commissioner. 

WILL LAY WAR MEMORIAL 
CORNER STONE 

On Armistice Day, November 11, the 
corner stones of tiie new War Mem- 
orial and City Hall will bo laid by 
Mayor Weeks. A parade from the 
State Amory at West Newton to tiie 
site of the new buildings will precede 
tiie exercises. From tiie Armory tiie 
route of tiie parade is to Walnut 
street at Newtonville square, over 
Walnut street to Commonwealth ave- 
nue and the site of the new City 
Hall. Returning the parade will fol- 
low Commonwealth avenue. Chestnut 
street and Washington street to the 
Armory. Mayor Weeks will deliver 
the address of tiie occasion and will 
lay tiie corner stone of tiie War Mem- 
orial. He will then proceed to the 
City Hall section of the grounds and 
lay tiie corner stone of that structure.

Will Try Again To 
Purify Newton Water 

To Piirrlinso Machine To Reduce 
Carbon-Dioxide Content 


At the meeting of the Newton Hoard 
of Aldermen on Monday night the 
sum of $2500 was appropriated to 
start Hie work of purifying Newton 
water. A machine will he purchased 
which will mix soda ash with tlio 
water ns it passes through tiie pump- 
ing station at. Newton Upper Falls. 
Sodu ash will he mixed with New- 
to # n water to minimize the amount of 
carbon-dioxide prevah nt in t in- liquid 
supplied to tiie people of Newton and 
make it aqua pura. 

For many years Newton boasted of 
its water, which was obtained from 
a storage reservation located along 
tin* Charles River at Needham, south 
of Kendrick Hridge. The water, fil- 
tered through gravel strata, drained 
into two large artesian wells and in- 
to a long wooden conduit. It was 
pumped either directly into the mains, 
or into a covered reservoir on the 
summit of Waban Hill. This water 
not coming from a river or lake, and 
not being stored in an open reservoir, 
was harder than the usual water, and 
excellent for drinking purposes. 

Some years ago, due to the growth 
of tills city, it became necessary to 
use considerable water from the Met- 
ropolitan Water System, especially 
during the summer months. As a 
result, many complaints began to pour 
in from Newton residents regarding 
tiie water supplied to their homes. 
The Metropolitan water is soft and 
acted as a solvent. It loosened from 
the big wooden conduit at tiie water 
reservation at Needham, and from the 
water mains throughout this city 
large deposits of crenothrix which had 
been accumulating for many years 
Chrenothrix is a bacteria which grows 
in ponds, reservoirs and water mains, 
and it imparts a disagreeable odor 
and taste to water, as well as dis- 
coloring it. Measures were taken to 
free Newton water from this impuri- 
ty. A crew of Water Department em- 
ployees spent weeks scraping thick 
deposits of chrenothrix off the in- 
terior of tiie long wooden conduit 
at the water reservation. A Inrge 
sum of money was appropriated to 
have tiie larger water mains in all 
sections of tiie city reamed by a pa- 
tented device so that deposits would 
lie removed. A new artesian well was 
dug at the water reservation to in- 
crease the supply, and to further in- 
crease tiie supply, an automatic elec- 
tric pump was placed at the reserva- 
tion to pump water from the Charles 
River into a natural basin nt that 
place. From this basin the water 
percolates through gravel strata into 
the artesian wells ahd lias appreciab- 
ly increased the supply tiie past two 
years. 

During tiie past year or two many 
more complaints have been made 
about tiie condition of Newton water. 
It has been discolored, disagreeable 
to tin* taste and sometimes had a no- 
ticeable odor. A large percentage of 
these complaints have come from 
streets where tiie water pipes come 
to a dead-end and there is not oppor- 
tunity for circulation. For some time 
Weston & Sampson, consulting engi- 
neers. have been making an investi- 
gation for tiie Newton Water Depart- 
ment and found that Newton water 
contains about .000007 parts carbon- 
dioxide. Carbon-dioxide is commonly 
found in water coming from artesian 
wells or sources where it is not ex- 
posed to the air and sun. Two parts 
of it to tiie million in water produces 
a corrosive effect, loosens iron from 
Hie mains and corrodes copper and 
brass pipes. By mixing soda ash with 
the water tiie carbon-dioxide content 
will lie reduced to sufficiently less 
than tiie amount which causes any 
corrosion. It is expected that the ex- 
pense of so treating tiie water will 
lie between $12. non and $15,000 yearly. 
This amount can be largely reduced if 
apparatus is installed at tiie pumping 
station to aerate tiie water. Aerated 
water requires much less soda asli to 
eliminate tiie carbon-dioxide than does 
water not aerated. 

In addition to this method, the 
Water Department has started to elim- 
inate dead-ends on streets wherever 
Hi is can be done.

It is also expected that several 
radio sturs will take part. 

This performance is in accordance 
witli President Hoovei's program for 
unemployment relief, and tiie Para- 
mount Theatre is one of 20,000 in tiie 
United States participating in the 
campaign for tiie raising of funds. 
Mayor Weeks is especially interested 
in Hu* performance and urges tin* citi- 
zens of Newton to reserve tills eve- 
ning for Hie benefit of this worthy 
cuuse.

Congressman Luce Appeals For 

Confidence in Nation’s Leaders 

In Ad'dress On United States Financial Condition At Meeting 
Of Rotary Club 


Speaking before the Newton Rotary 
Club at the regular meeting of Mon- 
day at the Woodland Golf Club Con- 
gressman Robert Luce appealed for 
confidence in the nation's leaders In 
solving the present economic prob- 
lems. This appeal closed a most in- 
teresting and attention compelling ad- 
dress relating to the nation's financial 
status and the recent formation of the 
huge “bank pool.” Congressman Luce 
as a member of the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency was called 
to the conference at the White House 
at the time of the organization of the 
"pool.” He was introduced by Ex- 
.v'ayor Edwin O. Childs in a few well- 
chosen words. 

Mr. bvee entered directly into the 
subject of ,iis address by relating the 
circumstances of the call from the 
White House for the conference 
Tuesday evening. «_ •'tober 13th. He 
received the call at hi summer home 
in Maine where he had g *ne following 
his return from an extended two 
months’ trip into the far West to 
study irrigation projects and ofv^r mat- 
ters connected with the Department 
of tiie Interior. About thirty Congress- 
men from various parts of the coun- 
try. the chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, party floor leaders, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and his 
assistant and other officials were pres- 
ent at the conference which President 
Hoover, concerned, anxious and wor- 
ried. had called The U. S. was on 
tiie brink of a more terrible catas- 
trophe than ever before — more men- 
acing than the World War — the threat 
of the country’s financial collapse was 
imminent. 

Tiie President had prepared a pro- 
gram in collaboration with several de- 
partment heads and had called the 
Congressmen together to carry out 
the legislative work. Party politics 
were laid aside and no attempt was 
made to inject partisan controversy in- 
to tiie program upon the principle of 
which all were agreed. They had gath- 
ered there to save the country. 

Discussing the conditions out of 
which the situation had arisen the 
speaker told of financial trouble in 
Austria which spread to Germany and 
to England out which for the moment 
had escaped France, although it has 
since been felt in that country. The 
Congressman was doubtful as to just 
how the story originated but he per- 
sonally Held France responsible for 
starting the story that the United 
States was to follow England off the 
gold standard. Jealous of the Uni- 
ted States, fearful of Germany, the op- 
portunity was at hand for France to 
deal a severe blow. Digressing for a 
moment Mr. Luce explaiued the Eng- 
lish law protecting the pound sterling 
note with $4.86 in gold and of how 
England showed itself capable of 
meeting the most serious of grave 
problems of finance. By going off the 
gold standard all wealth was reduced 
by about one-quarter. The story that 
the United States might not be able 
to back up the dollar hill spread to 
every corner of the world and shook 
the confidence every nation had in 
United States finance 

The first effect was felt through 
the capitalists on the Continent many 
of whom had made large investments 
in American securities, fearful of mak- 
ing investments in their own coun- 
tries. Orders to sell these American 
securities were cabled and the result 


was one reason for the sudden drop- 
ping of T*. S. markets in early Octo- 
ber. The second effect was on the 
people of this country because of this 
reaction in the stock markets. Many 
became frightened, withdrew their 
hank deposits and hid them wherever 
they could do so safely. Many de- 
posited them in the postal savings 
hanks, deposits in which grew by mil- 
lion upon millions of dollars while 
savings deposits decreased to a like 
degree. To save themselves the sav- 
ings hanks began to amass currency 
and to liquidate their assets. Bonds 
were sold and other securities turned 
into cash in order that funds would 
be ready. The fear of financial dis- 
aster spread like wildfire and hanks 
began to close as hoarding was be- 
gun. "Hoarding is the most ominous 
of threats of financial disaster.” the 
speaker said, "it weakens the hanks 
and does not help the hoarder.” Out 
of this situation the need for the con- 
ference arose, a few more days and 
banks would have been toppling over 
like a series of bricks. Panic would 
have resulted, more serious than any 
panic ever experienced in the world 
before. The psychological condition 
of the people of the country resulting 
in hoarding must be halted before It 
was too late. 

There were two branches to the 
program proposed by President Hoo- 
ver. the first of which was the organ- 
ization of joint action on the part of 
the banks to contribute their resour- 
ces to a common pool upon which the 
weaker banks could draw. In the past 
thirty years there has l;?en a revolu- 
tion of banking ideas. Thirty years 
ago the National Banks and State 
hanks were formed for the purpose 
of aiding those engaged in commerce. 
They were known as Commercial 
banks. At that time there were but 
few investment hanks. The latter de- 
veloped gradually and then the two 
groups became amalgamated. Loans 
were made to many farmers, especial- 
ly in the west and south whose re- 
turns were far distant. Real estate 
was mortgaged and when the real es- 
tate boom blew up thousands were un- 
able to meet the interest payments, 
let alone the principal. Banks were 
collapsing at the rate of about 25 
per day when the conference was 
called. Twenty years ago the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank was formed for 
the purpose of helping commercial 
banks. Through this central bank the 
latter could rediscount notes. It 
served many a useful purpose. With- 
out it the U.S. could not have financed 
the World War and without it we 
would now have been in a worse panic 
than ever before experienced. But 
under the Federal Reserve act the 
kind of notes to be rediscounted were 
limited. At that time we had not 
awakened to the fact that commercial 
banks would go into investment bank- 
ing. But now we have many banks 
almost department stores with their 
commercial, investment, and tourist 
travel departments. “But now we see 
drugstore restaurants, chain stores 
with all kinds of goods, and nobody 
knows where we are going to stop.” 
Congressman Luce believed that com- 
mercial and investment banks should 
hold to their own paths. The pres- 
ent laws prevent them from going too 
far outside at present. 

Many of the bauks were unable to 
turn their resources into liquid assets 
and the proposed pool was to be made 
available to the weaker bauks by en- 
abling them to rediscount notes that

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GRIEVANCE REMAINS 

One of our valued correspondents who has taken an active 
part in criticisims of the way the huge water pipes have 
been laid in the city, has written us again. After suggesting 
the great danger of a possible break in the mains he goes 
on to say: 

“Aside from that, however, the grievance remains that 
the City of Newton has allowed its main thoroughfare 
to be torn up for months, inconveniencing its citizens and 
others, endangering life and property from restricted 
traffic, detours, excavations, etc., and we have absolutely 
nothing to show for it, except the surface of Washington 
Street, which is worse now than it ever was before. 
This street should be renamed Washboard Street. But 
if you don’t believe we have good streets in Newton, go 
and look at our new City Hall.” 


The mayor and aldermen certainly had the opportunity 
the past week to adopt a “reasonable regulation” regarding 
the delay in filling the trench after the huge water mains had 
been laid. We refer specifically to the open trench for about 
a half mile near the Newtonville fire station. There has 
been consequent annoyance to the traveling public, by reduc- 
ing the width of the street and by preventing the parking of 
automobiles on the south side of the street. Our city fathers 
have been derelict in their masterly inaction on this matter. 


One of the most annoying, although, possibly a minor 
practice of the so-called celebration of Hallowe’en, is the 
use of bean blowers. These devilish articles are usually used 
by children ten or twelve years of age who do not realize 
that broken eyeglasses or loss of eyesight may be the result 
of their thoughtlessness. Parents of such children should 
be responsible for their actions. 


The damage caused on Thursday morning by a runaway 
truck with a platform trailer carrying a steam shovel, should 
be a lesson to the authorities who allowed this unwieldy 
machine to use our streets. It was a fortunate chance that 
no one was injured as this Juggernaut plunged down Church 
street hill.

could not ho so treated by the Federal 
Reserve Bank. Following the confer- 
ence an immediate drop in the num- 
ber of bank failures was noticed and 
hoarding stopped. It was the most 
eventful meeting that the financial 
world has ever known. "Through his 
great executive powers t ho President 
saved the country and I hate to con- 
template what might have happened” 
said Mr. Luce. 

The second feature of the confer- 
ence involved the legislative action 
made necessary by the formation of 
the pool. Tho scope of securities 
which hanks may rediscount must be 
widened. None would commit them- 
selves as to how far this could bo 
carried and there is a prospect of a 
lively session of Congress this com- 
ing winter on that matter. Congress- 
man Luce stated that he is opposed 
to allowing mortgages to be redis- 
counted in the Federal Reserve Bank. 
On previous occasions when he has 
had the opportunity to voice his opin- 
ions in this regard he has been defi- 
nitely licked by representatives of 
other parts of tho country. The Mass- 
achusetts Congressman upholds the 
feeling of his New England Constitu- 
ents as regards the danger of mixing 
investments in real estate with com- 
mercial banking. Such practice would 
affect the daily transactions of local 
merchants and would endanger the 
prosperity and safety of local banks. 

"The mere fact of striking the 
word ‘depression’ out of our vocab- 
ulary will not help the man who is 
out of a job. We must look facts in 
the face until the serious perils of 
our financial and social life is over. 
The help of all is needed to solve 
the problem. Tho President cannot 
solve it — no man in tho world can 
solve it. We must recognize that the 
greatest thing we can do for the 
common welfare is to show our con- 
fidence in our leaders. It was Con- 
fucius who said that we could not 
live without confidence above all else. 
In speaking for the country and for 
the President I ask you to know and 
to accept the fact that the President 
is working for all, regardless of party, 
and enlisting all the strong men of 
the country. From Washington has 
come a note of optimism and hope 
without which we will not see pros- 
perity return. Tell your neighbors all 
that can be done will be done to re- 
turn the Ship of State to an even 
keel.”

One of the most disturbing thoughts 
to Newton people, it seems to me, is 
the report that conditions in tho old 
cemetery on Centre street, near the 
corner of Cotton street, aro far from 
what they should ho. A friend of 
mine, whose interest in historical mat- 
ters is well known, informs me that 
the whole place has an air of neglect.

The friend who called this matter 
to my attention says that the old 
Scotch Covenanters held annually a 
beautiful ceremony which consisted 
of removing the moss from the head- 
stones on the graves of their honored 
dead. What finer tribute and what 
more fitting evidence of patriotism.

Police and Prevention 

An anonymous communication sug- 
gests that this column suspend all oth- 
er concerns, large and small, and say 
something about the police depart- 
ment and its failure to recover some 
lost property which the unknown wri- 
ter appears to have had stolen from 
him. The letter is a trifle vague in 
setting forth tho circumstances. It. 
however, suggests that I "get after 
them.” If it he that I am expected to 
hunt for missing articles I must de- 
cline. On the other hand, if it is in- 
tended that the police be made the 
subject of criticism I am willing to 
consider the matter. 

The fact that a man bus successful- 
ly passed the civil service tests and 
is dressed in a uniform and equipped 
with certain tools such as a revolver, 
badge, handcuffs und club docs not 
mean he has the gift of super-knowl- 
edge in detecting crime. Experience 
in dealing with law-breakers gives the 
officers a knowledge of the habits of 
thieves, particularly in cases of petty 
larceny. Also a policeman has an ac- 
quaintance which other folks do not 
possess of the weaknesses of individ- 
uals who make up the population of 
the city. The police cannot, however, 
anticipate the visit of out-of-town pro- 
fessional thieves nor are they always 
a match for the wits of cunning men 
and women who make a science of 
robbery. It is too much to expect. 
Should every policeman turn out to 
be, after a few years’ service, a skilled 
detective he would command a salary 
equal to that of a railroad president, 
along with the royalties, from his 
writings, for every noted sleuth is an 
author of no mean parts judging by 
the publishing business. 

After all it is the preventive mea- 
sure that counts. This can be applied 
by proper supervision, providing the 
police force is of sufficient size. A 
limited number of men can cover only 
a restricted territory. No matter how 
alert they may be the thieves are in- 
variably a few steps in advance. We 
look to the police to protect us, to 
regulate our traffic, to respond at an 
instant’s notice for whatever emer- 
gency presents itself and to apprehend 
criminals, give temporary care to our 
injured, watch out for tires and in 
general see that nothing goes wrong. 
If this isn’t placing upon their shoul- 
ders considerable of a burden then my 
guess is all wrong. 

If you ask me — and I am addressing 
this to the anonymous one and others 
who may share his views— the Newton 
Police Department was never in bet- 
tor shape as regards efficiency than at 
present. With additional officers, and 
these are needed, the department can 
accomplish even more. Preventive 
measures, as I have sought to point 
out, are far more effective than chas- 
ing up somebody’s lost spare tire.

ACCUSE NEWTON MAN OF 
PERJURY 


Warren F. Scott of 1691 Common- 
wealth avenue, West Newton, who re- 
ceived much publicity a few months 
ago when five men went to his home 
in a conspiracy to mildly torture him, 
is again in the limelight. These men 
were roofers who had worked on 
houses in Stoneham which had been 
erected by Scott and they hud not 
been paid for their work. On May 10, 
1930, Scott filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy. He claimed to have 
no assets and had liahilities of $178,- 
000. On December 6, 1930, Scott’s 
wire was petitioned into bankruptcy. 
She listed her liabilities as $72,189 and 
her assets as $3006. Some months ago 
the Seotts moved to the Common- 
wealth avenue address in this city. 

Tlie five roofers, believing that Scott 
had considerable money hidden in his 
house, went to the Commonwealth 
avenue address one night und waylaid 
Scott, planning to torture him suffi- 
iently by burning his feet, to cause 
him to divulge where he had the sup- 
posed cash cached. A shepherd dog 
owned by Scott attacked tho conspira- 
tors and tlioy fled. Their arrests fol- 
lowed and two of them subsequently 
wore sentenced to serve 6 months 
each in jail. 

B. Loring Young of Weston, referee 
in bankruptcy after investigating tho 
statements made by Scott und his 
wife in their bankruptcy proceedings, 
has concluded that assets were con- 
cealed by the pair. Mr. Young report- 
ed — "I have found sufficient evidence 
that perjury lias been committed, and 
I am forwarding my report to the 
United Stutes District Attorney with 
tlie recommendation thut tho matter 
ho thoroughly investigated.” An in- 
vestigation bus been started by Asst. 
U. S. District Attorney John J. Walsh, 
Jr.

A Free Public Lecture on Chris- 
tian Science by Paul A. Harsch, C.S.B., 
of Toledo, Ohio, was given under 
the auspices of First Church of 
(’hrist, Scientist, of Newton on Mon- 
day evening, November 2d. in the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club House, 
Newton Contro, and on Tuesday eve- 
ning, November 3d. in the Church ed- 
ifice, Walnut and Otis Sts., Newton- 
ville. 

At the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club House, the lecturer was intro- 
duced by the Second Reader of the 
Church, Mrs. Helen P. Lawrence, who 
spoke ns follows: 

Christ Jesus said, "I will pray the 
Father, and He shall give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever.” Christian Science 
has proved itself to he the Comforter 
to me for the past twenty-five years. 
Its healing ministrations have brought 
comfort again and aguin in times of 
sickness and of sorrow. 

Christian Science teaches one how 
to think Christ-like thoughts, and how 
to live a Christian life in its whole- 
ness. not only in the ’’beauty of holi- 
ness” but in being healthy and happy, 
it teaches not only the fatherhood of 
Cod but also the motherhood of God 
and so fulfills Isaiah’s prophecy, "As 
one whom his mother comforteth, so 
will I comfort you.” 

In knowing God as Father-Mother, 
ever-present and all-powerful, Chris- 
tian Scientists find comfort, confidence 
and contentment. 

Christ is the Way, Jesus was the 
Waysliower, and Mary Baker Eddy 
was the Way finder. She found the 
living Way and blazed the trail for 
us. It is to gain a new and 
wider view of this narrow way that 
we have come here this evening to 
listen to a lecture on the subject, 
"Christian Science: The Road of Spir- 
itual Achievement.” 

Mr. Harsch, who is to speak to us, 
is a member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston. 

I am happy to introduce to you, Mr. 
Paul A. Harsch of Toledo. Ohio. 


To the untold thousands, hungering 
and thirsting after righteousness, 
there comes to-day a new message of 
joy and promise. Yes, to all man- 
kind this vibrant call is ringing out. 
Look not with straining eyes for 
some far distant good. Pray not for 
that which you already have. Awake 
and see, that just beneath your feet 
“Life’s pearl is cast” (Hymnal, No. 
11). Rejoice that God is ever at your 
side, your hand in His. Praise God 
that He hath "commanded the light to 
shine out of darkness” and that He 
hath given us a knowledge of His 
glory through “the face of Jesus 
Christ." 

Here is indeed cause for rejoicing. 
The glorious light of Truth shining 
out of the darkness of ignorance has 
revealed the pathway to divine 
knowledge. St. Paul's words, just 
quoted, assure us that this knowledge 
was brought to us by Jesus, whose 
life of devotion and demonstration 
•lifted the Christ so far above any 
previous human concept. To-day we 
need only apply this understanding. 
Ah! but someone says: “Understand- 
ing! My understanding of God has 
never removed the burdens under 
which I have stumbled as I trod life’s 
weary road. My knowledge of God, 
and I think it is considerable, has 
never enabled me to solve my prob- 
lems. They are increasing in size 
and number. How, then, can any pos- 
sible knowledge of God help me in 
achieving success or even freedom?” 

My friend, you are typical of many 
other seekers for spiritual food and 
drink. Your question shall he an- 
swered; hut first, are you fully con- 
vinced of the correctness of your 
promise? Is there not something in 
your consciousness which tells you 
that perhaps you are mistaken in 
your concept of God; that possibly 
your knowledge of Him is incom- 
plete? Is it perhaps true that you are 
even now hoping that someone will 
prove you are in error? Well, lot me 
toll you joyfully that you are wrong. 

DIVINE DIRECTION 

The knowledge to which St. Paul 
refers is not the wisdom of this 
world. It is rather the simple, kind- 
ly truth that God Is Love, and that 
Love Is Mind. Therefore. God is in- 
finite and ever present intelligence, 
lovingly directing all, and doing so 
joyously and successfully throughout 
all time. This divine knowiedge ap- 
plied to human affairs insures their 
intelligent direction. This is the vital 
concern of every man. Lasting suc- 
cess can be achieved only under such 
direction. 

Were men convinced of this fact 
success would bo universal. They 
would seek first for a knowledge of 
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divine Mind as the source from which 
all constructive effort must flow’. They 
would hold ever in consciousness the 
Master’s command, "Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall he 
added unto you.” Holding these words 
in thought, they would also place 
proper emphasis on the clause "seek 
ye first.” It is indeed strange that 
tlie desire of mankind to seek divine 
wisdom first has not been more rugged 
and insistent. 

Perhaps it may be for the reason 
that many mortals have had vague 
and unformed concepts of God. 
These, oddly enough, have apparently 
satisfied them until put to a real test. 
When that seeming knowledge proved 
unavailing in their hour of need, dis- 
appointment was sore. Keenly they re- 
alized. then, that such incomplete and 
superficial understanding provided 
nothing which satisfied or comforted 
or saved. They felt as did the Psalm- 
ist when he cried, "For our soul is 
bowed down to the dust.” 

A PERPLEXING QUESTION 

Too often under such circumstances 
mortals have been sorrowfully forced 
to conclude that it was impossible to 
comprehend Deity. Thus, a man I 
knew, perplexed about God’s nature, 
once said, "God is a mystery.” And 
there unhappily he abandoned his ex- 
amination of the subject. Had he 
hut known it, this investigation W’as 
the most important in all his human 
experience. Another puzzled individ- 
ual, an intelligent business man, w’ho 
for a number of years had experi- 
enced marked success in his affairs, 
once came to my office for advice. 
Misfortune, he said, seemed to trail 
his every move. None of his plans 
yere working out. His money was 
exhausted, and he had no prospect of 
employment. What was he to do? 
Could I. by any possibility, help him 
in his time of need? 

I told him at once that his difficul- 
ties were less real than he believed: 
that the truth about him and his af- 
fairs was quite different from the 
sense he was entertaining; that his 
whole course of thinking was wrong 
and must be changed. He stared blank- 
ly at me and seemed to be wondering 
if I were entirely sane. But I con- 
tinued and said to him: "The only 
help you really need is a correct con- 
cept of God. You must learn that 
God’s presence is constant, His power 
unlimited. His goodness unceasing. 
You must learn that you are a child 
of this good God, and that He is ever 
ready to help and care for His chil- 
dren.” 

However, these were mere words to 
him. To think about God when he 
believed he should be thinking about 
himself and his own problems, ap- 
peared at the moment a great waste 
of time and effort. It was necessary, 
therefore, to arouse his thinking. Ilo 
must be persuaded to examine his 
own consciousness as he had not done 
for perhaps a long time. To this end 
lie was asked. “Just exactly what is 
your concept of God?” 

His response was something like 
this: "For many years I have not 
been much of a churchgoer. When I 
was a hoy attending Sunday school, 
a man. prominent in the church I at- 
tended. did several things which to 
my sense were most dishonest and — " 
“Pardon me,” I said, "but you mis- 
understand my question. I did not 
ask you about your church or your 
religious belief, nor about your fellow 
church-members. I only asked you to 
tell me about God; what do you un- 
derstand Him to be?” “Well.” came 
the reply, "you see this man was 
very prominent in my church and I 
knew him to be thoroughly lmd and — ’’ 
Again I interrupted by assuring him I 
had no curiosity about people, good 
or bad, his church affiliations or con- 
nections: my inquiry bore upon one 
point alone -who and what did he 
believe God to be? Then for the third 
time he started to tell me about his 
early church experience. 

It was evident the man’s concept of 
God had become so confused with 
church, people, human frailties, and 
material activities, that he could not 
separate one from the other. There- 
fore, his thought must be led away 
from personality to the contempla- 
tion of an impersonal God, an infinite 
Being, who is all-wise, all-loving, over 
present, and all-powerful good. He 
must bo given such a glimpse of God 
and His true naturo to ho lifted above 
the fear and anxiety that was unman- 
ning him. His feet must be placed 
upon the solid rock ol’ understand- 
ing. 

ALL-POWERUL PRINCIPLE 

By simple illustrations of God’s 
power and the tender care He takes 
of His creation, of which the man 
was again assured ho was a part, this 
seeker was therefore given a now 
and quite different concept of his 
creator. Soon he felt a desire to 
know more about this Supreme Being, 
lie began to think of God in terms of 
Principle. When the statement was 
made that Principle is God and is 
all-powerful, ho now looked through 
and past all material symbols of 
power uml suw power itself as an 
idea, or expression, of Doity. He suw 
power as a present actuality; power 
not associated with things or per- 
sons, but, instead, as the manifesta- 


tion of all-embracing, all-encompass- 
ing, all-controlling Principle — God. 

He saw, though dimly at first, that 
this sense of God admitted no possi- 
bility of an opposing power. Pro- 
vided. therefore, that God was infin- 
ite, and expressed Himself in good- 
ness alone, the man’s enlarging sense 
of God as absolute and all-powerful 
good took on a tremendous signific- 
ance. As good alone was real, good 
alone had power. What, then, be- 
enme of evil, of discouragement, of 
failure, lack, or inharmony? These 
must be powerless, placeless, Godless, 
and, consequently. unreal. The 
wonder of this new view of God and 
the universe filled the consciousness 
of the man in my office with awe and 
lie vaguely but joyfully began to see 
new possibilities opening before him. 

He was now beginning to realize 
that no opposing force or power, so 
called, could actually exert a malign 
influence in his experience, because, 
as a child of God, lie was under the 
immediate protection and care of om- 
nipotent good. This was an impor- 
tant step in his mental awakening, 
but much remained to be done. It 
was now possible to explain to him 
iii;it all-powerful Principle is also 
all-knowing Mind. 

MENTAL AWAKENING 
The human mind finds less difficul- 
ty. perhaps, in grasping the idea of 
God as divine Mind than as Principle. 
If so, the reason is plain. The very 
word "mind,” itself, carries thought 
away from matter and material sur- 
roundings into an entirely different 
realm. Time, space, physical condi- 
tions. and limitations disappear. The 
morning paper tells us of progress in 
India, of changing conditions in Rus- 
sia. of startling discoveries in the 
mid-Pacifie. In the time required to 
glance over the headlines we have 
been around the world, and possibly 
some billions of miles out in space 
Tor good measure. Matter for the 

moment has ceased to be. We have 
been living in a mental world. 

But even this mental realm is not 
the universe of Spirit, divine Mind. 
God’s perfect creation of good con- 
tains in it nothing unlike its creator, 
nothing that can perish or disappear. 
Mortal, material man has no place 
in it. for matter is unreal, untrue, 
without substance. Mind alone is 

real, and is substance. Mind is Im- 
perishable. Mind is All-in-all. This 
very allness of infinite Mind neces- 
sarily excludes from its universe ev- 
ery vestige of matter, including mor- 
tal man himself. Herein may be 
found the kernel of the whole ques- 
tion. as it pertains to our human ex- 
perience. 

Tlie exclusion of material man from 
God’s universe of good aggravates the 
human, or mortal, mind. It can con- 
ceive only of a universe and a crea- 
tion of which it is an integral and 
important part. It is. therefore, per- 
haps not surprising that at this point 
my friend began to show some un- 
easiness. Presently he said: "That 
Mind is God, and therefore All. seems 
reasonable. It is not radically out of 
line with what I recall of my early 
religious training. But my sense of 
the allness of God did not exclude 
material man from His universe. 1 
seem unable to follow you on this 
point. My physical senses assure me 
that matter, otherwise my body, is 
essentially real, at times painfully so; 
and I am wondering how you dispose 
of this unreal or matter man. as you 
call him.” 

To this query the response might 
have been made that not only matter, 
but time and space as well, had been 
proved unreal by physicists or inter- 
national renown, but there seemed to 
be a better method of answering his 
question. This was to call his atten- 
tion to the account of creation as it 
is presented in the first chapter of 
the book of Genesis, and carefully 
analyze that account with him. 

DIVINE CREATION 

"In the beginning." the record 
reads, “God created the heaven and 
the earth. And tlie earth was with- 
out form, and void; and darkness was 
upon the face of the deep. . . . And 
God said. Let there be light: and 
there was light.” As God’s creation 
had its perfect "beginning," so we felt 
we must make an equally scientific 
start in our analysis of His perfect 
creation. Therefore, we recalled our 
discussion of a moment before con- 
cerning Principle and Mind. It. was 
agreed that we should use the word 
"Mind” throughout our study as a 
synonym for God. Thus, the creative 
power we regarded as infinite Mind. 
This changed the whole picture of 
creation for the man. 

He readily agreed that no act of a 
divinely intelligent being could bo the 
result of chance, nor could it be the 
expression of a whimsical or arbl- 
tary will. Therefore, that the first 
act of creative Mind should have 
been the introduction of light proved 
Hie presence of divine law. This law 
being fixed and unalterable, it must 
have been in operation yesterday as 
if is to day and forever. A half hour’s 
discussion about God had brought to 
him — tlie man In my office — a realiza- 
tion of a new universe, a universe ho 
had never before oven dreamed about. 
Was not this entrance of light into 
liis erstwhile darkened consciousness 
tin* only possible first step in his 
rebirth, his regeneration? Without 
light there could be no creation. 

New beams of living light now en- 
abled the man to see that creation 
was a continuous unfoldmont of good, 
an unfoldmcnl of the actual and 
spiritual facts of his being. He now 
peered eagerly into the fog of ignor- 
ance for further light. Our analysis 
quickly revealed the horizon of our 
spiritual vision to be the point at 
which light reuses to penetrate tlie 
darkness. True, this horizon, or 
boundary line, advances as under- 
standing grows, but it is always 
there. It separates light from the 
seeming darkness, reality from un- 


reality. The establishment of such a 
lino of cleavage, or "firmament,” as 
tlie next step in creation he saw was 
divinely inevitable. Again. It was 
the simple, natural expression of an 
eternally operative law, the law of 
all-intelligent Mind. 

My friend now followed the account 
of creation with deeper interest. His 
growing stability of thought, and the 
fuller beauty of the new universe un- 
folding to him, was typified by the 
creative act on the third day. The 
appearing of solid earth, radiant with 
verdure, life, and harmony, was quite 
in consonance with his own new ex- 
perience. 

The fourth and fifth steps indicated 
to him the infinite care of creative 
Mind that no needful thing should 
lie omitted. A perfect creator must 
have a perfect creation; if at any 
point it was incomplete it would be 
imperfect. In all this meticulous 
preparation there was also an indica- 
tion of some great final act in the 
marvelous and divine drama. 

As the coming of Jesus was an in- 
separable part of God’s perfect plan 
of salvation, so the next and conclud- 
ing act in Mind’s creation was cor- 
respondingly fixed. Tlie sixth day 
had arrived, and God — Mind — said: 
“Let us make man in our image, af- 
ter our likeness: and let them have 
dominion. ... So God [Mind] created 
man in his own image, in the image 
of God [Mind] created he him; . . . 
And God saw every thing that he 
had made, and, behold, it was very 
good.” The great work was done, — 
nothing else could be created. — and 
therefore God rested on the seventh 
day, seeing and rejoicing in the per- 
fection of His good work. 

Perfection! Good alone real! 
Creation completed, and nowhere in 
it aught that can sin. suffer, be dis- 
eased. or destroyed! W'hat a wonder- 
ful universe, this, of which the man 
began to feel himself a part! He for- 
got for the moment the matter man 
lie believed himself to be. There 
faded from consciousness the false 
belief of material man. 

FALSE BELIEF UNCOVERED 
All! That was it; he began to see 
it now. False belief — only that and 
nothing more. How could delusion 
and falsehood paint so many discord- 
ant pictures in his thought? How 
could these dream-pictures be cast out 
and kept out was an even more vital 
question. He was thinking now, and 
very earnestly, and his next comment 
proved this. 

"The things you have said are run- 
ning in my thought side by side with 
certain recollections of Jesus, liia life 
and work, and I think I understand 
what you mean when you speak of 
him as possessing tlie Christ-under- 
standing in a larger measure than 
other men. You said, a moment ago, 
that the necessity of continually deny- 
ing and reversing the arguments or 
testimony of thi corporeal senses is 
paramount. Was this not exactly what 
Jesus did each time he healed a sick 
man? Was not this the Christ cast- 
ing out false beliefs?” 

Then the question arose. What en- 
abled Jesus to see perfection, God’s 
man. when other men saw palsy, 
withered limbs, leprosy, blindness, 
misery— false beliefs? It must have 
been the same overshadowing sense 
of the presence of creative Mind 
which had come to his mother when 
his own birth was announced. The 
angel voice of tlie Christ had come 
to Mary and had found her receptive 
to tlie divine idea. Thus perceiving, 
she rejoiced, saying, “My soul doth 
magnify the Lord.” So Jesus came, 
endowed with that same Christ-un- 
derstanding which the angel Gabriel 
expressed, when he said to Mary, 
“For with God nothing shall be im- 
possible.” 

EVIL POWERLESS 
“If, then, with God nothing is im- 
possible and if His Christ is ever 
present, there surely must be some 
way now available whereby the de- 
lusions. false beliefs, about man may 
be cast out of human consciousness, 
for surely, this good God you tell me 
of would not forever let His creation 
suffer, sin, and die as men and wom- 
en seem to do. Explain to me,” said 
the man, “how this may be accom- 
plished." As an illustration, a cele- 
brated instance of the exercise of di- 
vine power to destroy false belief 
was used. 

My friend is asked to step into a 
small boat gliding over the waters 
of an inland sea in a far distant land. 
Another boat is just landing its pas- 
songers on a rocky shore. We note 
the gentle and striking mien of one 
of them. He is the understanding 
Man of Galilee. From a near-by cave 
a gaunt figure now emerges. 
Scarred and dreadful, an unbalanced 
man glares at the strangers, and 
then advances toward them fiercely. 
But suddenly the demented one halts. 
The man of gentle mien lias spoken. 
What power is this he feels? Strange 
i" ace is stealing over him. Now he* 
falls meekly at the feet of him who 
more than all other men knew the 
power of good and used that power, 
to destroy the tyrant of false belief. 

Sitting at the feet of Jesus, regen 
crated and transformed, tlie Gadareno 
demoniac rejoices with a full and 
overflowing joy for his deliverance. 
His gratitude knows no bounds. A 
very legion of devils, evils, which has 
enslaved him and robbed him of his 
mental powers and ills God-given right 
to think 1ms been cast out. We see 
him clothed and in ills right mind as 
humbly ho seeks at the Master’s feet 
to learn the secret of his emancipa- 
tion. What a victory over false be- 
lief! llow complete und perfect was 
that overthrow of the tyrant whose 
realm was only in make-believe. 

A MODERN EXAMPLE 
"But that was twenty centuries 
ago," my friend exclaimed, “and 1 
thought you were going to speak of 
that false belief which you say holds 


sway to-day, and to suggest, if you 
cun. some means by which its evil 
power may be broken.” Such was pre- 
cisely my intention. Therefore, I 
asked him to turn with me from the 
shore of the Sea of Galilee to the 
shore of our own Lake Erie. Here 
our city of Toledo stretches down to 
the lake. We entered a house in this 
city and climbed the stairs to an up- 
per chamber. Around the bed in that 
room huddled the awe-stricken mem- 
bers of the family of a man whose 
last hour seemed approaching. He had 
been unconscious for hours — broken, 
bruised, and torn almost beyond rec- 
ognition. The surgeons had said he 
was far past any human aid, yet in 
that dark hour the fact was that this 
man had been merely enslaved by 
false belief, as was the historic Gad- 
arene. 

The family, almost crushed by the 
hideous spell that seems to be upon 
their home, stand about, some prayer- 
fully. some hopelessly. But a com- 
passionate friend, who had received 
permission to do what he could to aid, 
now enters the house and hastens up 
the stairs, accompanied by a man 
whose kindly smile has in it the 
knowledge of the power of God. In 
another moment the smiling one has 
been led into the sufferer’s chamber 
and has set about the business that 
brings him here. With eyes closed 
he is communing with his heavenly 
Father, and then with eyes open he 
is audibly making certain sweeping 
and astonishing declarations with ref- 
erence to the one who seems to be in 
the clutch of the last enemy itself. 

Silently the work goes on. Some 
hours elapse. Consciousness returns. 
The tired, torn limbs relax. Hope 
springs again in the breast of the 
family. The surgeons amazed at the 
turn of affairs consent to set the 
broken bones. Rapidly the healing 
goes on. One false belief after an- 
other yields to divine understanding. 
Presently the sufferer of Toledo has 
disappeared as utterly as the wild 
demoniac of the country of the Gada- 
renes. In an incredibly short time he 
is restored whole and sound to his 
family. 

Let us consider what was behind 
these two cases of so-called miracu- 
lous healing, separated, and yet con- 
nected. by a span of nearly two thou- 
sand years. St. Mark, who records 
it. was doubtless an eye witness to 
the healing of the Gadarene; I was an 
eye witness to the healing of the oth- 
er. And. now, what is the connection 
between these two events? Is there 
any conceivable analogy between 
them? Yes. definitely and absolutely 
there is. In each case — in Jesus’ time 
and in our time — a suffering human 
being was wrested from the malign 
power of that same old tyrant, false 
belief. False belief had separated the 
Gadarene from peace and harmony, 
had turned his hand against every 
man, and every man’s hand against 
him. and was about to encompass his 
destruction. False belief had put the 
Toledoan on the torture rack of pain, 
had separated him from his dominion 
and the recognition of those who 
loved him. By all human standards, 
he was about to go down to death. 
Yes. the enslavement of the modern 
man by the tyrant false belief was but 
a sorry repetition of the similar en- 
slavement of the man of long ago. 

A MOMENTOUS QUESTION 

And now. the question springs ea- 
gerly to the lips of us all. Had the 
power by which false belief was chal- 
lenged and destroyed in the citizen of 
Toledo any relation to the power by 
which false belief was challenged and 
destroyed there in ancient Palestine 
by him who has become known as the 
Saviour of mankind? We hold our 
very breath, for so much is involved 
in this momentous question, so much 
hangs in the balances of its rightful 
answering. And the answer is, abso- 
lutely and unequivocally, Yes! There 
never has been and there never could 
be but one power which could free 
men so far gone from the clutch of the 
tyrant false belief, and that power is 
tlie power of God, exercised through 
a demonstrable knowledge of Him. 

THE NEW REVELATION 

l want to tell you now, succinctly 
but plainly, the most beautiful story 
of spiritual unfoldmont among men 
since the chapter which recorded the 
coming of the Master to Palestine. 
The tyrant who once sat upon the 
throne in this land or in that was 
weak in power in comparison with the 
tyrant false belief who steals his way 
into a man’s thinking, and thus from 
the inside seeks to wreck and destroy 
that man. And so, in the hour of 
man's greater need, it was divinely i in- 
evitable that there should come a ful- 
ler revelation, which should meet that 
need. 

The revelation did come. It came 
about sixty years ago through a wom- 
an who. like that other Mary in Beth- 
lehem, had so uplifted her conscious- 
ness in spiritual longing and seeking 
that she could be the channel for the 
birth into the world of a new spiritual 
idea. 

Mary Baker Eddy discovered, found- 
ed, and gave the name to Christian 
Science. She established a church 
which now has branches in every civ- j 
ilized country of the earth, and a few ! 
members or many members in practi- 1 
rally every city and town where order I 
and progress indicate that the people ! 
are given to looking above wholly mil- j 
terial tilings. Mrs. Eddy was herself 
healed by this revelation when physi- i 
clans had despaired of saving her life. 
In order to understand and to make 
understandable to others the full na- j 
lure und method of her healing she 
shut herself in with her Bible and 
God until the vision had been uppre- 
liended. She was able then to prac- 
tice the healing power of God as the 
Master Christian lmd done, and she 
was able so clearly to set forth the 


method of this In her textbook, "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” that earnest students of 
the book, although they never saw 
Mrs. Eddy nor any of her immediate 
students, might practice this healing 
too. It has been said that that .book, 
next to the Bible, which It illumines 
and explains, is the volume most rev- 
erently in tin* hands of millions of 
people thronghont the world to-day. . 

Mary Baker Eddy understood and 
emulated Jesus the Christ as perhaps 
no other individual has done since 
the days when he led and taught his 
disciples in Judea. She shared his 
vision and she drank his cup. If she 
healed even as he healed, she also 
suffered and sorrowed with him. Ig- 
norance and bigotry lighted the fires 
for her. and it was out of the flames 
of trial that her triumphs came. 

Why did she suffer — why go through 
fire? Because she was bringing to a 
vastly needy world the spiritual 
knowledge and the spiritual method 
Ly which the tyrant false belief was 
to be reduced and banished from the 
enslaved minds of men. She was do- 
ing. and teaching others to do, what 
she perceived Jesus to have done, and 
thus she describes that activity on 
page 476 of Science and Health: 
"Jesus beheld in Science the perfect 
man. who appeared to him where sin- 
ning mortal man appears to mortals. 
In this perfect man the Saviour saw 
God’s own likeness, and this correct 
view of man healed the sick." 

“THE SCIENTIFIC STATEMENT 
OF BEING’ 

Mary Baker Eddy challenged the 
whole realm of material thinking. She 
exposed and set at naught the most 
cherished, which were also the most 
doleful, fallacies of suffering mortals. 
In what has become world-renowned 
as "the scientific statement of be- 
ing.” to be found on page 46S of her 
textbook, she has promulgated with 
marvelous clarity and unequaled cour- 
age one of the most remarkable ex- 
positions ever set forth concerning 
life and man. With the spiritual fact 
she has reversed the material fable 
as it relates to the most vital things 
in human existence. 

Consider for a moment how com- 
pletely some of the most cherished of 
human theories — edicts they are of 
false belief — are reversed in this “sci- 
entific statement of being.” 

“Man is material.” false belief has 
enunciated, “and matter governs;" 
but “the scientific statement of be- 
ing” explains. “There is no life, truth, 
intelligence, nor substance in mat- 
ter.”

"Matter always has been.” says 
false belief, "matter is all that may 
be;" but the scientific statement re- 
plies, “Spirit is the real and eternal: 
matter is the unreal and temporal.” 
"Spirit is a myth." glibly argues false 
belief: “man is no higher nor better 
than the suffering thing he seems to 
be:" but "the scientific statement of 
being" rolls back the rejoinder. "Spir- 
it is God. and man is His image and 
likeness.” "Man comes from the dust 
and returns to the dust and therefore 
he is dust.” false belief cries in final 
condemnation: but from afar there 
comes a "still small voice." like a 
strain of music through the clash of 
a storm, and "the scientific statement 
of being" sets up hope and happiness 
and peace with the words. “Therefore 
man is not material; he is spiritual.” 

This “scientific statement of being,” 
as given in the Christian Science text- 
book. I recommend to your earnest 
consideration, not only as the most 
extraordinary epitome ever furnished 
us of man and his life, but as a di- 
vinely directed utterance, which es- 
tablished its truth and the power of 
this truth by the fruits which follow 
its acceptance. Christian Scientists 
the world around are measuring their 
problems every day against the 
straight-edge of "the scientific state- 
ment of being." Through its illumi- 
nation they are seeing how to lay off 
the shackles of disease; through its . 
concrete directing they are seeing how \ 
to meet the besetments of illusion in i 
all their business, social, and domestic j 
affairs. "The scientific statement of ! 
being.” as I believe you must begin 
to realize, my friends, is u spiritual 
weapon, the finding of which fills even 
the timid warrior in life’s coufiict 
with a glorious hope. 11c sees that 
with such a sword of the Spirit lie 
may dethrone and utterly drive out of 
his thinking every false belief. Be- 
fore the heaven-forged weapon of "the 
scientific statement of being” false be- 
liefs have no alternative but iustuntly 
or eventually to yield. 

And this "scieutific statement of be- 
ing," Which, l would have you un- 
derstand. is but one among many con- 
crete ami powerful spiritual declara- 
tions it» be found in the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook.— was it the outcome of 
Mary Baker Eddy’s casual contempla- 
tion of the things of God? Ah. uo; 
it was not! We have reason to be- 
lieve that this towering monument of 
reality became visible to her tear-an- 
guished eyes, und through her was 
made visible to ours, only when she 
herself was in the utter depths of spir- 
itual trial. Out of her earnest long- 
ings. out of her loneliuess, out of her 
suffering, out of the consecrated devo- 
tion that passeth human understand 
ing, this uudauuted. illuminated, often 
misunderstood great wouiuu found 
this boou for stumbling mankind. 


MRS. EDDY’S MIGHTY FRUITS 

Mrs. Eddy rejoiced in the many- 
sided abundance which a conscious- 
ness such as hers could not fail to 
bring upon her, yet by the customary 
standards of men this inspired Loader 
led no easy life. She led a hard life, 
but she so introduced our age to the 
Master that we really may understand 
Jesus the man and Christ the spiritual 
idea. It was her devotion and sacri- 
fice that now enable us to distinguish, 
through her writings, the true and the 
false accounts of creation as given in 
Genesis, to perceive the meaning of 
the atonement, of the vrudflxion. of 
the resurrection; to find ourselves 
! standing enlightened witnesses, as the 
Master has the tax money taken from 
I the fish’s mouth, as he feeds the mul- 
titude in a desert place where food 
| seemed not to be: as he restores the 
lame, the halt, the blind, as he 
, cleanses the physical and moral lep- 
! ers, as he stills the storm, as he 
i raises from the dead Lazarus his 
friend and the son of the widow of 
Nain. and as he points your feet and 
my feet and all men’s feet into .the 
pathway of eternal life. Yes. we must 
thank Mary Baker Eddy that now we 
understand many things long veiled 
and that, through her revelation of a 
precise method, we shall do as the 
Master said we should do and emulate 
him in all his mighty works. 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE TREATMENT 

You will read and study this text- 
book. which is Mrs. Eddy's bequest to 
all men and contains many wonderful 
things of which I have afforded you 
hardly more than a glimpse, but in 
ord^r to preserve the continuity of 
the line of thinking with which we be- 
gan. I ask you to turn now and let us 
examine the exact method of making 
war with the weapons of Christian Sci- 
ence upon false beliefs. 

Let us mount again to the sick 
chamber in Toledo. And what do we 
witness on the part of the Christian 
Science practitioner, for such that 
smiling one is who has been brought 
to the bedside by the hopeful friend 
of the family? Well, he closes his 
eyes. Ah. someone may exclaim. “I’ve 
heard about that: I’ve heard that these 
Christian Scientists simply shut their 
eyes and ignore the sufferings of their 
fellow human beings.” And that, of 
course, is not a statement of fact. 
Christian Scientists are the most com- 
passionate of people. The practition- 
er closes his eyes and ears to the 
false claim that the sufferer’s condi- 
tion represents in any way the truth 
of being. He is endeavoring to see 
only what Jesus saw when he regard- 
ed the unbalanced one there on the 
Gadarene coast, the perfect man. 
where the sick, sinning, and dying 
man seems to be. Then the practi- 
tioner. holding fast to his vision, says 
to the patient, inaudiblv. or perhaps 
aloud: "You, my friend, whether you 
know it or not. are God’s perfect child, 
made in His image and likeness. He 
loves you and cares for you with all 
the tenderness of a devoted Father. 
He has not sent this evil upon you 
for He knows nothing of it. He is 
Spirit, as the Bible assures us, and 
His pure eyes can behold only His pure 
and perfect creation. You have sim- 
ply been in bondage to the tyrant of 
disease — the tyrant false belief. This 
tyrant has no God-bestowed power to 
enslave you. All belief that he ha3 
such power is destroyed and removed 
by divine Love, by divine Tnith, that 
Truth which is now being declared to 
you. You are freed from his tyranni- 
cal control. Arise, and express vour 
God-given freedom.” 

Thus, in thought, we have been pres- 
ent. as indeed I was actually present 
in person, when there spoke a mes- 
senger from God. good. We have wit- 
nessed the kingdom of God being es- 
tablished here on earth. We have seen 
the tyrannical reign of evil — of false 
belief — in one human consciousness 
overthrown and cast out. its victim de- 
livered and restored to health, to har- 
mony. to his family, and the world. 
Thus heaven on earth, anyone must be 
quick to exclaim, was established for 
that mau and his family. Yet even 
this happy eventuation does not ex- 
press the full meaning of that episode 
which many might refer to as a mod- 
ern miracle.

1 and as confidently be done for any of 
I God’s children, that is to say. for 
every man and woman who Is listen- 
ing to the utterance of these immea- 
surably important words. 

THE NEW IDEA OF PRAYER 

Christian Science has brought to 
the world a new concept of prayer. 

It envisions in terms almost revolu- 
tionary man’s method of communing 
with God. who made all things perfect, 
and of destroying false belief, which 
argues constantly man’s imperfection.

He gave brief sketches in 
1 which lie told the story of its his- 
tory beginning with the origin in early 
Egyptian days, through the still crude, 
though slightly improved harp of Irish 
design, and ending by showing the 
beautiful highly-developed instrument 
that we are familiar with today. By 
! means of drawings, the evolution was 
more clearly shown, by contrasting the 
first harp, which was only a wooden 
semi-circle with one string connect- 
ing the ends, with the harp that is 
used now. witli its series of strings 
and seven pedals. 

The lecturer then told some of the 
romantic legends connected with the 
story of the harp in different ages and 
countries, and also quoted passages 
from the Bible in which the harp is 
mentioned. Mr. distance has a re- 
markable knowledge of the history 
and evolution of the harp, and his lec- 
ture is given with a proficiency and 
humor that is charming as well as ed- 
ucational. 

Mrs. distance, dressed in the cos- 
tume of an Irish colleen, played very 
deftly two old compositions of Irish 
origin on a small harp of early de- 
sign. Then followed solos in which 
she displayed her ability and tech- 
nique ns a harpist. Among these, the 
selection. "Winter." by Thomas, was 
very expertly fingered. She has al- 
ready an established reputation in mu- 
sical circles. Her harp selections 
show the utmost skill and rarest beau- 
ty.

ture he was to attend. Think for a 
moment of the cumulative effect of 
such prayer and then do not bo sur- 
prised when you leurn that many sick 
and suffering persons leave Christian 
Science lectures healed and restored 
to the full use of their limbs and facul- 
ties. 

Yet desire, however earnest, is far 
from being the whole of prayer. We 
have to know not only God’s power 
and His willingness, but we have to 
understand intelligently that He al- 
ready has done every perfect thing 
we could ask Him to do. Thus Chris- 
tian Scientists get away, as Mrs. Eddy 
has taught them to do in her very 
wonderful chapter on prayer in the 
textbook, from something which hat? 
made so much of human prayer de- 
pressing nnd nt times rather terrible. 
They do not beg for a sunrise upon 
their dearest hopes; they affirm until 
their eager eyes open to the glorious 
light of reality, already illumining all 
that is good and pure and right to be. 

MASS MENTAL TYRANNY 

We have been speaking of how false 
belief comes to control the individual; 
but have you ever considered the fact 
that it may also control the mass? 
Naturally this control is established 
through the thinking of the individ- 
uals who make up that mass, and yet 
the effect is that of false belief, in 
one of its particular manifestations, 
coming suddenly to dominate a com- 
munity, a state, or a nation. 

Let me tell you the story of a sin- 
gular and illuminating experience 
which befell a friend of mine not long 
ago in the interior of India. This 
friend was an officer in the British 
Army. While on a march from one 
post to another with nine hundred sol- 
diers, they made camp for lunch and 
rest on the outskirts of a native vil- 
lage. Out of the village came a tuoupe 
of fakirs who proceeded to entertain 
them in the usual manner, in the hope 
of a reward in the form of a shower of 
small coins. After the basket trick 
and the mango tree trick had been 
performed, the conjurers stretched a 
rope from the limb of one great ban- 
yan tree to the limb of another, the

taut rope being twelve or fifteen feet 
above the ground. Tlm*e men swung 
up on to the rope and marched across 
it, as tight rope walkers do. But sud- 
denly, with cries nnd gestures, the 
throe men changed their performance 
Into something you never saw a tight- 
rope walker do. There they were, all 
at once, with their feet still pressing 
the rope but with their bodies hang- 
ing straight downward beneath it. 
Then they walked back and forth 
nlong the under side of the rope as 
readily as they had previously bal- 
anced themselves on Its upper side. 
The so-called law of gravitation 
seemed to have for them no mean- 
ing whatever. They were obviously 
not fastened to the rope in any way, 
yet they did not fall. 

The officer and his men had never 
seen magic such us this. They all 
saw the same thing, as their excited 
conversation proved, but none could 
explain. One soldier had a camera 
with him. Knowing that cameras are 
forbidden by fakirs at their exhibi- 
tions, he slipped away from the group 
with his kodak and from behind a 
nearby tree he took picture after pic- 
ture of this new feat of walking a rope 
upside down. When the military com- 
pany was established in barracks at 
the new post, the soldier-photographer 
developed and printed his negatives, 
and carried the pictures to his com- 
mander. Every one of the pictures 
showed a company of open-mouthed, 
wonder-stricken men, in uniform, gaz- 
ing upward at a taut but empty rope 
stretched between two banyan trees. 
No human being was touching the 
rope in any form or position whatso- 
ever. 

Mesmerism, subtle and complete! 
That’s all there had been to that as- 
tonishing performance. Nine hui 
intelligent men had been made to see 
as one man something which was not 
there for anybody to see. The fakirs 
were not equilibrists who had learned 
how to defy the pull of gravitation, 
but adepts in mesmerism who could 
set up in the thoughts of an entire 
company ot men something which had 
no material semblance at all. They 
had failed only in one unsuspected 
quarter, they had not been able to 
mesmerize the camera. 

I could, if it were essential, cite 
other instances to show you how sure- 
ly false belief operates collectively as 
well as individually upon men. What 
else but the collective operation of 
false belief. I ask you. can we call epi- 
demics of measles, of typhoid fever, 
of influenza-? 

FALSE BELIEF AND DEPRESSION 

But the old tyrant is not content, 
alas, to strike at us only through the 
avenue of our health. I ask your at- 
tention to an example so extensive 
and of such gravity that, if the expla- 
nation be new to you. this revealment 
of its true nature will startle you. The

At this moment we are not so in- j 
terested to know how we got into this 
lamentable state as we are to know 
how to get out of it. In all candor 1 
can give a sure answer to that in- 
quiry. Fight every false belief. Make 
war, definitely and unceasingly, upon 
the old tyrant with liis lies of lack. 
Here is a fair battle for us. and as 
many as light it will win. But. some 
incredulous one may cry, is it possi- 
ble to free even an entire nation by 
any such means as this?

The Newton Schools Nov. 16-20 

Parents To Be Given Opportunity To Meet Teachers And 
Witness School Sessions 


Superintendent o. Uclioula U. G 
Wheeler has issued the following an- 
nouncement In regard to Education 
Week in the Newton Schools from 
Nov. 16th to 20th: 

“The future destinies of this coun- 
try lie in the hands of the children 
who arc now in our schools. This 
future will he determined hy the ed- 
ucation and training which our 
schools give. It is thus evident that 
education is the biggest and most im- 
portant responsibility of every com 
m unity and should he the serious 
concern of every citizen. 

“In every city and town in this 
Commonwealth and throughout the 
nation a week has been set apart and 
designated as Education Week. This 
is sponsored by the National Educa- 
tion Association, hy the American 
Legion and hy other important or- 
ganizations. Tills does not mean that 
regular school work is Interrupted 
during Education Week but an effort 
is being made to interest parents 
and taxpayers in the work of the 
public schools. The schools exist 
solely for the welfare of the children 
and the intelligent interest and ac- 
tive cooperation of parents is of vital 
importance in solving this great 
problem. 

“The schools of Newton are always 
open to the inspection of parents. 
Their visits are welcome at all times 
but during Education Week they are 
especially urged to visit the schools, 
to get acquainted with the teachers 
of their children, to see the work 
that is being attempted, to acquaint 
themselves with existing conditions 
and to cooperate wherever possible 
to improve these conditions.

Local Service Clubs 
Hold Joint Meeting 

Hear Talk Oil Better Business By 
Statistician 


Tlie Kiwanis and Rotary Clubs of 
Newton held a Joint meeting on Tues- 
day in Elks' Hall at Newton Corner. 
Dr. Fred Paul, president <>f the Ki* 
wanis Club, presided and President 
Frank L. Richardson of the Rotary 
Club introduced the speaker, Mr, 
Ralph Wilson of the Buhson Statisti- 
cal Organization. Over one hundred 
Newton business men. members of 
the two clubs, were present. 

Mr. Wilson opened his address with 
the statement that New England does 
not know what a pleasant situation, 
industrially, financially and morally, 
it is in. New England does not know 
what hard times are. Philadelphia 
was 30 per cent, below tin* previous 
year and Chicago, with 65 hank fail- 
ures. no taxes paid for three years 
and a no-rent payers organization 
formed, was 50 per cent, below. He 
went oil to state that there is noth- 
ing peculiar about this period of de- 
pression. that there will he another 
period of over-expansion and still an- 
other depression. There is. however, 
a peculiar psychological reaction. 
Those who two years ago said that 
the period of prosperity at that time 
would never end are now saying that 
we will never get out of the depres- 
sion. But we have had thirteen peri- 
ods of depression followed by periods 
of prosperity and just as sure as day 
follows night prosperity, although 
maybe not as great us two years ago. 
will come again. If you over expand 
you must readjust and we are now 
in the latter stute. 

Readjustment does two tilings. It 
brings unusual opportunities and 
grave economic problems. Quoting 
averages on the stock market Mr. 
Wilson showed the gain made within 
tlie past two months. Tlie day to day 
fluctuations cannot lie forecast and 
the speculator is almost certain to 
wind up broke. On tlie other bund 
those who have tlie courage to invest 
in high grade stocks, bonds, etc., will 
lay tlie foundation of a future for- 
tune. 

Commodity prices, in many lines, 
ure the lowest ill tlie history of avail- 
able statistics. There are real estate 
bargains all around us. The advan- 
tage comes to the man with the cour- 
age to seize the opportunity when it 
exists. As business recovers the max- 
imum advantage begins to disappear. 

Tlie economic problems arising are 
not incapable of being solved. Repa- 
rations are involved m the decline of 
commodity prices and dollar becomes 
more valuable. The war debt taxation 
questions come up as do budgets, 
standards both living and monetary. 
To solve them we must study the 
proposed method and determine 
whether it is workable and economi- 
cally sound. We must classify tlie 
problems, many of which would dis- 
appear with a good recovery of bus- 
iness. We must determine whether 
he solutions offered are remote pos- 
sibilities. Mr. Wilson stated that he 
would much prefer to attack the prob- 
lem of overproduction from the view- 
point of supply and demand than to 
(iucate backward nations up to our 
standards of living and consumption 
of manufactured products. 

Referring to tlie Farm Board Re- 
lief Measure the speaker believed that 
to regulate price we must first have 
to control the supply and this cannot 
he done while billions of bushels of 
surplus wheat are being produced. 

In conclusion Mr. Wilson expressed 
the thought that we must look to our 
fundamental growth more than ever 
before. The erection of American fac- 
tories in foreign countries will not 
increase the production of home 
products. 

In this country 400,000 boys and 
girls graduate from high schools each 
year: 250.000 new brides set up house- 
keeping each year: 2,500,000 babies 
are born each year; there is one im-

Ceremony On Armistice Day Is Preceded By Parade Of 
Veterans 


Wednesday morning, Nov. 11, the 
cornerstones of the new City Hull and 
War Memorial buildings on tlie “tri- 
angle" plot at Newton (.'enter were 
luid by Mayor Sinclair Weeks. Pre- 
ceding the ceremony at the site of 
Newton’s new municipal capitol a pa- 
rade started at tlie State Armory in 
West Newton and proceeded along 
Washington and Walnut streets to the 
“triangle." It was headed by a pla- 
toon of police under command of Lieu- 
tenant Edward Moan and including 
Patrolmen Dalton. E. Foley. Gaquin 
C. Jenkins, Marden. McDonough. Ste- 
vans and Taffe. ail ex-service men 
Next came the chief marshal of tlie 
parade. Mayor Weeks, with Past Com 
tnander Julius Ramm of Newton Post, 
American Legion, as chief of staff. 
Tlie staff included members of the 
Board of Aldermen, members of tlie 

citizens’ commit the new City 

Hull and representatives of various 
veteran and military organizations, 
with the band of Newton Post. A. L.. 
as musical escort. Riding in carriages 
in the line of march were seven mem- 
bers of Charles Ward Post. G. A. R.. 
followed by marching delegations from 
Thomas Burnett Post. Spanish War 
Veterans, and Newton Post. American 
Legion. Women’s Auxiliary. 

Arriving at the "triangle." Mayor 
Weeks, accompanied by members of 
tlie City Government, the citizens’ 
committee and the architects, proceed- 
ed to the sou Qi east corner of tlie struct- 
ural group, where lie laid the corner- 
stone of the new City Hall. In the 
metal box sealed in this cornerstone 
I ■ 

t<»ry of Newton, copies of tlie city or- 
dinances and annual reports of depart- 
ments. a list of the names of members 
of tlie City Government, department 
executives and citizens' committee, 
photographs of Mayor Weeks and the 
1931 Board of Aldermen, and current 
copies of Newton and Boston papers. 

The Mayor and his escort then went 
to tlie opposite end of the new struc- 
ture where the veteran organizations 
had assembled, and he laid the cor- 
nerstone of the War Memorial build- 
ing. assisted by Samuel Potts, foreman 
bricklayer for tlie contractors erecting 
tlie structure. The box in the corner- 
stone of the War Memorial had sealed 
within it a roster of Charles Ward 
Post. G. A. R.. and a list of its sur- 
viving members; a parchment roll in- 
scribed with a lisf of members of 
T homas Burnett Camp. Spanish War 
Veterans; a photograph showing mem 
hers of Newton Post American Legion 
at tlie recent Detroit convention, and 
•opms of tlie Newton Serviceman ton- 
ruining a complete roster of the Post. 

Mayor Weeks briefly addressed the 
assemblage, saying; 

“Here on this site is being erected 
a monument to civic unity. Here in 
the geographical centre of what is 
known as the Newtons, on one of the 
most beautiful thoroughfares of New 
England, we propose to revitalize New- 
ton as a whole. Speaking frankly, 
there has been, in tlie past, far too 
much sectionalism in Newton. Some 
itizeus have boasted of residence in 
Chestnut Hill, others of their homes 
in West Newton, in Waban. Auburn- 
dale. Nonantum. Newton Centre and 
the like. That separation of commu- 


nity spirit is dangerous if permitted 
to grow. Luckily It has not rooted 
very deep. There has always been 
a love for the whole of Newton on the 
part of all of its citizens. Always, 
for example, our people have banded 
together for the purpose of keeping 
Newton a residential city. They have 
always insisted on good government, 
always striven for good schools. Any 
effort to subtract from its strict cwle 
of building or zoning would be op- 
posed by all. 

“With that objective of community 
harmony in nilnd. therefore, it appears 
to me fortunate that our War Memo- 
rial building and City Hall should be 
joined together. For the soldiers who 
went out from Ml parts of Newton to 
take part in the Civil War, to the 
Insurrection in Spain, and those who 
joined in ’the World War to maintain 
Representative government, did not 
go forth solely from Waban or from 
Nonantum. Newton Centre or Auburn- 
dale. from the Upper or the Lower 
Falls, but just from Newton. The 
soldiers from every section represent- 
ed Newton. We are proud of our city. 
We are proud of its record and we 
take justifiable pride in the erection 
of a beautiful City Hall for our gov- 
ernment and a Memorial building for 
our soldiers living and dead. 

"It is fitting and proper also that 
these buildings should lie erected by 
Newton artisans. In this time of de- 
pression the building of this structure 
is daily giving employment to scores 
of men. Out of a total of 138 men 
now employed on this work nearly 
SO per cent, of the total are residents 
of Newtqn and all of the men engaged 
on the task of grading the grounds 
and constructing the artificial reflec- 
tion pools are citizens of this commu- 
nity. 

"The work is progressing carefully, 
but speedily. Every single step is 
inspected and checked with the end 
in view that the completed structures 
will be a credit to Newton labor and 
worthy of the high type of govern- 
ment maintained in our city. 

In the City Hall cornerstone we 
have sealed in copper boxes present 
day records of our government which, 
when disclosed to those men and wom- 
en who will come after us. 100 years 
or more from now. will show what 
meagre efforts we made to provide 
safety, sanitation, health and educa 
tion for our people. In the War Me- 
morial cornerstone we have st<yed 
away the names of our warriors and 
mementoes of their military organiza- 
tions. In both boxes, too. have been 
preserved for the eyes of posterity the 
printed records of the worlds activi- 
ties as contained in our local and met- 
ropolitan newspapers. 

"Your city government, believe me. 
lias needed a modern City Hall, and 
in the erection of a beautiful memorial 
structure now taking form, we are

DEFENSE HOLDS 

RINDGE AFTER 
NEWTON SCORES 


Putting up a strong defence during 
the second half of game with Rindge 
Tech at Russell Field, Cambridge, 
last Saturday after marching forty 
yards to score in the. second period 
enabled the Newton eleven to chalk 
up its second league victory and its 
fiftli in seven games. Huston missed 
the point after to place the final score 
at 6 to 0. Rindge. with Vito Anaflis 
displaying brilljant broken field run- 
ning. kept the orange nml black in 
the defensive much of the second half 
but Newton stiffened when necessary 
to repulse every attack on their 20- 
yard stripe. 

In the first period Rindge made 
three first downs to Newton’s one.

PRECEDENT GIVES 
NEWTON ANOTHER 
WIN OVER WALTHAM 

In t lie history of the Newton-Wal- 
tham gridiron battles the 25th of 
which will he staged tomorrow at the 
Dickinson Stadium field precedent 
has been established which points to 
another Newton victory. Newton has 
always won two games In a row and 
having won last year is due to come 
I through again. The story of the 
! Newton-Waltham series provides in- 
teresting facts. The teams first met 
in 1904 and with the exception of 
three years have staged annual 
games. No game was played in 1918 
i while the break following the 1925 
game was not patched up until the 
192S season. 

Newton was forced to wait until 
1917, the fourteenth game between 
the schools, before hanging up its 
first victory. Four ties, three of 
1 which came in a row in 1914, T5 and 
’16 were played while Waltham was 
the winner in nine games. Starting 
in 1917 the Garden City triumphed 
over the Watch City in four games 
and Waltham had to wait five years 
before getting another victory. As 
was mentioned Newton won in 1917, 
there was no game in 1918, and New- 
ton also won in 1919, ’20. and ’21. 
Waltham got the verdict in 1922 and 
a 7 to 7 tie was played in 1923. New- 
ton then annexed two more games in 
a row in 1924 and 1925, the year of 
the break. In 1928 Bill Pendergast, 
the Waltham star, was in his glory to 
personally account for a Watch City 
■ victory and shutout of Newton while 
in 1929 lie was again a potent factor 
in a 27 to 6 win. Last year, with 
both teams having a drab season, the 
orange and black drew a 7 to 0 ver- 
dict when Fred Perkins grabbed El- 
I rod’s pass for a touchdown and 
Blackler plunged over for the point 
, after. 

Thus although Waltham holds an 
edge on the total series with 12 
wins to Newton’s 7 and 5 ties, New- 
ton lias won seven of the last eleven 
games as against three for Waltham 
; and one tie. 

Last year Newton used but twelve 
players with Jim Colligen relieving 
Jack MacLellun early in the final pe- 
riod. Incidentally Colligen made a 
game-saving tackle as he nailed Bea- 
| gan after the latter had grabbed a 
! pass and dodged his way into a clear 
field. Seven of the twelve Newton 
players who participated in that 
game are on the Newton varsity 
squad this year. The five who have 
been lost either by graduation or in- 
eligible as fifth year students are 
Perry Elrod, halfback. Jim Colligen, 
Jack MacLellan and Charlie Butler, 
tackles, and John Bruen, end. 

The seven veterans of last year’s 
Waltham game are Perkins at left 
end, Vassalotti at left guard, Gulian, 
a guard last year who is playing 
tackle this season, Tommy Lyons, 
who won tlie starting berth at cen- 
tre from Boh Patterson in the Rindge 
game a year ago and who is now 
serving as Patterson’s understudy 
again and three of the backtleld main- 
stays, Mullen, Duane and Blackler. 

Coach Jack Leary of Waltham has 
several veterans from last year’s 
squad he has used u lot this year. 
The foremost of whom are Captain

Imbly been worn off the Waltham 
eleven’s play. Just how much the 
inspiration of the deep rivalry be- 
tween Waltham and Newton and 
practically the last chance to end the 
season with a fifty-fifty rating will 
mean is problematical and on its ex- 
tent most of Waltham’s chances to- 
morrow hinge. 

Newton with five victories and two 
losses has conquered Arlington, 
Cambridge Latin, Quincy and Wo- 
burn by comfortable margins and pro- 
tected its 6 to 0 lead against Rindg 
last week with line defensive play. 
Somerville and Everett are the two 
teams which have defeated Newton, 
and the orange and black showed a 
good defense on both occasions. In 
the Everett game it was an inter- 
ception of a pnss that brought defeat 
and at Somerville a long runback of 
a kickoff set the stage for the only 
score of the game. 

Newton should go into the Wal- 
tham game in better physical shape 
than Waltham in that Newton has 
not been forced to play itself out 
every week. But comparative scores, 
physical condition and other factors 
are of little use in forecasting a 
Newton-Waltham game. With such 
intense rivalry existing between two 
schools both teams will give all they 
have to score and to prevent their 
opponents from scoring. It will be 
a give and take Hattie with neither 
team having much of an advantage 
on either offense or defense. Each 
team lias a fair aerial game which 
may produce the winning score. With 
Huston doing the punting the Newton 
team may have a slight advantage In 
this respect but unless the ends or 
tackles are right down on the re- 
ceiver the runback of the punt may 
offset any advantage in this depart- 
ment. It looks as though the team 
that can force tlie breaks through 
better blocking, interfering and 
tackle will come out on top. It is 
extremely doubtful if there ever wus 
a more even game than that expect- 
ed tomorrow. 

Waltham suffered some loss of 
strength through a leg injury to Tino 
Lando, regular fullback, who has done 
most of tlie passing for the Watch 
City team this fall. Jimmy Falzone, 
quarterback, lias taken over the pass- 
ing burden and Alliu or Sumner will 
play at fullback. Coach Leary has 
been working some time with several 
sophomore backs and either Van Wart 
or Harrigan is expected to start at 
right half back. Baumann, a sopho- 
more tackle, has looked good in prac- 
tice and may win the starting berth 
on tlie left of the line from Tony 
Miele. 

Coach Sanborn pluns to start his 
three veteran hacks, Duane, Mullen 
and Huston with Jimmy Cahill, track 
captain at Blackler’s post at halfback.

MAKES PLEA FOR 

FETTERED CHILD 

Mrs. Francis J. Fiugg was the 
speaker at the monthly Church Day 
of the Woman’s Association of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of New 
tonVllie on Thursday of last week, 
using as her subject "The Fine Art 
of Living with Others. ’ Mrs. Flagg, 
who is a Newtonville resident, Is a 
popular lecturer and writer and is 
also president of several women’s 
clubs. She pointed out how in the 
first home in the Garden of Eden 
with the sky overhead studded with 
sturs, w-ith the music of the birds, 
in fact with God as the decorator, the 
llrst parents lived so for themselves 
that they neglected their children 
who then, as do children now. need- 
ed to experience the rich living which 
comes through respect, sympathy, 
forbearance, and cooperation in the 
home. 

The story of the mother hen who 
tried to keep her ducklings from go- 
ing into tlie water was used as an 
example of tlie parents who try to 
shape their children’s lives to a large 
extent. A lad who was asked what 
he intended to do when he grew up 
said, "When I finish being a doctor 
for mother and a lawyer for Dad I 
think I’ll be a cop.” Then there are 
the parents who set too high stand- 
ards for their children. The speaker 
was once embarrassed when a fine 
appearing woman in her audience 
left apparently in a disturbed frame 
of mind. Later the woman came to 
her and told the sad story of the . 
suicide of their twelve-year-old bov 
after she and her husband bad rep- 
rimanded him for a poor report in 
Latin. Tlie father was a lawyer of 
note and the mother a college wom- 
an. both feeling that there was a 
standard for their boy. A note found 
with the lad read. "I couldn't bear to 
disgrace you.” Later the grieving 
parents learned that their son had 
excelled in manual training in school. 

The speaker stressed the value of 
faithfulness in little things. Some 
time ago at the Watertown arsenal 
a steel beam weighing 600 pounds and 
a cork were suspended side by side. 
At the end of ten minutes tlie .swing- 
ing cork bitting the beam liatt caused 
it to vibrate and In an additional 
ten minutes the beam was swinging 
freely showing tlie power of small but 
constant effort. 

The recent death of tlie mother of 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, the poet, 
impressed tlie speaker with the truth 
there is sometimes glory in unfin- 
ished tasks. All her life the mother 
had wanted to write but had never 
found the time but glory came thru 
her daughter’s fame. Mrs. Flagg lie- 
lieves that we need more faith in a 
Supreme Being. Like Job we must 
find Him in our daily lives b*>tb in 
our homes and outside.

REPLACE WOBURN 
IN HOCKEY LEAGUE 


At a meeting of the Greater Boston 
Interscholastic Ice Hockey league re- 
cently it was announced that Medford 
High will replace Woburn Higli as a 
member of the eight team circuit 
which includes Newton, Cambridge 
Latin, Melrose, Stoneham.

GIVEN LIFE SENTENCE 
IN NEWTON MURDER 

Wilfred F. Dart. 28, of 8 Bacon 
street, Newton was convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree by a Jury 
in the Middlesex Superior Court at 
Cambridge on November 6. On the 
evening of June 13th Dart shot and 
fatally wounded Charles J. Bernard 
of Preising street. Jamaica Plain. 
Judge Gibbs of Waltham presided at 
the trial; Asst. District Attorney 
Frank Voipe prosecuted the case, and 
Robert T. Bushnell of Wahan. recent- 
ly District Attorney for Middlesex 
County was counsel for Dart. 

The principal witnesses for the 
prosecution were Misses Alice and 
Margaret Murphy of 213 Pearl street. 
Newton. These girls testified that on 
tlie night of tlie murder they were 
standing near their home, at the cor- 
ner of Pearl street and Jackson road 
when an automobile drove up contain- 
ing two men. The car stopped a short 
distance from them. The man in the 
hack seat, who was identified by the 
girls as Dart, alighted. The girls *aw 
Dart step forward, saw the front door 
of the car open, observed Dart put his 
hand in a coat pocket, heard a shot 
and then the door of the car closed 
and it was driven away by the man 
who had driven It to the scene. The 
Murphy sisters further testified that 
as Dart walked away they noticed 
that the left pocket of his coat had 
a ragged hole in it and they saw him 
take some object from the pocket and 
place it insfde his coat. 

Patrick J. Murphy who conducts a 
store at tlie corner of Pearl and 
Gardner streets testified that Dart en- 
tered his store, which is about 100 ] 
yards from tlie murder scene, entered 
a telephone booth, talked for about 
5 minutes and then departed. Eileen 
Murphy of 12S Boyd street. Newton, 
a niece of Patrick Murphy and the 
friend for whom tlie other Murphy 
girls were waiting when they wit- 
nessed the shooting, testified that she j 
had met Dart on Fayette street and j 
noticed the torn pocket on his coat. 

Patrolman James Jenkins of the 
Newton police testified that at 7:45 
on tlie night of the murder Bernard 
drove his car to the parking space on 
Washington street, near Thornton 
street. Newton, where Jenkins was on 
duty and told the officer that he had 
been shot by Dart and that a booze 
racket was the cause. Bernard then 
collapsed and was sent to the New- 
ton Hospital in the police ambulance. 
He died there several hours later. 
Coleman Morrison, a Boston police- 
man told of searching a room in Bos- 
ton which had been occupied by Dart 
and finding a box of 32 calibre cart- 
ridges there. 

Bushnell. in defending Dart argued 
that Bernard had threatened his client 
and that Dart shot in self-defence. 
Dart testified that on the afternoon 
of tlie same day on which Bernard 
was shot lie bad been assaulted by tlie 
latter. Dart claimed that they had 
quarreled in Dorchester over division 
of booze money, that Bernard, much 
larger and more powerful, had hit him 
and that lie. in defending himself, had 
struck Bernard with a crank which

An interesting feature of tlie trial 
was the fraternizing between Dart’s 
wife and tlie widow of Bernard. This 
. ircumstance brought out a sharp ex- 
change of remarks between Voipe and 
Bushnell. 

Judge Gibbs sentenced Dart for a 
life term. Bushnell stated that the 
case would be taken to the Supreme 
Court on exceptions. Bernard was 
29 years of age and the father of three 
children. 

Following the trial Asst. Dist. Attor- 
ney Voipe sent 'll letter to Chief of 
Police Hughes highly commending all 
the members of the Newton police 
who had worked on tlie case. Voipe 
ulogized Inspector Richard Goode as 
the "most conscientious police officer 
in Massachusetts.”

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THE PRINCIPLE IS WRONG 

Our attention was called recently to the fact that the print- 
ing department of our vocational school is entering into 
competition with local printers by accepting job work of 
general nature. Not being in the job printing trade, ourselves 
our comment is not made because of personal reasons, but 
entirely on the grounds of principle. Much criticism has 
been made of the entrance of government into business and 
here is an almost similar practice brought directly home to 
us. The argument may be raised that the amount of outside 
work done by the students is small, but the practice of going 
outside into general trade, whether into printing or other lines 
of business, is quite apt to lead to Helds of larger endeavor. 
The taxpayers of Newton, many of them local business men, 
are helping to support the vocational school, and when this 
outside work is done it diverts business from those who are 
supporting the school. While we believe thoroughly in the 
value of vocational training in all trades, we believe that 
sufficient work can be found within the school. The practice 
of competing with local business should be prohibited at once.

The proposed changes in the com- 
pulsory liability insurance law, which 
were all rejected by the Legislature, 
were well cast aside. Had they not 
been, it is more than probable that 
many of the members of the 
Legislature who voted to pass them 
might be cast aside by dis- 
gusted constituents at the next elec- 
tion. With the number of automobile 
fatalities constantly increasing, with 
more and more persons suffering in- 
juries from accidents caused by reck- 
less or drunken drivers, wouldn't it 
be a line state of affairs to abolish 
the financial protection now afforded 
to the victims of such drivers? Get- 
ting blood from a stone would be as 
easy as trying to get the first $100 
damages from a large percentage of 
individuals who are operating cars 
today. And what satisfaction it 
would he to someone crippled in an 
accident to know that the person re- 
sponsible lost his license to drive 
when lie failed to pay damages. What 
help it would he to dependents of 
some victim left without any financial 
aid, if the driver of a death dealing 
car who could not or would not pay. 
had his license to drive revoked? How 
sensible was the suggestion which pro- 
tected pedestrians but which would 
have deprived occupants of cars of 
protection by compulsory insurance ? 
Of course none of these proposed 
changes in the insurance law were 
suggested by insurance companies.

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made with the Newton water main 
to permit this city drawing from the 
big Metropolitan water main when- 
ever it so desires. A huge Venturi 
water meter has been installed at the 
connection and on each side of this 
meter a big water gate lias been at- 
tached. A by-pass nearby necessi- 
tates two more gates, making six in 
all at tills spot. Another such con- 
nection between the big Metropolitan 
main and the Newton system was 
made at the corner of Washington 
and Elm streets, West Newton, where 
another Venturi meter was placed. 


On Tuesday representatives of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
made a tour of the city inspecting 
the facilities for protection against 
fire. Their tour included the testing 
of many hydrants in various parts of 
the Newtons. The flushing of the 
hydrants caused loosening of rust de- 
posits in the water mains and result- 
ant discolored water in sections 
where the hydrants were opened.

Bids will probably bo advertised 
next month for that section of the 
Boston A- Worcester superhighway 
which will run through this city ulong 
Boy 1st on street — the old Boston & 
Worcester turnpike. It extends from 
the Brookline line at Chestnut Hill, 
near Hammond’s Pond. through 
Thompsonville. Newton Highlands 
and Newton Upper Falls to the 
bridge over the Charles River at the 
Wellesley line a distance of about 
three miles. The big highway will lie 
90 feet wide.. It will have two side- 
walks, each 10 feet in width. The 
size of the roadways for automobile 
traffic will eventually be 30 feet for 
each roadway; the same Width as the 
roadways on those sections of the 
highway which have been completed. 
But. tinless satisfactory settlement 
can he made with the present owners 
of tlte Boston & Worcester Railway, 
the two roadways on the artery will 
be only 20 feet each in width for the 
present. Eventually, it is expected 
that each roadway will he 30 feet 
wide, with a JO foot grass plot in 
the centre of the huge highway. Work 
on grading the highway, removing 
obstacles and widening will probably 
he carried on this winter and the lav- 
ing of the concrete surface will he 
done next Spring. 

The bridge now over the Charles 
River at the Upper Falls will he re- 
moved and a modern structure will 
be built. It will be 10 to 12 feet 
higher than the present bridge and 
about 14 feet wider. From tills 
bridge a viaduct will start which will 
carry the Worcester highway on an 
overpass across Chestnut street and 
educe the steep grade towards New- 
ton Highlands. Excavating will low- 
er t lie hill so that a grade of more 
than 6% will not result. Another 
overpass will carry the big highway 
across the intersection of Centre and 
Winchester streets and at Parker 
street an arrangement will be de- 
vised to make cross traltlc at this 
point less hazardous. Another traffic 
problem which must lie met is at 
Thompsonville where Langley road

Mayor Weeks could take a pardon- 
able degree of pride as he laid the 
cornerstones of the new City Hall and 
War Memorial on Wednesday, Arm- 
istice Day. The beautiful new 
structure and its surrounding grounds 
will mark his regime. There has been 

rl tic ism of the Mayor’s action in 
taking the initiative for the construc- 
tion of the new civic centre. Critics 
took the stand t hut such an expen- 
sive project should not have been 
started under existing conditions. On 
tlie other hand, the Mayor only fol- 
lowed the course urged by President 
Hoover that public works should be 
undertaken to relieve unemployment. 

Newton lias, for a long time.' badly 
needed a new City Hall. The build- 
ing of such a structure had been 
postponed for many’ y’ears and not 
only have the various departments 
of the city been cramped for space 
in the offices at tlie old building at 
West Newton, but vuluuhle records 
of the city’ have been decaying be- 
cause of improper storage facilities 
and their safety endangered. Besides, 
a city the size and wealth of Newton 

liould have sufficient civic spirit to 
possess a City’ Hall dignified and at- 
tractive in keeping with the com- 
munity. even as private corporations 
and institutions vie one with the oth- 
er to he housed in structures to 
which they can point without apolo- 
gizing. The cost of building New- 
ton's new civic centre, distributed 
as it is over a long term of years, 
will neither be a hardship on tax- 
payers, or cause any material addi- 
tion to tlie tax burden ut the present 
time. 

One of the familiar sights along 
Washington street, Newton, each week 
day is “Jack,” a collie dog owned by’ 
Miss Gussie Pierce of Bellevue street. 
Mount Ida. For tlie past 5 years lie 
lias been the constant companion of 
Letter-Carrier Walter King. Over 6 
years ago Mr. King carried mail to 
tlie house where “Jack” lives and then 
he was shifted to tlie route along 
Washington street. “Jack” found the 
new location of his friend and each 
morning at 8 o’clock is waiting at the 
start of tlie route, follows the letter- 
carrier all day long and refuses to 
go home until 6 evenings when Mr. 
King concludes bis work. The dog 
is in bis 13th year and suffers from 
tlie infirmities of old age but he faith- 
fully plods along and is a great fav- 
orite with children and grown-ups on 
the route because of ids unfailing good 
nature. 

Tlie increased number of crimes by 
youths und boys is being constantly 
deplored and remedies sought. It 
has been the practice in late years 
to extend more and more clemency 
and sympathy to young offenders. 
Erring youths and boys must not be 
called ‘‘criminals." To do this would 
be to draw the wrath of ultra kind- 
bearted folks who endeavor to mini- 
mize crime by ascribing the perverse 
acts of youth to misguided energy 
rather than to malicious disregard 
for the rights of society. Such sym- 
path< I lc persons demand t hat no pub" 
licit v be given to tlie acts of*youtliful 
offenders; that tlie identity of boys 
who break laws be concealed. An 
example of the extreme to which this 
coddling is carried was given lust 
week. Four boys broke into a tomb 
at a cemetery in Magnolia. Not con- 
tent with desecrating the tomb, they 
took a skull from tlie vault, pluced it 
on a gate post at the entrance of the 
cemetery and put a lighted candle in 
the relic of mortality. 

The perpetrators of this despicable 
outrage were later apprehended, but 
their numes were kept out of the pa- 
pers. And so, more and more smurt 
young Americans, encouraged by the 
knowledge that they will receive no 
more severe punishment thuu a kind- 
ly reprimand, or a suspended sen- 
tence, and that they will escupe un- 
desirable publicity, disregard luw and 
order, trumple on the rights of oth- 
ers and become heroes of u sort, to 
be emulated by imitators of like ilk.

The 
pupil of your eye, not much bigger 
than the head of a black pin, becomes 
nine feet wide when you look into that 
new telescope, und being wider, ab- 
sorbs more light and penetrates space 
to a greater depth. 

Think of an eye with a pupil nine 
feet wide. The eye itself would he a 
hundred feet in width, requiring a face 
as big as the faces of angels that Mo- 
hammed saw in Paradise. And such an 
eye science gives to feeble man— reeblo 
physically, but not feeble mentally 

Sweden proposes an interesting ex- 
periment. Ships with the latest types 
of refrigerator plants will bring Swed- 
ish butter here and take hnck Ameri- 
can fruits. Every package of butter 
will contain the printed statement

A Chicago doctor claims to have 
found a cure for baldness. The shiny 
pate of any bozo whose thatch has 
disappeared will become covered 
again when the bald-headed one has 
been inoculated with an extract from 
the anterior lobe of a sheep’s pitui- 
tary gland. If you do not know what 
pari of a sheep this is. it might bo 
expTOined that the pituitary gland is 
a small, oval reddish-gray vascular 
body attached to the infundibulum of 
the brain. Now. having made that 
quite clear, how is the doctor going 
to prove that a baldhead who is in- 
oculated with such an extract from a 
sheep, will not grow wool instead of 
hair? Bah! 


Why he censorious on the action 
of tlie members of the Massachusetts 
Legislature in voting themselves $400 
additional salary for the extra time 
they spent in solving the compulsory 
insurance problem? Are not many of 
them victims of the prevailing hard 
times (we didn’t say “depression”) 
and in need of cash? And, of course, 
the other members of the Legislature 
wouldn’t be inconsiderate enough to 
embarrass their less fortunate fellows 
by discriminating in the matter of the 
extra salaries. Doesn’t the LORD 
help those who help themselves? And 
Anally, don’t the legislators say “We 
reserve comment for our constitu- 
ents.” And how many of these consti- 
tuents take sufficient interest in poli- 
tics to remember next election what 
happened in this session of the Legis- 
lature? 

With the collapse of prosecution 
against autoists who defy parking or- 
dinances because of the ruling that 
the identity of the person actually 
parking the car must be established, 
tlie Legislature should waste no time 
in passing a law making the owner 
of a car responsible for the illegal 
parking of that car. When there are 
so many autoists who will readily 
lie to escape punishment for delib- 
erately breaking laws and ordinances, 
speedy measures should be taken to 
enable the police to have proper legul 
weapon against such selfish individ- 
uals who care little for the rights or 
convenience of the general public. 


W. C. T. U. 


The BOSTON HERALD on Monday 
printed an editoriul commending the 
placing of a flushing traffic warning 
signul at the intersection of Centre 
street and South Huntington avenue, 
Jamaica Plain. The editorial said — 
"The intermittent yellow light is 
not only much less expensive, but it 
should actually prove a greater deter- 
rent to reckless driving than the elab- 
orate three-colored signal.” 

We wonder where the person who 
wrote that editorial made the obser- 
vations which caused him to come to 
the conclusion that “the intermittent 
yellow light— should actually prove a 
greater deterrent to reckless driving 
than tlie elaborate three-colored 
light." As a member of the Traffic 
Committee of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen, the writer has for several 
years given some attention to traffic 
masters. The first traffic signal 
lights to lie installed in this city were 
of the Intermittent Hashing type and 
in addition they bore printed in- 
structions which read on the sides 
facing tlu* heavier travelled street 
“Go Slow"; and on the sides facing 
tlie secondary street “Stop and En- 
ter.” Later, at the insistency of an 
officious young man representing the 
Commonwealth, local officials re- 
moved the printed instructions from 
these signals. After this was done, 
these Hushing yellow signuls served 
to deter only a small percentage of 
autoists. There was a Hushing yel- 
low signul at the Intersection or Wa- 
tertown and Walnut streets. It wus 
of little, or no vulue, .and accidents 
wore of frequent occurrence ut this 
Intersection. The flushing signul bus 
l)oen replaced with what tlie Herald 
writer terms an "elaborate three-col- 
ored signal.” This latter type signal 
compels all autoists to come to u 
complete stop, if the red light is set 
against them, unless they violute the 
law and render themselves Ruble to 
urrest and prosecution. Comparative- 
ly few uutolHts ignore such traffic sig- 
nals, but editoriuls such us tliut in 
Monday’s lluruld would tend to on- 
co u rage more to do so. We would 
suggest tliut the person who thinks 
tliut flushing yellow signals are effec- 
tive deterrents ugulust rapid driving 
across street intersections, stund 
neur one for u couple of hours. He 
l« upt to be disillusioned. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance was 
held. November fiYth. at the home of 
Mrs. William H. Raye, Lake avenue, 
Newton Centre. 

Professor Richard M. Vaughan of 
the Andover Newton Theological 
School said in part: 

“The problem of alcoholic beverages 
is primarily physiological and only 
secondarily political. If the general 
use of such beverages Is a social men- 
ace, it is through the effect of a nar- 
cotic drug upon the human organism, 
especially upon the higher brain cen- 
ters. Professor A. R. Cusliny of Edin- 
burgh, one of the highest authorities 
in the medical world, gives tlie ver- 
dict of modern science when he says 
that alcohol even in the smallest quan- 
tities tends to lessen the activities 
of the most recently acquired facul- 
ties of the brain and ‘to annihilate 
those qualities that have been built 
up through education and experience, 
the power of self-control and moral 
responsibility.’ In the light of this 
fact, it is easy to understand why al- 
cohol lias played so large a part in 
accidents, immoralities and crimes. 

“Practically only one argument re- 
mains to the proponents of alcohol— 
the illusory sense of well-being which 
attends the benumbing effect of the 
drug upon the nerve centers. True 
relaxation comes from diversion of 
attention with the wholesome intex*- 
ests of life. In our highly complicated 
machine age, society has full right 
to guard the common welfare by put- 
ting the traffic in intoxicants under 
the ban of the law. In view of the 
‘extraordinary evils’ which commonly 
rollow the general use of alcoholic 
beverages, tlie Supreme Court of the 
United States, on the broad ground 
of public policy, has again and again 
sustained prohibitory laws. It is a 
tremendous undertaking to change 
deeply rooted social habits. Progress 
lies in education and not in return 
to any of the discredited systems of 
public traffic in alcohol for beverage ! 
purposes.”

Twenty yeurs ago this past week 
an infant company destined for a har- 
dy growth entered the family of auto- 
motive manufacturers, witli the incor- 1 
poration, on Nov. 3, 1911, of the Chev- 
rolet Motor Company of Michigan. 

That span of two decades covers 
probably the most remarkable growth 
in this most reniarkuble of all indus- 
tries. During the twenty years fol- 
lowing the completion of the first 
Chevrolet, nearly 8,000,000 units had 
been built — a record unequalled by 
any other automotive manufacturer 
in the world. 

As long ago as 1915 the company 
entered the volume field with the in- 
troduction of the once-famous ”490” 
model, named for its price. This was 
the lowest price at which u Chevrolet 
was ever sold until the fiase price on 
the 1931 series was reduced, upon the 
introduction of this line lust fall, to 
$475. 

Production of “490’s” the first year 
was 70,000 cars, many times that ot 
any previous year’s output. The com- 
pany wus thus definitely luunched in 
the volume field, in which it later wus 
to assume leadership. 

Since that early time the history of 
the company reads like a Horatio Al- 
gor romance or industry. Tlie story is 
one of utmost constunt growth uiul 
expansion. One of the dates most 
prominent in the development of that 
story is May 2, 1918, when General Mo- 
tors took over the compuny. Exten- 
sive chunges in personnel and meth- 
ods followed in the succeeding years.

Up to this time the output of the 
compuny for many years wus exclu- 
sively four cylinder cars. On Nov. 18, 
1928, tlie compuny announced its 
abandonment of tlie four cylinder 
field, where it had won pre-eminence, 
und brought out u six. In the very 
first your tlie now type exceeded all 
previous records of the smallor four, 
und toduy the compuny is leading the 
industry in sules.

A most appreciative audience lis- 
tened to Professor J. Anton de Haas 
discuss t lie "Recent Depression, Its 
Causes and Present Outlook,” 
Tuesday afternoon, at the Central 
Congregational Church. The Newton 
Trust Company, acting as host 
provided this speaker for the New 
tonville Woman’s Club. 

Professor de Haas, an international 
authority on present world-wide eco- 
nomic conditions, is t lie William Zeig- 
ler Professor of International Rela- 
tionships of Harvard University. He 
is also professor of International 
Commercial Relations in the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Adminis- 
tration. 

Professor de Haas has a very dy 
mimic and definite way of putting be- 
fore his audience his vust knowledge 
of existing economic conditions. He 
discussed t lie causes of this depres 
sion which lie believes came mostly 
from over-production of raw materi- 
als. a continuing of postwar indus- 
tries. changes in consumer’s demands, 
and the too dependent attitude of the 
world on American capital. He thinks 
that probably the height of capitalism 
has been reached and that one of t lie 
panaceas may he the passing of dy- 
namic capitalism to a more static 
basis. 

Among the solutions to ward off 
future depressions, he suggested 
complete reorganization of legislature 
and advocated the establishment of 
an Economic Board to sit in judgment 
against just such conditions as exist 
today. An unemployment insurance 
was also approved by him as was 
a better international co-operation. 

In closing. Professor de Haas said 
that all mast weigh carefully and 
thought fully any new and different 
systems, for the world is different and 
must be governed accordingly. 

'Pliose who attended tile lecture felt 
that they hud gained greut knowledge 
of existing conditions, and even 
though Professor de Haas’ theories 
may not lie shared by ull, it was a 
most inspiring tulk. and gave every- 
one much to think about. 

A short discussion period followed 
the lecture, in which questions were 
asked of the speaker. Mr. Frank 
Richardson of the Trust Uompuny as- 
sumed charge of this question period. 

The members und friends of the 
Club were then served refreshments, 
ulso through the courtesy of the New- 
ton Trust Company.

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Aldermen Discuss Lower Falls 

Dump and West Newton Excavation 

Require Clean Fill At Dump — “Eye Sore” At Corner of 
Commonwealth Ave. and Washington St. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Powers of Ward 1 stated that he had 
received a complaint that day about 
the dumping of rubbish at the huge 
pit which exists at the Woodland 
Sand & Gravel property on Washing- 
ton street, Newton Lower Falls, op- 
posite Beacon street. Powers stated 
that it was not his purpose to intrude 
on the domain of the Ward 4 aider- 
men, but as he had spent an hour at 
this place last July on one very hot 
afternoon, when an agreement had 
l»een reached between members of the 
Board of Aldermen, the City Solicitor, 
the City Engineer and the managing 
owner of the gravel pit. he believed 
that he has some right to take an ac- 
tive interest in conditions at the pit. 

Following protests made by proper 
ty owners nearby about the eyesore 
caused by very deep excavating at 
this pit and the resultant deprecia- 
tion in nearby properties, there was 
the conference referred to at the pit 
and as a condition for the renewal of 
the permit to operate the pit it was 
agreed by the owners of it that a fill 
10 feet wide would be made along the 
line of Beacon street extension for a 
distance of 270 feet in from Washing- 
ton street during the period of a year 
beginning July 27, 1931; that this per- 
mit will be revoked by the Mayor if 
the City Engineer certifies at the end 
of 180 days from July 27. 1931 that 
there is evidence that the pit owners 
have not shown good faith in keep- 
ing the agreement; that all fill shall 
consist of clean fill, no fill to consist 
of automobile bodies or parts and no 
promiscuous dumping to be allowed. 

Powers said that he had visited 
the dump and had observed rubbish 
and automobile parts, including a 
body, dumped there. lie had been 
informed that the rubbish had been 
dumped there by the Street Depart- 
ment because this department had 
not been acquainted with the agree- 
ment made between the City officials 
and the pit owners last July. He had 
also been informed that on Monday 
there had been a consultation between 
the Mayor and some heads of city de- 
partments and it had been agreed on 
that no further dumping will be al- 
lowed at this pit, and that within the 
next week or two the rubbish which 
has been dumped there will have 
been covered with clean fill. The 
Ward 1 Alderman stated that because 
of the apprehension caused by the 
dumping of rubbish at the pit. he 
deemed it advisable to give publicity 
to this matter in order that persons 
residing in the neighborhood, as well 
as the general public of Newton, ought 
to be given this reassuring informa- 
tion. He suggested that signs be 
placed at the edge of the pit for- 
bidding dumping. 

Powers then calle/1 attention to an 
undesirable condition which has been 
created during the past couple of 
months at the southeast corner of 
Washington street and Commonwealth 
avenue, West Newton. He said that 
he believed many of the Aldermen did 
not know of the drastic change in the 
terrain at this place. The high land 
at this corner hal* been so excavated 
that a considerable area has been re- 
duced to the street level and houses 
are left perched above a high per- 
pendicular bank. He inquired if any 
of the Ward 3 Aldermen knew any- 
thing of this matter. 

Aldermun Chase of Ward 3 replied 
that he did not know anything regard- 
ing the object of the excavating, but 
that he would be glad to obtain some 
information. Alderman Holden of 
Ward 6 said that it is understood 
among real estate men in Newton that 
the new owner of the property at the 
corner of Washington street and Com- 
monwealth avenue has had the exca- 
vation made in the hope that this 
land will be changed from a resi- 
dence zone to a business zone. Al- 
derman Powers replied that this in- 
formation coincided with what he had 
supposed is the purpose of the exca- 
vating. He commented that the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen, should refuse 
to make such a zoning change, if a 
petition for it shall be presented, be- 
cause by so doing they would coun- 


tenance the creation of an eyesore 
in order to allow some individual or 
individuals to achieve a purpose 
which should not be condoned. 

The location where the excavation 
has been made was formerly part of 
the Paine Sanitarium. The land at 
this place sloped up from Washing- 
ton street and Commonwealth avenue 
and afforded a pleasing aspect. Now, 
as a result of the excavating, the cor- 
ner at these two main streets, pre- 
sents a very unsightly appearance. 
The former Paine property was sub- 
divided some years ago. The prop- 
erty was acquired by Louis Arkin of 
470 Commonwealth avenue. Boston. 
On September 4. 1930. the city was no- 
tified of a change of ownership w here- 
by Lots 3. 4 and 6 of the former Paine 
property had been purchased by Filip- 
po Capodanno of 349 Lexington street, 
Auburndale. Lots 3 and 4 are the 
parcels where the excavation has 
been made. On April 1st of this year 
the Assessors records at City Hall 
still showed Capodanno to be the 
owner of these two lots. Lot 5, 
which Capodanno is also recorded as 
owning, is a hack lot containing 40,500 
square feet. According to the rec- 
ords at Newton City Hall, this lot was 
transferred in 1928 from one Newton 
real estate operator to another New- 
ton renl estate concern and it was 
assessed this year in the name of 
this latter company. It was learned, 
recently, however. that the ownership 
of this lot had been transferred to 
Capodanno since 192S. 

In recent years a number of peti- 
tions have been made to various 
Boards of Aldermen asking that one 
or the other corners of Common- 
wealth avenue and Washington street 
be changed from residence zones to 
business zones. These petitions ap- 
plied to the other three corners of 
these two streets, rather than that 
where the excavating has recently 
been made. The southwest corner is 
occupied by a small business building 
which was located there before the 
city was zoned in 1922. and by a gas- 
oline filling station. Under the zon- 
ing ordinance these two business 
places are operated under non-con- 
forming use in a residence zone. The 
petitions have been all refused. There 
is now’ before the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen a petition 
for change of zone of the north-west 
corner of Commonwealth avenue and 
Washington street, diagonally across 
from the excavated area. Strong op- 
position developed against this peti- 
tion. 

According to rulings made in the 
past by the City Solicitor, a single lot. 
or a couple of lots cannot be changed 
in zone. An appreciable area must be 
included. Should a petition be en- 
tered for a zoning change at the 
southeast corner of the streets, it 
w’ould bring a business zone contigu- 
ous to the new Levi Warren Junior 
High School, which, with its surround- 
ing grounds cost over $750,000. Deter- 
mined opposition to such a change 
could be expected. At a meeting of 
the Newton Planning Board held a 
couple of weeks ago, it was proposed 
that no permits for any structures be 
granted on the excavated corner 
unless provision be made for decided 
setbacks. It is the belief of the Plan- 
ning Board that a circle for traffic 
be made at the Intersection of Com- 
monwealth avenue and Washington 
street, similar to that at Cleveland 
Circle near the Chestnut Hill Reser- 
voir. When the new Boston & Wor- 
cester traffic artery will be in use 
within the next couple of years, a 
huge increase in traffic will pass the 
intersection at Washington street and 
Commonwealth avenue. Much of the 
traffic to and from the Worcester road 
will pass over Washington street be- 
tween Wellesley Hills and points 
towards Cambridge and north of Bos- 
ton. 


Respirator Is 

Given To Hospital 

Equipment Needed To Combat 
Infantile Paralysis 


The Newton Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion is one of the oldest of Newton’s 
benevolent organizations having come 
into existence at the time when the 
old Cottage Hospital was first planned, 
Starting with a small group of New- 
ton women It now has a membership 
of nearly 800 representative women 
from all the Newtons and Wellesley. 
For many years the only income of 
the Association was the small annual 
membership fee and an occasional fair 
or social event. More recently some 
of the beautiful Newton homes have 
been opened for invitation Bridge par- 
ties and these have always proved 
to be immensely popular events and 
have added substantial sums to the 
‘treasury. For the last six years the 
Association has operated at 5 Wash- 
ington terrace, Newtonvllle a Thrift 
Shop known as the Benefit Shop 
where the members send their dis- 
carded clothing, furniture, books and 
all salable things, and they are sold 
to the public. The shop has earned 
not only a steady income, which has 
been used entirely for the hospital 
but has proved a most valuable help 
to the Community. All classes of 
people avail themselves of it, the 
self-respecting poor who want to pay 
something but can’t afford regulur 
shop prices, the thrifty people who 
love a bargain, even the rich people 
who find here an opportunity to buy 
tor their less fortunate friends, and 
the unemployed who are not willing 
to accept actual charity. It has al- 
ways been the aim of the Association 
to spend their money for outstanding 
things for the hospital that could not 
be financed by the regular Hospital 
budget — things that would add to the 
prestige of the Newton Hospital. Lust 
year this gift took the form of a $3000 
fluoroscopic fracture tube and a $500 
oxygen tank. At a board meeting last 
week the directors voted to present 
to the hospital a respirator. This last 
gift is most significant this time of 
infantile paralysis problems — where a 
matter of hours in getting a critical 
case to a hospital equipped with a 
respirator may determine the out- 
come. Very few hospitals of the size 
of ours are so equipped and have to 
depend on the Mass. General or the 
Children’s Hospitals for respirator 
treatment. Now all patients requir- 
ing such treatment in this vicinity 
can be cared for in our own hospital. 

These are only the outstanding 
gifts to the hospital in the last two 
years. It would take a whole page 
to enumerate the smaller ones and 
the $25,000 equipment of the dining 
wing of the new hospital was one of 
the Association’s largest donations. 
We have every reason to be proud 
of our hospital but the steady loyal 
enthusiastic work of the women who 
are back of this work are a large fac- 
tor in its success and standing. Ev- 
ery woman in Newton should at least 
have a yearly membership in the Hos- 
pital Aid. Every family should re 
member to send donations to the Ben- 
efit Shop and support it in every way 
possible.

An example of “charitable mathe- 
matics” by which $250 was subtract- 
ed from $175 and still left a balance 
of $100 was announced today by May- 
or Sinclair Weeks of Newton as the 
unusual result of a benefit dance for 
the unemployed recently held at the 
Totem Pole Ballroom in Norumbega 
Park. 

The dance was “wrecked” by chill 
winds and driving rains. Daintily 
dressed debutantes and their escorts 
stayed at home or went elsewhere, 
and when coat checkers and ticket 
sellers counted the receipts they had 
only $175. The rent of the ballroom, 
plus the cost of an orchestra im- 
ported from New York, was exactly 
$250. Benefit to the unemployed 
looked less than nothing. 

Then the officials of the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railwuy Company, 
who own the ballroom, took the re- 
ceipts and the bills and went to work 
on the problem with the result that 
Mayor Weeks today received from 
President Harry H. Hanson of the 
railway, a paid receipt of all the 
dance bills und a check for $100 be- 
sides. The money thus obtained, as 
the answer to the example of big 
hearted figuring, was added to the 
fund for aiding Newton's unemployed.

citizens who are qualified for such 
service. 

Charles Chaisson. John Russo and 
William F. McGrath have served for 
years as election officers. Chaisson 
is now employed by the Water De- 
partment. McGrath by the Forestry 
Department and Russo by the Street 
Department. They felt that others 
capable of doing the work were un- 
employed and would be aided by the 
$10 which will be paid for a day's 
work at polling places next Decem- 
ber 8th. 

They were commended by the 
Mayor for their acts and other elec- 
tion officers who can be replaced 
without impairing the service on that 
day will be asked to step aside for 
those more in need of the compensa- 
tion.

NEWTON DEFEATS 
CLOSE RIVAL IN 
COLORFUL GAME 

The Newton Waltham game at Dick 
inson Stadium Field. Newtonville. last 
Saturday was one of the most colorful 
of the twenty-five games in which the 
two close rivals have met. The 19 
to 6 Newton victory gave Newton t he 
edge in t ho last five games and made 
it Newton's eighth win in the last 
twelve with one tie and three defeats. 
The victory was also Newton’s sixth 
in eight gam 6s this season and its 
third in a row, the longest stretch of 
the year. 

Within the first three minutes of 
play each team had scored a touch- 
down to set some kind of a record for 
Newton-Waltham meetings. Jimmy 
Cahill had brought the Newton stands 
to their feet with a 41-yard off tackle 
after Waltham had kicked when no 
headway could lie made against the 
Newton line after the kickoff. Huston 
made good on the try for point to 
put Newton seven up. The orange 
and black apparently let down slight- 
ly on the kickoff which Waltham 
again received. On the first play Blek- 
aitis outraced the Newton secondary 
after finding a hole and raced down 
the sidelines on a 72 yard run and 
touchdown. Kevorkian blocked the 
try for the tying point by goal by 
Strickland who had been sent into 
the game for that play. 

From then on It was a great battle 
with the seven thousand fans, the 
largest of the season, anticipating 
most any happening after that whirl- 
wind opening. Near the end of the 
first period Newton staged a march 
of fifty yards that carried to the Wal- 
tham lu-yard stripe lint the ball was 
lost on downs. In the second period 
Newton threatened several times but 
Waltham kicked out of danger. Late 
in the session, however, Blackler 
knifed through the line to partially 
block Falzone’s kick which went out- 
side on the Waltham 29-yard line. 
Huston tossed a 25-yard pass to Mul- 
len who was tackled almost in his 
tracks but as he fell he reached the 
two-yard line. Duane slid off the 
side of the piled up mass of the two 
lines for the score. Huston’s try for 
point was wide. 

The third Newton tally came in 
the third quarter after Waltham hud 
been placed in a hole when Fitz- 
patrick, Newton sub fullback, had 
kicked outside on the Waltham 7- 
yard line. Carvelli grabbed the en- 
suing kick by Falzone on his 30-yard 
line and raji it back five yards. Three 
line plays netted six yards and then 
tlie signal was called for an end run 
by Hatchell who had gone into the 
game a few minutes earlier. The 
ball came back and Hatchell fumbled 
it but picked it upon the bounce. 
His speed enabled him to outrace the 
Waltham tacklers around the end and 
he dashed 19 yards for the touch- 
down. Carvelli tried a dropkick for 
the point after but the ball hit the 
cross-bar and bounced back. Wal- 
tham threatened occasionally during 
the rest of the game with Blekaitis 
almost getting away on one occasion 
and Huston’s fumble giving them the 
ball on Newton’s thirty-yard line on 
another. Waltham failed to get far, 
however, as Lyons intercepted a Fal- 
zone pass and ran it back ten yards. 
As lie was tackled the ball popped 
out of his arms and Frank Vassalotti 
led the pack in diving for the elu- 
sive oval. 

The detailed play which shows 
clearly Newton’s superiority in all 
departments of the game will he 
found in another column. Statistics 
gave Newton a 5 to 4 edge in the first 
downs. Newton got two in each of 
the first and second periods and one 
in tlie fourth. Waltham got one in 
tlie first, two in the third and another 
in tlie fourth. .Newton made 53 rush- 
es for 143 yards against Waltham's 
35 rushes for a total of 107 yards, in- 
cluding Blekaitis’ 72 yard romp. Wal- 
tham attempted eight passes and 
completed two while Newton com- 
pleted two out of seven. Newton’s 
total yardage through the air was 32 
yards while Waltham’s was 30 yards. 
Newton intercepted two of Waltham’s 
passes while the Watch City players 
could not grab off any thrown by 
Huston or Fitzpatrick. Newton ran 
back the two intercepted Waltham 
passes for 21 yards. Four of Wal- 
tham’s aerial thrusts fell to the 
ground against five or Newton’s. 
Newton enjoyed a clear superiority in 
kicking with Huston and Fitzpatrick 
placing their kicks extremely well. 
The Newton youths punted 11 times 
for a total of 423 yards while in 14 
times Waltham totalled but 388. Wal- 
tham ran back four of Newton’s 
eleven boots for 8 yards while Mul- 
len, Huston and Carvelli ran back 
eight of Waltham’s for a 65 yard 
total. Newton received 3 penalties 
against four for Waltham. Waltham 
fumbled three times witli Newton re- 
covering and could recover but one of 
Newton’s fumbles. 

Blekaitis of Wultham was the lead- 
ing individual rusher with 93 yards 
on the 13 times lie carried the hull. 
Duane and Cahill led for Newton, the 
former with 46 yards iu 15 rushes and 
tlie latter with 15 yards in four 
thrusts. Huston gained 28 yards in 
13 trios and Hatchell 25 in four tries. 
Other Newton backs met with vary- 
ing degrees of success while the only 
other double figure gainers for Wal- 
tham were Allia witli 17 yards in 8 
rushes and Harrigun 11 yards in four 
tries.

Time flies — the scholastic gridiron 
season comes to a close in less than 
a week’s times with the exception of 
a few post-season games. In one of 
the foremost objective games the 
Newton High eleven, which has en- 
joyed greater success than any orange 
and black eleven since the days of 
Jake Stafford and his mates, will meet 
its dearest rival, Brookline, on the 
Brookline Field on Thanksgiving Day 
morning at ten o’clock. As in past 
years previous records mean little if 
anything when the Garden City and 
the Wealthy Town representatives 
meet on the gridiron. Last year the 
Brookline team overwhelmed the 
orange and black outfit 34 to 7 on 
the occasion of the dedication of the 
new Dickinson Memorial Stadium. 
During the first half Newton had out- 
done themselves to hold a slim 7 to 6 
lead but Brookline just thundered 
along like a roaring tornado to swamp 
Newton in the Anal periods. With 
that defeat still in tlie minds of near- 
ly all the Newton regulars of this 
season revenge will be doubly sweet 
on this occasion. Whether or not 
Newton will avenge last year's lacing 
is a question to be answered next 
week Thursday. 

On paper Coach Sanborn’s outfit 
would seem at least two touchdowns 
stronger. It has ail offense that lias 
been stopped only once in its eight 
games to date, as the comparative 
records of both teams show. The 
orange and black has piled up 140 
points against its opponents 26. Of 
that 26 points but one touchdown, 6 
points, was scored by rushing. This 
feat was accomplished last week by 
Blekaitis of Waltham on a 72 yard 
romp. Somerville and Quincy took to 
the air to cross the Newton goal while 
Everett intercepted a New’ton pass to 
send Newton down to defeat. On the 
other hand Brookline has less than a 
.500 rating linving been defeated in 
four games while winning three and 
being held to a scoreless tie in its 
contest last *week Friday. The 
Wealthy Towners have scored 52 
points against their opponents com- 
bined total of 63.

although the outcome of the game 
may well depend upon New’ton’s abil- 
ity to maintuin the pace it has been 
setting. Newton cannot afford to take 
the field against Brookline with too 
much confidence. Brookline is much 
more apt to be underrated than over- 
rated. 

The game with Brookline will mark 
the final game of schoolboy football 
for many of the Newton boys. In 
fact but three of the squad of 39 
are expected to be on hand in 1932. 
These three are Warren Huston, 
triple threat. Alexander Kevorkian, 
brother of the former Brown “Iron 
Man” and star tackle, who has been 
playing a great game at tackle for 
Newton this year, and William Con- 
way a third string guard. 

Against Waltham several of New- 
ton’s reserve players outdid some of 
the regulars and with the game with 
Brookline almost a w r eek away it is 
not certain as to just which eleven 
players will be called by Coach San- 
born to start the game. The tackle 
positions are about the most unset- 
tled. Early in the season Giles was 
the usual .starter with Alexander Kev- 
orkian pressing him closely and 
George Gillian holding down the tackle 
berth on the opposite side of the line. 
Kevorkian lias started the last few 
games and his play lias been outstand- 
ing. Giles relieved Kevorkian and 
against Waltham he played well 
enough to consider him a possible 
starter against Brookline. One of 
the three is due to occupy the bench 
wiien the opening whistle blows 
Thursday but whether it will be Gil- 
lian, Giles or Kevorkian is anybody’s 
guess right now. Molloy, New’ton sub 
end, played well after relieving Leven- 
son in the Waltham game and is a 
possible starter with Perkins getting 
the call as the other wing. Tommy 
Lyons and Bob Patterson are still 
having a neck and neck race for the 
call as pivot. Last year Patterson 
was the early season regular with 
Lyons getting tlie call in the last 
three games. This season Patterson 
again got the call as Lyons was held 
back because of an infected hand. 
But Lyons lias been coming fast and 
lias started the last tw f o games. Pat- 
terson, perhaps, is a little more ac- 
curate at passing the hall back but 
Lyons is more effective on the de- 
fense. Tlie guard positions are pretty 
well settled with Vassalotti and Do 
Maio leading tlie other guards. Coacli 
Sanborn will probably return to the 
backfleld which lias started most of 
the games with Mullen at quarter, 
Captain Duane und Blackler at the 
halves and Huston at fullback. In 
the last tw’o games Jimmy Cahill, 
track captain, lias started in Black- 
lei’s place and lias shown up exceed- 
ingly well. Blackler packs more 
weight and is expected to help wear 
down tlie Brookline team so that when 


tlie opportunity presents Cahill will 
be sent In for an off-tackle slant or an 
end run. 

Brookline will probably line up with 
Cahill and Schwartz on the ends. 
Horn and Sherrill at the tackles, Ros- 
enberg and Merrolla as the guards, 
and Lourie at centre. The backfleld 
will have McGrail at quarter, McEt- 
trick and Hill at the halves and Kap- 
lan at fullback. 

A hard game is in prospect with, as 
already mentioned, Newton the fav- 
orite. Brookline has a heavy line 
and a normally smart backfleld which 
should keep Newton on its toes at all 
times. The first five minutes of the 
game may well determine the final 
outcome. If one team gets an unex- 
pected break in the first few minutes 
it will have a big advantage but if 
the early game is about even it will 
mean constant plugging to score. 

The Newton-Brookline series is one 
of long standing with Newton having 
a decided edge. Newton has won 19 
games to Brookline’s 11 with 4 games 
having been tied in the 34 meetings 
between the two. Newton has scored 
a total of 331 points against 178 for 
the Wealthy Towners. The series has 
been without interruption since 1899 
With Brookline having the upper hand 
until 1906 when the orange and black 
evened the string at five victories 
each. Newton next tallied two more 
wins and has kept its lead ever since. 
In 1917 Newton won 44 to 0 for the 
large score on record in Newton- 
Brookline games. This was the start 
of a five-game winning streak for 
Newton that carried the Garden City 
far out in the lead. Other large 
Newton scores came in 1918 and 1919 
the former being 39 to 7 and the lat- 
ter 34 to 0. In 1914 the local team 
ran up 33 points to shut out Brook- 
line for the only other game in which 
Newton has passed the 30 point mark. 
Brookline never approached this mark 
until last year when its 38 to 7 win 
broke all Brookline scoring records 
against Newton. Previously the high- 
est Brookline score was made in 1895 
in a 22 to 0 victory. Since that day 
Brookline’s greatest score was a 16 
to 7 win in 1916. Many of the 34 
gunies have been memorable battles 
and tlie 35th game next week is sure 
to find its place in the long list of 
thrilling Newton-Brookline contests.

In anticipation of their purchase of 
a part of the Woonsockot Division, 
the Boston & Albany Railroad have 
begun delivering sleepers for the dou- 
ble tracking of the former road west 
of Brookline; another step toward the 
building of the Newton Circuit Rail- 
road. 


Members of the City Council visit- 
ed the pumping station on the Charles 
River Thursday afternoon to inspect 
the work which is now in progress to 
secure a better foundation for the en- 
gine. The trouble met with there 
has been occasioned by quicksand. 


The Board of Aldermen held an ad- 
journed meeting Monday afternoon at 
which the leading subject for dis- 
cussion was the alleged nuisance at 
the Pierce School, which came 
up on a petition to the Board of 
Health signed by Rev. Dr. Tiffany. E. 
P. Bond, E. C. Barrage, C. E. Parker. 
L. G. Pratt, and F. L. Thayer. Pres- 
ident Kimball presented the petition 
to the Board and urged the need of 
immediate action. The out-houses are 
so close to the building that the .odors 
are very noticeable and fears are en- 
tertained of injury to the health of 
the pupils unless the closets are 
moved back. The expense will be 
about $500.

The first snowstorm of the season 
began last night and this morning the 
ground was whitened with snow and 
indications favored a long storm. The 
weather report was not in it, as usual, 
for only local rains were predicted. 


Some 24 residents of Waban ask to 
have the City Council take some mea- 
sures to have the street lights turned 
on more regularly and with greater 
frequency; and culled attention to 
the need of lighting the streets from 
dark until midnight. 


At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night Alderman Hyde pre- 
sented an order appropriating $7500 
for the Nonantum Hose House to be 
built on the site recommended by the 
public property committee. Aider- 
man Coffin asked about the police 
station now on this site. Alderman 
Luke said it was very important to 
know if this would inconvenience the 
police department. Alderman Har- 
bach favored making provision for the 
police in the new hose house. The 
City Marshal said it is very nec- 
essary to have this station as many 
tramps had to be kept there. Aider- 
man Coffin moved to appropriate $8000 
and add cells for the police station 
to the hose house. Aldermun Luke op- 
posed this strongly saying he opposed 
mixing up firemen and tramps. Aider- 
man Hyde said we have no better fire- 
men than those of Wards 6 and 7 and 
their engine houses contain police 
cells: 

2500 persons visited the Newton Club 
house and its tented grounds at New- 
tonville last Friday afternoon and eve- 
ning. The fete closed Saturday night 
after 4 days session and the net pro- 
fits will be about $7000. 

The Charles River Commission has 
hud its attention called this week to 
the condition of things on the river 
between the Arsenal street bridge and 
Watertown.

When the tide is 
out filth and refuse from the factories 
above are exposed to view and odors 
are wafted about. One way to rem- 
edy the nuisance is to build u dam 
near the arsenal high enough to as- 
sure the chunuel of the river being 
covered at low tide. 

Free delivery will probably soon be 
established in NewtonviUe. Citizens 
are in favor of the project and it has 
been petitioned for by Postmuster 
Turner.

ALDERMEN MEET 

Two groups of citizens attended 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night. One group was 
comprised of residents of Alban, Va- 
riek and Wilde roads, Waban, who 
came for about the “steenth” time 
to City Hall to discuss the Intricate 
problems Involved in draining and 
improving these streets. This time 
the mooted question concerned the 
building of sanitary sewers in the 
three Waban roads. 

The other group was comprised of 
Auburndalo residents who also on 
previous occasions have uppeared 
several times at City Hall to protest 
against petitions presented in con- 
nection with a gasoline filling station 
at the corner of Lexington and Frbe- 
man streets. This filling station, lo- 
cated in a residential zone, exists as 
a rosult of a permit having been 
granted some years ago, through 
sympathy to a young man who served 
in the World War. The next year 
the ownership of this station was 
changed and since then at recurring 
periods it lias been a bone of conten- 
tion in the neighborhood. 

The first matter to come before the 
Board was the petition of the Edison 
and Telephone Companies for pole 
locutions on Southgate park and Cen- 
tre street. Thomas S. Derr, speaking 
In favor of his petition for a 3-car ga- 
rage at 11 Hawthorne street. New- 
tonville, to be used as a garage re- 
pair shop, stated that he has obtained 
the unanimous consent of all the 
abuttors. He asked that the permit 
be granted as soon as possible, and 
his request was complied with, the 
permit being granted later in the 
meeting. 

The next hearing scheduled on the 
docket was on the petition of the Co- 
lonial Beacon Oil Company for addi- 
tional tanks and pumps at its sta- 
tions — 1742 Commonwealth avenue, 90 
Winchester street, 1171 Washington 
street, 2240 Commonwealth avenue, 
15 Centre ave., 1294 Commonwealth 
avenue. Richard M. Ott of 30 Col- 
bert road, West Newton, opposed the 
granting of a permit for an addition- 
al tank and pump at the Colonial 
filling station at 1294 Commonwealth 
avenue, near Fuller street. He said 
that when a permit was first granted 
for a filling station at this locus, it 
was the understanding that only one 
small tank and one pump would he 
installed for the sale of gasoline to 
persons residing in the neighborhood. 
Subsequently the station was en- 
larged, and according to Mr. Ott, it 
has become an eyesore and a men- 
ace to traffic because of its location 
on a dangerous curve. 

John M. Delano of 308 Prince street 
and John L. Cronan of 300 Prince 
street also protested against more 
tanks or pumps at this station. They 
said many automobile accidents have 
occurred near this curve on Common- 
wealth avenue. 

No opposition appeared against the 
petition of Charles Mendelsohn for a 
permit to conduct a garage repair 
shop at 978 Watertown street, West 
Newton. James P. Gallagher ap- 
peared as attorney for Rosina Capa- 
danno who petitions for an additional 
1000-gallon gasoline tank and another 
pump at the filling station, the corner 
of Freeman and Lexington streets, 
Auburndale. Mr. Gallagher said the 
petition is simply asking for addi- 
tional facilities to take care of pa- 
trons. He argued that the feelings 
and properties of persons residing in 
the neighborhood will not be injured 
and the aesthetic aspect of the sta- 
tion will not he materially changed. 
He explained that the extra tank and 
pump are wanted to provide for an- 
other grade of gasoline. Attorney 
Terrilio of Milk street, Boston, also 
spoke in behalf of the petitioner and 
practically repeated the arguments 
offered by Mr. Gallagher. 

The feelings of the neighbors were 
apparently hurt by the prospect of 
another tank and pump at the sta- 
tion, as several of them spoke in pro- 
test, as they have done at previous 
petitions for additions to this station. 
William J. Conners of 346 Lexington 
street said he is strongly opposed to 
the petition. Maxwell C. Hutchins of 
346 Auhurndule avenue, former chair- 
man of the School Committee, also 
spoke in opposition. He questioned 
the legality of the petitioner's present 
permit and said that the amount of 
gasoline sold at the station does not 
necessitate another tank and pump 
there. On one entire Saturday after- 
noon, recently, he stated, not one i 
automobile stopped at the station for 
gasoline. He asserted that the sta- 
tion is detrimental to properties in 
the vicinity and makes it difficult for 
owners to rent their apartments. | 

William H. Dolan, veteran New- 
ton police officer, residing at 342 1 
Lexington street, said he has fre- i 
quently sat on his piazza evenings 
between 7 and 9 and has seen very lit- 
tle gasoline sold at the station. He 
objects to the additional equipment 
there. Frank Garvey who lives at 117 
Freeman street, near the station, re- 
peated a statement that he had made 
at previous heurings on petitions 
made in connection with this place. 
Mr. Garvey said the station has been 
a nuisance to his family as some- 
times they are awakened at late night 
hours by autoists who thiuk the Gar- 
veys conduct the stution, and who 
arouse them in an effort to buy gaso- 
line. George Wood of 373 Lexington 
street also opposed the petition. 

A permit to conduct a gasoline sta- 
tion was granted on May 16, 1921 to 
Charles LeConti, a World War vet- 
eran whose health had been impaired 
in the service. The locus of the sta- 
tion was then given as on Freeman 
street. On April 2. 1922 a renewal of 
the permit was given to Filippo Ca- 
podunno, owner of the property and 
the locus given was then specified us 
349 Lexington street. Renewals of 
the permit wore made in 1926 and 
June 1927 to Cupodunno. In 1927, 
Harry Ross, u former aldermun filed 
a petition as owner of the station and j 
attempted to get u permit to erect 1 
a service building there. There has 
been strong opposition to all petitions 
affecting tills station in recent years, 
as it is located in a residential neigh- 
borhood.

ered drain. They registered opposi- 
tion to an open drain and offered to 
co-operate in the work if a covered 
drain will be built. 

Residents of Wilde and Alban roads 
at Waban were again present to voice 
protests against a proposed improve- 
ment in these streets. After a num- 
ber of hearings fit which diverse 
plans were proposed and actions 
taken for the building of a drain to 
prevent recurring floods on Wilde 
road, it was finally voted by the Al- 
dermen at a recent meeting to build 
a drain in Wilde. Alban and Yarick 
roads which would lead under Quine- 
boquin road to the Charles River. 
This drain, because it must go uuder 
the Cochituate aqueduct and through 
a high ridge, will be quite costly. The 
expense of constructing it and improv- 
ing the streets will total around $45.- 
000; of which sum the city will pay 
over $26,000. Now, the city proposes 
to lay a sanitary sewer in these 
streets in conjunction with the build- 
ing of the drain. Property owners 
on the streets object to the added ex- 
pense which the sewer will entail. 
They argue that the soil iu the neigh- 
borhood is excellently adapted for 
cesspools and an expensive sewer is 
not necessary. Besides, times are 
not so prosperous that this added ex- 
pense can bo met by several of those 
affected. The city futhers take the 
stand that unless the sewer is laid 
now. ut the same time the drain is 
constructed, the city will be saddled 
with considerable extra expense at 
some future time when the sewer will 
have to be built. The aldermen con- 
tend that as the taxpayers of the city 
are standing much ot the expense ot 
building the costly drain to relieve a 
nuisance at Wilde road and vicinity, 
they should not be further burdened 
in the future by the separate construc- 
tion of a sewer in a later year.

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BEHIND THE SMOKE SCREEN 

We wonder how much is going on behind the smoke screen 
which has been caused by the so-called “salary-grab” by the 
legislators in voting themselves $400 pay for the recent extra 
session. It might have left a better taste in the public 
mouths if the legislators had reduced their pay to a mini 
mum instead of taking a “double time rate.” But there is 
more behind the question than the amount of pay drawn, 
Some weeks ago the 1932 automobile insurance rates were 
announced, in most cases higher than owners have been pay- 
ing. Naturally there was considerable public resentment 
In view of the noise over the new rates, the Governor had 
but one of two courses to follow. He could have sat quietly 
back and allowed the new rates to be promulgated with the 
loss of many votes at the next election. Instead, he called 
the legislature into extra session to appease the public wrath 
In other words he “passed the buck” to use a common ex- 
pression. It was almost a foregone conclusion that the Legis- 
lature could do but little in regard to the compulsory insur- 
ance problem and its many complications. Now that the 
legislators have “passed the buck” back to the Governor, 
we wonder what the next step will be. Incidentally we are 
glad we do not have to pay the insurance rates charged in 
New York city where, we understand, the rate on a certain 
small car is about $133. 


YOUTHFUL EXUBERANCE VS. ROWDYISM 

Annual schoolboy football games between close rivals often 
cause actions which under other considerations would never 
be tolerated. We refer to the painting of large “W's” with 
bright red paint on the concrete face of the Dickinson Me- 
morial Stadium on the night before last Saturday’s game 
between Newton and Waltham. There is such a thing as 
youthful exuberance — and there is such a thing as rowdy- 
ism. In all probability the Waltham youths responsible for 
the deed felt called upon to retaliate for the quarts of orange 
paint which coated the Waltham Athletic field fences a year 
ago. We cannot condone either offence. Wilful defacing 
of property can by no means be called youthful exuberance 
— it is plain rowdyism. Enthusiastic expression is often a 
worth while means of letting off steam but the safety valve 
should keep it under control. 


ELECTION CONTESTS 

With the time for filing nomination papers for the coming 
city election expiring late today several contests are assured. 
In city elections the value of such contests cannot be meas- 
ured. More interest among the voters and the casting of 
more votes make for more efficient government. In many cases 
the voters are called upon to choose from between two able 
candidates while in other contests some candidates are prac- 
tically conceded victory before the election. Unless there 
is a close contest on the ballot oftentimes the little-known 
candidate has an opportunity to slip into office because of 
the lack of interest in the election. The greater degree of 
interest in an election the lesser the opportunity the selfish 
seeker has to win. The fewer candidates there are for per- 
sonal aggrandizement the better it is for the city.

Next week we observe our annual festival of Thanksgiving 
The custom was originated by the Pilgrims who gave thanks 
for the harvests they had reaped after much travail in the 
early days of this country. We in this century do not know 
what hard times are as compared with what the early settlers 
went through. Many this year are out of work and are in 
need Many of us have much to be thankful for.

Facts cAbout Newton 


While we do not ordinarily think of 
Newton, the Garden City of New Eng- 
land, aa an industrial community, ac- 
cording to the last federal census re- 
port we are a very industrious people. 
Out of our population of 65,276 in- 
habitants, 27,443 are engaged in some 
gainful occupation, of which number 
9,659 are women. 

Unlike the great manufacturing cit- 
ies and towns of the Commonwealth, 
there is no one predominating Indus 
try absorbing a majority of our people 
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who work. So far as occupations are 
concerned, we are a city with extreme 
diversification of industry. Our work 
is distributed with a surprising even- 
ness over thirty-seven different classi- 
fications of occupations. 

The largest single group, 3,790 work- 
ers, is found in trade, wholesale and 
retuil. The professions and building 
trades vie for second place with the 
men. There are 1,983 men absorbed 
in the building industry and 1,971 men 
in the professions. However, the 824 
women engaged in professional work 
fur outbalance the 49 women engaged 
in the building trades. These women 
engaged in professional work doubt- 
less account for quite a share of those 
who take the trains leaving Newton 
stations every week day morning. 

The remainder are fairly evenly dis- 
tributed over a large number of class- 
ifications of work. Manufacturing ac- 
counts for 2,217 men and 1,037 women 
spreud over eleven geuerul lineB. The 
178 of these engaged in the leather in- 
dustry us well, us other lines not rep- 
resented in Newton business, indi- 
cates something of the extent to which 
our people travel to Boston and other 
cities to earn their livelihood. 

The following figures taken from the 
census table uro also interesting us 
they throw still further light upon 
the wide diversification of lines of 
employment of Newton people. In- 
surance und real estate uccounts for 
1 ,066, printing und publishing for 485, 
iron und steel for 825, and oven agri- 
culture claims 634 fanners und 12 far- 
merettes.

A leading physician of Newton sug- 
gested that the GRAPHIC call atten- 
tion to the many children in this 
country who nre blinded as a result 
of dangerous toys. The greatest num 
her of victims result from the sale 
and use of air rifles. Every year, fol 
lowing the Christmas senson, boys 
and girls are blinded as a result of 
being shot by some boy who has 
been given an air rifle as a present. 
Pop guns, though seemingly harmless, 
also can be proved to have caused 
many accidents. Boys, tiring of shoot 
ing a cork, held by a string, insert 
small stones, heads and dirt in pop- 

Toy bows and arrows have caused 
many cases of blindness. No one 
thinks of the danger involved until 
some child is injured. Darts, sling- 
shots and toy airplanes that fly have 
also been responsible for many eye 
injuries. And bean-blowers can be 
included in the list. Parents who buy 
such toys for their children are jeo- 
pardizing the safety of other chil- 
dren.

With appeals being made constant- 
ly for donations to the fund for the 
relief of the unemployed in New- 
ton, what good reason can be given 
for the employment of a man who 
was not a resident of Newton by one 
of the city departments? 

The cost of compulsory liability in- 
surance in 1932 will not bother those 
automobile owners in Newton who 
egister their cars in other States to 
avoid puying the cost of insurance — 
and the excise tax. Newton police 
should co-operate with the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles in apprehending 
these violators of the automobile laws. 

The court room in the old police 
building at West Newton will prob- 
ably, within the next few weeks, he 
converted into quarters where unem- 
ployed men may gather while waiting 
for some job to turn up. The old 
police building will be used by the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee for of- 
fices, clothing distribution and its 
other needs.

Quietly and Easily.

How quietly and oasily the world 
entered the big war in 1914. How 
acutely it feels Us pains and aches 
now, while It is passing through the 
depression caused by tho war 

Just as quietly and easily Japan, 
China and Russin may be sliding into 
another war. 

Let us pray, hope and believe that 
nobody will drag us into that tem- 
pest, if it starts. But you can never 
be sure. 

When you read "Tokio is sending 
heavy reserves to China because fif- 
teen Japanese have been killed In 
Manchurian buttle," and read of 
Japanese and Chinese fighting "in the 
Russian zone," you may prepare for 
big news. 

Japan has been sending heavy gold 
shipments through San Francisco for 
deposit to her credit here. This puz- 
zles Finance, but should not. 

For buying in America Japan must 
have gold, and therefore Japanese gold 
is coming here. Japan will want many 
things if war starts on a big scale, and 
must use gold in this market. 

In Europe the 1914 war was on its 
way before the world realized it. Tho 
new war *n Asia, involving China, 
Japan and Russia, is on its way, and 
the world does not know it. 

To League of Nations’ protests, 
Japan pays as little attention as did 
Mussolini when he decided to puuisli 
Greece and collect fifty million francs, 
real francs, not four-cent francs. 

Japan means to take territory in 
Manchuria, making safe her hundreds 
of millions invested there, and mak- 
ing room for their everflowlng popu- 
lation. 

Gandhi, warning England that fiery 
times are ahead, will take his loin 
cloth, shawl, goat, and sail for India 
on November 29. 

The Mahatma says, "No people ever 
won its freedom without suffering. 

He ignores the fact that no people 
ever won its freedom without fighting. 
While Hindus fight Mohammedans, 
and vice versa, neither Hindus nor 
Mohammedans fight the British. Why 
should the British make concessions? 

Germany has coined one hundred 
and twenty million marks in silver, 
recently, buying the metal here. 

Britain, off tho gold basis, finds her 
trade expanding, unemployment di- 
minishing. 

If the British would adopt a gold 
and silver curreucy, with a fair value 
for silver, which is the money of Asia, 
they would monopolize Asia's trade. 

Our own business men. who find 
that China is not buying of us as she 
once did, need not wonder why. 

Gold basis or none, Britain keeps 
going ahead in the air. 

A flying boat, twice the size of the 
DO-X, is now under way, to carry pas- 
sengers and mail between England 
and Canada. It will be able to fly 
2,580 miles at 120 miles an hour, with- 
out taking fuel. Its engines develop 
60,000 horsepower. 

This is being done by the British 
Air Ministry. The British Govern- 
ment takes the initiative, not leaving 
to private enterprise that which is 
most important to national safety.

Two things this country needs could 
and should have, wheat at a dollar a 
bushel and silver at a dollar an ounce. 
A dollar an ounce for silver would be 
a ratio of twenty-two to one, since 
gold is "worth” twenty-two dollars an 
ounce. 

The existing ratio is above sixty to 
one, although gold production is actu- 
ally only thirteen to one, as compared 
with silver. 

President Hoover, Mr. Mellon and 
others that would like the Republican 
party to remain in power are invited 
to consider the "wheat at a dollar, 
silver at a dollar" program. 

If the President consults bankers, 
even as Intelligent a financier as 
Eugene Meyer, Junior, of the Federal 
Reserve, he will probably see shaking 
of heavy heads. But not' all bankers 
■ut- unable to realise that cornering 
gold by Franco and this country is 
responsible for industrial and com- 
mercial stagnation. 

Bad news from Sir Arthur Edding- 
ton, who, with Jeans and Einstein, 
make up the cosmic high-brow trin- 
ity, of 1931. 

Eddington says the universe is ex- 
panding, and the atom is contracting. 

You can have ten million atoms in 
the corner of your eyo without notic- 
ing them, so a little more contracting 
need not worry us. 

The great Nebulae are receding 
from us at a speed that would worry 
you, if exact figures were supplied. 
The universe, it seems, is a bubble, 
but, fortunately, it exploded some tril- 
lions of years ago, so we need not go 
through that again. We are living on 
fragments left after tho explosion. 

You can study the Nebulae fairly 
with highest power telescopes now, 
but, says Eddington, "An observer of 
Nebulae will have to double the uper- 
ture of his telescope every one billion 
three hundred million years, merely 
to keep up with their recession. 

If that worries you, you were not 
much hurt by tin depression.

Blame Something Else 

Occasionally I like to dip into some 
scientific subject. Before I prepare 
to take the plunge I make sure that 
somebody has carefully gone over tho 
matter and simplified it for me. That 
is, I do what is often done during 
the bnthing season nt the seashore — 
I find out from one who has been in 
how cold tlie water is and whether 
I’m going to like it. 

The extent of my intellectual dive 
and swim in the present instance has 
set me up with a feeling of mental 
stimulation. Furthermore, it has put 
my mind nt rest after years and years 
of anxiety. Thirdly, it has added to 
my store of knowledge which can al 
ways find room for more. 

Now then I have obtained posses- 
sion of official writings which in brief 
declare that from experience and ob- 
servation the United States Weather 
Bureau is certain that radio does not 
affect the weather. It appears that 
on one hand there are complaints — 
they come in batches through the 
mail each day — which assert that 
"disastrous droughts have been caused 
by broadcasting and that this same 
broadcasting is burning up the water 
vapor of the air.” 

Just to show you there is another 
side and that it includes many plain 
and fancy letter writers, the letter 
carrier fetches to the weather bu- 
reau numerous and insistent com- 
plaints that radio Is the cause of ex- 
cessive precipitation and floods. 
These remonstrants urge that all 
wireless communication be forthwith 
and peremptorily forbidden. 

But they’re both wrong. The high- 
salaried experts employed to advise 
Uncle Sam declare flatly that radio 
does not take water vapor out of the 
air and make it drier, thus increas- 
ing evaporation and subsequent rain- 
fall. Neither does it prevent or de- 
crease rainfall since it has no effect 
on any of the factors of either evapor- 
ation or condensation. 

From this same eminent authority 
we learn that drought may prevail in 
one region at the same time that an- 
other. with equal wireless facilltes, is 
being flooded. Furthermore, droughts 
and floods, prevailed time and again 
throughout the world long before 
wireless was ever dreamed of. 

It is shown, the experts point out, 
that the relatively small amount of 
energy used in broadcasting is not 
sufficient by millions of fold to pro- 
duce any appreciable change in the 
amount of precipitation over either 
the United States as a whole, or even 
any one of its units. 

Here is the thing that we be sure 
of — however much radio may he ef- 
fected by the weather, especially by 
tlie thunderstorm, no element of the 
weather is affected in turn by radio. 
Says the chief meteoiogist at Wash- 
ington, "We know' this from experi- 
ence and observation, and we know 
it from theory as well." 


Bad Manners in Uniform 

A depleted treasury has come to 
he the Boston Elevated’s stock excuse 
for about everything charged against 
the road, justly or unjustly. There Is 
no question but what the finances are 
such that the management is more or 
less embarrassed. Neither is the 
road ahvays in the wrong as some 
of its critics would have us think. 
There is. however, one thing that 
could easily be improved without any 
monetary outlay and that is the mat- 
ter of courtesy among employes. 

If you happen to be, as I am, 
one of those patrons of the Elevated 
who rides from Newton into Boston 
between 9 and 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing you will liave observed a condi- 
tion of which I am prepared to com- 
plain. Among the occupants of the 
car there are almost certain to be uni- 
formed employes who evidently are 
headed for their homes in Brighton 
after having made early trips. These 
conductors and motormen, having 
gathered as many morning newspa- 
pers as meet their needs, curl up in 
the choicest seats wheu the car 
leaves the Watertowu carbarn. In 
this they are doing no more than is 
natural and as far as I am concerned 
fittingly proper. Yet when the car 
begins to fill with passengers at Non- 
antum Square and more get aboard 
at other Newton stops these seats, in 
which the disenguged motormen and 
conductors are absorbing their fill of 
morning news, should be available for 
passengers. 

It is a source of irritation to a pas- 
senger who has paid 10 cents to find 
himself obliged to squeeze into a half- 
seat when employes in uniform ure 
riding free and spread all over the 
best seats. This is not a remote in- 
stance. You can see it every day. 
Now then, the Elevated has revealed 
for a number of years past that there 
is little of tho old-time discipline. The 
employes have the upper hand. You 
will often encountor a conductor or 
motormun who is thoughtful und con- 
siderate but to offset this you will 
find 50 who ure barely civil und al- 
most surly. 

Riding on the Boston & Albany 
is my one source of comfort in travel. 
Here the employes still have tho old- 
fushioned touch of courtliness. They 
have always uppeured to be eugor to 
muko one’s journey pleasant no mat- 
ter how brief it wus. Thank houvon 
fur i in- n. iV. - a. When i get sick <>r 
the Elevated I can take the train.

When a mnn bites n dog— But. ac- 
cording to n report of Dr. Charles 
Nlcolle to the French Academy of Sei- 
• ences, man Is biting the dog rather 
seriously — by serving as n reservoir 
for the dreaded distemper which kills 
puppies. , 

Doctor Nlcolle found that serum 
from the blood of human beings In- 
nocnlated with the distemper virus 
produced the disease In puppies, while 
man was immune. Animals serve as 
carriers for numerous human diseases 
—rats for bubonic plague, cattle for 
tuberculosis, etc. Tills is one of the 
first cases on record where it is shown 
that mnn may be the carrier of an ani- 
mal disease. 

Doctor Nicollet interprets his find- 
ings as showing that t lie human race 
was subject to the distemper virus 
long before the canines and through 
the ages developed immunity to it. 
Now man contracts the disease only 
in such an attenuated form that there 
are no recognizable symptoms. The 
dog has not had time to develop tills 
natural immunity.

Are there any more great rivers left 
anywhere on the globe for man to ex- 
plore? Only n little more than fifty 
years ago bold adventurers of a half 
dozen nations were plunging into the 
depths of Africa, not to he heard from 
again for months and years, and per- 
haps never to emerge at all. Burton 
and Speke, Grant and Baker, Stanley. 
Kandt and Baumann, ami a hundred 
more were seeking to find the source 
of the Nile. Conversely, others were 
trying to unriddle the puzzle of the 
Lualnba, the inlg’rfty river which 
flowed in central Africa, going nobody 
knew whither. It was Stanley who re- 
vealed the unsuspected magnitude of 
that river system and succeeded after 
almost incredible hardships in follow- 
ing it to its mouth. It and the Congo 
were one, hut the Congo then had 
been traced only n hundred miles in- 
land from the Atlantic. But after all 
is said, what marvel can compare with 
the wonder of the Mississippi ns It 
carried Marquette below the mouth of 
the Ohio and I.a Salle all the way to 
the gulf? A few more years and men 
will be longing for new planets to 
explore.

Assume Marital “Yoke” 

The better off she is, the later a 
girl marries. 

Thnt the age of brides Increases 
with the social and economic status of 
their families Is found by Frank W. 
Xotestein of the research division of 
the MiUhnnk Memorial fund, from sta- 
tistical analysis of the marriage ages 
of 17,87(5 native white women. 

Among city girls, he found, the 
daughter from the professional family 
marries on the average of 24. The 
daughters of business men tend to 
go to the altar a year younger, while 
the clerk’s daughter starts a home of 
her own in about her twenty-second 
year. 

Girls from the families of skilled, 
semi-skilled and unskilled workers 
marry, on the average, during the 
twenty-first year, but the girl of the 
first class tends to put off the cere- 
mony until she is almost twenty-two. 

Country girls marry younger than 
city girls, hut Che same curious rela- 
tionship is found of marriage age with 
social status. Thus the daughters of 
farm owners marry at an average age 
of 22.3, of farm renters at 20.9, and 
of farm laborers at 20.T. 

American brides, on the aven ge, are 
a trifle younger than English brides.

Pioneer Railroad Trip 

Impressed New Yorkers 

For four days, after reading the an- 
nouncement thnt the DeWltt Clinton 
would undertake a passenger run the 
full fifteen-mile length of the road, 
the burghers of the Hudson valley 
bickered. Some said the notion was 
absurd ; some said they would keep 
an open mind. 

Then September 24, 1831, arrived. 
Conductor John T. Clark, first passen- 
ger railroad conductor in t he North, 
tootled a tin horn as signal to the en- 
gineer to start, nnd the DeWltt Clin- 
ton, with n three-car train rocking be- 
ndnd It, was off on the first trip over 
the entire route from Albany to Sche- 
nectady. 

It was the beginning of railroading 
In New York state and the pioneer wns 
the Mohawk & Hudson railroad, origi- 
nal unit of the New York Central lines. 

The engine had no headlight, no hell, 
no whistle, no spark arrester in the 
stack, no cab. 

But it got close up to twenty miles 
an hour with three coaches and did 
better than that on the slight down- 
grade. Today’s electric locomotives do 
sixty miles an hour with n thousand- 
ton train.

Cure3 for Various Ills 

An ancient cure for toothache was 
to leave an offering of meat on n 
stone. Whatever bird took the food 
away assumed also the burden of the 
complaint. Almost incredibly childish 
was thnt procedure for removing a 
stye from the eye. All that was need- 
ed here was to push one end of a stick 
in the fire, point the blazing end to- 
wards the affected eye, and whirl it 
round rapidly in a circle, repeating 
“Go back, go back, stye.” An old fish- 
erman persisted that he had seen this 
cure, and that it actually worked. Hic- 
cup was quite simply cured by accus- 
ing the patient of theft, hut n stiff 
neck was to be squeezed between the 
legs of the tongs before it would yield 
to treatment. Another curious treat- 
ment for toothache. The malady would 
at once he banished, If n dead man’s 
finger, or a nail from his coflln was put 
in the mouth. The afflicted person 
had to go to the graveyard himself to 
procure time 


Hun Warriors Unearthed 

Discovery of some graves of the ter- 
rible Huns, who ravaged southern Eu- 
rope during the first few centuries 
after Christ aids in tracing the con- 
nection of ancient Mongolia with the 
East and West. The finds show both 
a Chinese and a.Greeian influence. Al- 
most all the tombs contained golden 
ornaments, tapestries, carpets, weap- 
ons or Idols. The remains of these 
Mongolian princes were badly pre- 
served, only the hair being Intact. Ap- 
proximately 150 of tlie Hun graves 
were located hy the Kosloff expedition 
which proceeded with u caravan of 50 
camels to the region near Urga, north- 
east Mongolia. The nii'ins lay in sub- 
terranean mausoleums constructed of 
ebony. Thieves had rifled many of the 
tombs, but while taking much of value- 
did not destroy the rest. 


As a Silver-Tongued Orator 

A prominent western Massac’. usetts 
politician, constantly seeking office and 
occasionally succeeding in attaining 
some public position, recently had oc- 
casion to deliver a radio address. He 
is known to thousands of voters in the- 
state and is not the sort of person to 
underestimate Ids popularity or his 
ability.

He replied: “O, you 
don’t need to say very much about nnv 
Just call me the silver-tongued orator 
of western Massachusetts.”— Spring-

Roman Colosseum 

The great amphitheater at) Rome- 
known as tiie colosseum consisted ecig- 
innjly of three arcaded stories of stone- 
anil an upper gallery of wood'. The 
upper gallery was later rebuilt of 
stone. It was elliptical In plan, with 
Its long axis (515 feet and Its short 
axis 510 feet. The arena was 281 
feet long and 177 feet wide. The seat- 
ing capacity of the colosseum was 
probably between 40,000 and 50,000, 
although some authorities put the fig- 
ure as high as 70,000. Though it was 
the largest of the Roman arenas. It 
has been exceeded in size by more 
than one modern amphitheater. 


Wonderful Meteoric Shower 

The meteoric shower which occurred 
in the early morning of November 13, 
1833, Is thought to have been the most 
brilliant ever recorded. It Is the show- 
er usually referred to as the “falling 
of the stars.” It began about mid- 
night and lasted until dawn, and was 
visible more or less over half the 
earth, Including North America, hut 
not France. The number seen at Bos- 
ton was estimated at 250, (NX) or more. 
The 1 'nited States naval observatory 
states that this stream of meteors was 
supposed to he the result of the disin- 
tegration of Temple’s comet, which 
was not seen when Inst due In 1900. 


Old Washington Churches 

The oldest church In the city of 
Washington is Christ church (Protest- 
nut Eptscopul), located on G street 
S. E„ between Sixth ami Seventh 
streets. It was erected In 1705. 

Another old church is St. John's 
(Episcopal), on the northwest corner 
of It and Sixteenth streets, built In 
1814. This church Is locally referred 
to us the “Church of State.’’ Here u 
pew Is reserved for the President of 
the United States.

John “Shono” Collins, popular man- 
ager of the Boston Red Sox, was the 
guest speaker at the weekly moetlng 
of the Rotary Club on Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club. Mr. Collins, who 
started his baseball career In Upper 
Falls anil having played many years 
In the big leagues, returned to New- 
ton last summer shortly after being 
appointed manager of the Boston 
American League baseball team. He 
gave many anecdotes and sidelights 
on various phases which woro ex- 
tremely interesting to his uudience.

RED CROSS RELIEF IS WIDE- 
SPREAD 


It is interesting to note in connec- 
tion with the annual roll call of the 
American Red Cross that aside from 
handling 62 disasters in 31 States of 
this country, the Red Cross, during 
1931, extended relief In no less than 
a dozen disasters abroad. 

These operations were under the di- 
rection of the Insular and Foreign 
service of the National organization 
which cooperates with National Red 
Cross societies In over 60 other na- 
tions. Earthquakes, floods, typhoons 
and drought were the principal fac- 
tors which contributed to the suffer- 
ing relieved by the society. 

Managua, Nicaragua, still smart- 
ing from the shock of last spring’s 
ravaging earthquake, was among the 
most serious of the year’s foreign 
calamities. Before the smoke from 
the flames which followed the trem- 
ors had cleared away, Ernest J. Swift, 
assistant director of Insular and For- 
eign Operations, was en route to the 
scene of the tragedy by train and 
airplane. A program of rehabilita- 
tion was launched and maintained for 
months. That operation alone cost 
the American Red Cross approximate- 
ly $125,000. The society’s policy of 
encouraging the victims to return to 
a self-sustaining basis at the earliest 
possible date prevented further ex- 
penditures and also resulted in pres- 
ervation of the self-reliance of those 
affected. 

Other calamities requiring assist- 
ance, chiefly in the form of finances, 
from this nation’s relief agency, in- 
cluded: An earthquake in Persia; 
drought on Island of St. Croix in the 
Virgin Island group; hurricane in 
San Domingo; flood in Ismir, Turkey; 
flood in Adana, Turkey; typhoon in 
the central part of the Philippine 
Islands; earthquake in Oaxaca, Mex- 
ico; typhoon In Samoa; earthquake 
in Valona, Albania; earthquake In 
Napier, New Zealand, and the Nicar- 
aguan earthquake. 

Figures on the total number of per- 
sons assisted in the above list of ca- 
lamlties are not available, but a 
glance at the width of territory cov- 
ered by the society’s Insular and For- 
eign service during the last year, 
boldly reflects the far-reaching ef-i 
feet of the membership fees of those 
supporting the organization.

COMMUNITY 

ENTERPRISE 
AT CABOT PARK 

A very interesting and valuable 
community enterprise was started tills 
summer on t ho Cabot Playground. 
Upon the Initiative of the Playground 
Department the local director Mr. 
John Sullivan with the assistance of 
Mr. Lane the Supervisor of Play- 
grounds gathered together a number 
of interested neighbors and formed 
what is now known as the Cabot 
Tennis and Racquet Association. 
Tills association was formed to pro- 
mote tennis, racquet, and other out- 
door games for the benefit of the 
neighborhood around the Cabot Play- 
ground. For the first season it has 
proved to he a great success and this 
association can do much to benefit 
the whole social life of the neighbor- 
hood. It Is one of the affairs which 
the Playground Department loves to 
promote because it develops home 
rule and local interest in the conduct 
of tlie playground. It is only by the 
interest of neighbors that tlie highest 
returns can be got from a muni- 
cipal enterprise. There now is one 
in Nonantum, one in connection with 
tlie Burr Playground, one in Newton 
Highlands and one in Newtonville 
and also other smaller associations 
starting up. 

The following is a report of the first 
annual tournament held by the Cabot 
Tennis and Racquet Association.

About two hundred guests 
in evening dress sat down to dinner 
in the large auditorium, and later 
two hundred more attended tlie lec- 
ture by Mrs. Poole. Mrs. John F. 
Capron, president ot' the Club, intro- 
duced Mrs. Frank H. Stewart, who 
served as chairman of tlie occasion. 
She acted as toastmistress, and in- 
troduced the distinguished guests, 
each in turn paying glowing tribute 
to Mrs. Poole. Among tlie qualities 
which were emphasized were her 
keenness, her ability and daring, and 
her kindly human attitude, which al- 
ways leaves a community feeling 
more kindly as a result of her visit. 
Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, president of 
the Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, said that former 
Governor Cox characterized Mrs. 
Poole as quick in thought and action, 
and that Mr. Robert Lincoln O’Brien 
said she was eminently capable of 
taking the helm and of helping to 
place women in the high place which 
is rightfully theirs. 

Other speakers were Mrs. Arthur 
D. Potter, Massachusetts director of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs; Mrs. Samuel N. B ram an, 
president of the Newton Federation 
of Women’s Clubs; Miss Eunice 
Avery, well-known Lecturer; and 
Miss Alice F. Titus, of Federation 
Topics, who is also publicity mana- 
ger of Mrs. Poole’s campaign. 

Mrs. Poole responded most graci- 
ously to these tributes, and told many 
amusing anecdotes of her experiences 
as a Clubwoman. The audience joined 
in singing a song “Honor to Grace 
Morrison Poole,” the words and mu- 
sic of which were composed for tlie 
occasion by Mrs. M. H. Gulesian. De- 
lightful music was furnished during 
tlie dinner by a trio composed of 
piano, violin, and ’cello. Mrs. Stewart 
took advantage of tlie presence of the 
husbands to urge the desirability of 
sending as many Club members us 
possible to Seattle in June, in order 
to “fill the ballot box” for Mrs. 
Poole. 

Mrs. Poole gave the address of the 
evening, selecting as her subject her 
recent trip to Panama and South, 
America. She described how much 
more complicated it is to embark on 
a trip to South America than it is 
to go to Europe. Not only is it nec- 
essary to have tlie usual passport, but 
one must be vaccinated and have a 
certificate of health from a reputable 
physician accredited by tlie Board of 
Health. She reached Chile just as 
will divide tlie time between fic- 
tion and other hooks of interest and 
tlie recent revolution was about to 
break, and found that revolutions are 
pleasanter to read about than actual- 
ly to experience. Because of its ex- 
treme engineering difficulty, the trip 
across the Andes proved to be the 
most expensive journey in tlie world. 
In Brazil, Mrs. Poole visited several 
coffee plantations, and found that 
they were suffering from overpro- 
duction, just as we are in wheat. 

With her usual happy faculty, Mrs. 
Poole attempted to create a more 
understanding and sympathetic at- 
titude toward the South American 
peoples, saying that we must learn to 
respect their munners and customs, 
which are often more gracious and 
leisurely than our own, and that we 
must come to treating mixed races as 
equals, if we are to achieve success 
in international commerce and in oth- 
er international relations.

OCTOBER HEALTH REPORT 


The October report of the Newton 
Health Department shows that 53 
persons died in this city during that 
period; 29 males and 24 females. The 
death rate per 1000 w’as 9.6G as com- 
pared with 8:30 for October 1930. 
Cancer caused 4 deaths, arthritis 1. 
Hodgkins disease 1, cerebral hemor- 
rhage 9, heart ailments 13. arterio- 
sclerosis 3. Communicable diseases 
reported during the month included 9 
cases of scarlet fever, typhoid 1, meas- 
les 2, whooping cough 19, chicken pox 
3. infantile paralysis 3. tuberculosis 3. 

The Department’s agent and inspec- 
tor investigated 4 complaints, abated 
40 nuisances, inspected 24 tenements 
and 8 barber and beauty shops. Other 
inspections made included 150 at mar- 
kets and provision stores and 24 res- 
taurants.

REMINISCENCES BY AN OLD 
RESIDENT 

To the Editor of The Graphic: 

Now that the corner stone of the 
new City Hall has been laid and New- 
ton is to have a civic center which 
can hardly be surpassed for architec- 
tural worth and beauty of setting, I 
am prompted to ask how many of our 
residents know that the old and out- 
grown City Hall was remodelled from 
what had been the West Newton Con- 
gregational Church. The fact is re- 
corded in Prof. Rowe’s excellent "Ter- 
centenary History of Newton,” page 
90. that the church was bought for 
$1800 in 1849 aad converted into 
Town Hall, serving in that day to 
promote the unity of the scattered 
sections of Newton, much the same 
as our new City Hall, in the well ex- 
pressed thought of Mayor Weeks, is 
to he “a monument to civic unity.” 

It happened that I first learned of 
the genesis of our ancient City Hall 
many years ago, at a hearing at the 
State House on a petition of residents 
of the so-called Morse Field district 
of Watertown for annexation to New- 
ton. This was the first occasion at 
which I was employed as steno- 
graphic reporter, so that many of the 
incidents impressed themselves vivid- 
ly on my memory. 

Residents of Newton Corner, at any 
rate, if not those of our entire city, 
arc aware that a large slice of land 
south of Charles River, coming within 
few hundred feet of Nonantum 
Square, is included within the bounds 
of Watertown. In 1885 a group of 
residents in that section, led by the 
late George C. Dunne, L. Edwin 
('base, Sr.. James H. Earle and John 
W. Tuttle, petitioned the Legislature 
for annexation to Newton. The peti- 
tioners were represented by Fred H. 
Williams, now of Brookline, and the 
late Charles T. Gallagher, while 
Watertown’s interests were In charge 
of Town Counsel Sullivan with the 
late John B. Goodrich of Newton as 
senior counsel. 

Prominent among the witnesses for 
the petitioners was James F. C. Hyde, 
Newton’s first mayor — vigorous In 
speech and possessing a keen sense 
of humor. 

"Watertown has never done a thing 
for this district that it could pos- 
sibly avoid.” declared Mr. Hyde. "The 
only school house the town lias ever 
buili on this side of the river was 
made out of an old Universalist 
hurch” — the lust words spoken in a 
tone suggestive of the speaker’s dis- 
approval of Universalism. 

"Wasn’t tlie Newton City Hall mad$ 
out of an old church?” usked Mr. 
Goodrich in cross-examination. 

"Yes, sir,” responded Mr. Hyde, 
but there was sound orthodox tim- 
ber in that building — thut was a Con- 
gregational church!” 

Despite the strong presentation of 
the case for tho petitioners the Legis- 
lature declined to change the bound- 
ary. For four successive years there- 
after similar petitions were filed und 


each met a like fate. The active pe- 
titioners have now undoubtedly 
pnssed away and the present inhabi- 
tants of the district, which meantime 
has grown und flourished, seem con- 
tent to remain identified with Water- 
town. Probably few of them know 
that the protection of Watertown’s 
fishing rights in Charles River was 
the excuse for the peculiar boundary 
line, while the fish piers that the 
fathers of Watertown thought so vi- 
tal to the town in its infancy faded 
into oblivion a century or more ago.

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C. E. Kelsey, Newton 
Hospital Pres., Dies 

Wan War-Time Red Gross Head 
In Newton 


CharleB E. Kelsey, one of Newton’s 
outstanding citizens, died Wednesday 
morning, November 25th, after a brief 
illness. He was born in Evans Mills. 
New York, June 7, 18(52, the son of 
Erastus and Elizabeth Sill Kelsey. 
Graduating from Amherst in 1884, he 
became associated with the Perry 
Mason Company, publishers of the 
“Youth’s Companion” in 1889. He be- 
came president of this company in 
1911 and retired in 1927 after 38 
yedYs’ connection with this famous 
publication. 

For 37 years he was a resident of 
Newton Centre and ho took an active 
and generous part in the civic and 
philanthropic affairs of this city. For 
many years a benefactor of the New- 
ton Hospital, he became president of 
the corporation in 1928 and he was 
largely instrumental in the creation 
of the new $1,500,000 hospital erected 
a couple of years ago. During the 
war he was chairman of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross in Newton. He was 
prominent in the work of the First 
Church at Newton Centre and served 
as treasurer of the Congregational 
Church Union, president of the 
Charlesbank Homes of Boston and 
trustee of Atlanta University. He was 
a member of the Brae Burn, Lake 
Sunapee and University Clubs, the 
Villagers Club of Newton Centre 
and the Chi Phi Fraternity. In 1924 
at the 40th reunion of liis class at 
Amherst the degree of M.A. was con- 
ferred upon him and in awarding him 
this distinction President Olds of the 
college designated Mr. Kelsey as “a 
public spirited citizen, apostle of 
civic righteousness, large hearted 
philanthropist, armed with coura- 
geous faith and inspiring hope.” 

Mr. Kelsey is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Carrie Kelsey: a son, 
Robert P. Kelsey of Montclair, New’ 
Jersey, and a daughter, Mrs. J. H. 
Underhill of Waban. His funeral 
service will be held this afternoon at 
the First Church, Newton Centre. In- 
terment, which will be private, will 
be in Newton Cemetery. 


FRED R. HAYWARD 


Fred R. Hayward of 1547 Centre 
street, Newton Highlands died at his 
home on November 23rd following a 
long illness. He was born in Cam- 
bridge in 1873, the son of Albert F. 
and Julia Stearns Hayward. He 
moved to Newton when a small child 
with his parents, graduated from the 
Newton schools and from Chauncy 
Hall School in 1892. The next year 
lie became associated with the con- 
fectionery manufacturing firm of 
Forbes, Hayward & Co., of which his 
father was president. In 1901 this 
firm combined with other companies 
to make the New England Confection- 
ery Company and Mr. Hayw’ard be- 
came factory manager. Later he be- 
came vice-president of the company 
and in 1924 he w’as made president. 

On June 12, 1907 he married Eliza- 
beth Hurter of Hyde Park. She sur- 
vives him. 

Mr. Hayw’ard was a director of the 
Newton Trust Company, Cambridge 
Trust Company. Newton Cemetery 
Corporation. Stone Institute for Aged 
People. He was a member of Dal- 
liousie Lodge of Masons, Boston A. A.. 
Brae Burn Club. University Club and 
Churles River Country Club. He had 
been very liberal in ills support of 
Newton’s philanthropies. His funeral 
service was held Wednesday after- 
noon at the Newton Highlands Con- 
gregational Church, of which he was 
a member. Rev. Ben Roberts offi- 
ciated. Burial was in Newton Ceme- 
tery.

Old Age Assistance 
Discussed By Counci 

First Luncheon Conference By 
Welfare Department 


The Newton Central Council held 
its first luncheon conference on Wed- 
nesday, November 18, at the New- 
ton City Infirmary. The conference 
w’as under the auspices of the Public 
Welfare Department of Newton, Miss 
Florence S. Fitzgerald, Director. 

Mrs. Stephen E. Wright, Chairman 
of the conferences, announced that 
they will be continued this senson as 
usual, and called upon Mrs. Ellis 
Spear, Jr.. President of the Council, 
to explain the situation of the Coun- 
cil this year. 

Mrs. Spear said that, at the advice 
of a group of business men in New’ 
ton. the Council has decided to re 
move its overhead expenses this year 
in order to leave more money avail- 
able for the more acute needs’ exist- 
ing in Newton at the present time. 
The loss of Miss Pelouhet, our secre- 
tary. will he keenly felt, but Mrs 
Spear urged that everyone understand 
that the Council is not giving up, but 
is trying to co-operate by carrying 
on as a voluntary organization in 
Newton. 

Mr. Louis R. Lipp. Assistant to the 
Superintendent of Old Age Assistance 
in Massachusetts, told of some as- 
pects of his work. The Old Age As- 
sistance Act which went into effect 
in Massachusetts on July first of this 
year, provides aid for a person 70 
years old or over who is a citizen of 
the United States, and who has been 
resident of Massachusetts for at 
least 20 years. He may have lived 
two of these years away from Massa- 
chusetts if he returned for the last 
three years before applying for aid. 
He must have no criminal record 
within the 20 years, and he can own 
property only to the amount of $1200, 
and may not possess more than $300 
in money. Sometimes carrying 
charges on real estate are allowed, 
and insurance policies up to the cash 
value of $300. In many towns it is 
very difficult to determine the exact 
situation because the Department of 
Public Welfare fails to make a thor- 
ough investigation: but Newton is 
most fortunate in having Miss Fitz- 
gerald who carefully investigates each 
rase, and makes possible a proper and 
intelligent settlement. 

Since July there have been 8,000 
cases in Massachusetts, averaging 
less than $0 per week for each case, 
although individual amounts vary 
from one to twenty dollars per week. 
Ages range from seventy to one hun- 
dred and five years. Of these 8,000 
cases. 2,300 are living with their chil- 
dren and they are given $0 a week 
($5 for board, $1 for clothing) pro- 
viding it is impossible for the chil- 
dren to support them. Many are 
hoarded in private homes or lodging 
houses, and some are living in their 
own homes. This idea is largely re- 
placing tlie old institution of the poor- 
house. 

There lias been a wonderful im- 
provement in the City Infirmaries of 
Massachusetts, due to the efforts of 
tlie various Departments of Public 
Welfare, and today they are as fine 
or finer than any in tin- country. 

Miss Fitzgerald spoke briefly about 
what Newton is doing for Old Age As- 
sistance and Mothers’ Aid. 

Mr. Harold F. Young, Secretary to 
the Mayor’s Relief Committee of New- 
ton. described our local unemploy- 
ment situation. TIiIh year the prob- 
lems are even more grave than last 
particularly because many men of the 
white collared class, whose savings 
are gone, will he forced to apply for 
aid. Last year there were two or 
three applications a week from this 
lass, this year there are already be-

New Police Headquarters and Court 
House To Be Opened Next Week 

No Formal Ceremonies To Take Place at Municipal And County Build 
ings Completed At Cost of Nearly Quarter Of A Million 





Two attractive public buildings<- 
which will greatly enhance the ap - ' 
pearance of West Newton’s business 
district are practically completed and 
w ill be occupied next week. These two 
structures, built simultaneously by 
the City of Newton and County of 
Middlesex, have been long needed. 
The new police headquarters of this 
city and the new district court re- 
place the antiquated, unsightly wood- 
en building built a couple of genera- 
tions ago for use as a school house and 
used for many years as a combined 
police headquarters and court bouse. 
They will compensate to a large de- 
gree for the removal of the City Hall 
from the centre of West Newton, as 
they certainly will present a far more 
pleasing appearance than the old 
building they supplant and the pres- 
ent City Hall. 

The two new structures, quite sim- 
ilar in design and size, are of brick 
with artificial stone trim. Simple and 
dignified architecturally, with large 
porch effects and a long balustraded 
terrace which extends the full length 
of the two buildings, they combine 
utilitarian advantages with artistic 
effect. Each building cost about $115,- 
000, and the furnishings for each cost 
about $5000. James H. Ritchie and 
his associates, architects, of Boston, 
designed the buildings. Mr. Ritchie 
is a well known resident of tills 
city. The court house was built 
by John W. Duff of West Newton, the 
police heudquarters by tlie John Mc- 
Donald Construction Company of tills 
city. The cost of building the police 
heudquarters will bo borne by the City 
of Newton. Tlie cost of building the 
Court House will be borne by the 
County of Middlesex, and Newton, 
which pays the second highest pro- 
portion of any unit in Middlesex Coun- 
ty. will, therefore, stand an apprec- 
iable part of tlie cost of this build- 
ing. 

Tlie new court house will provide 
ample accommodations for the hold- 
ing of court sessions in this city, prop- 
er working facilities for the attaches 
of tlie court and sufficient and safe 
storage space for court records. 

No one lias worked harder to bring 
about the erection of tlie new court 
house than lias Francis W. Sprague, 
clerk of the Newton Court. And. al- 
though Mr. Sprague will enjoy liis 
new quarters but for a period of 
months, as ho retires next October, 
because of reaching the age limit, 
he feelM quite sutisiied that lie can 


tween 20 and 30 each week. At least 
$(56,000 will be needed before tlie end 
of May, and $75,000 is to be raised 
by the Finance Committee. 

Newton is the only city or town in 
Massachusetts where there is an or- 
ganized unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee in continual operation through 
the year. Gov. Ely lias sent delegates 
to Newton to find out how we are op- 
erating. and other cities will doubt- 
less copy our methods. 

Mrs. Samuel Brnman, President of 
the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs told of the supply of used cloth- 
ing which is being maintained for dis- 
ribution when needed. The women’s 
clubs are in charge of this depart- 
ment, and will welcome contributions 
as soon as they are located in their 
new rooms in tlie old Municipal Court 
building. 

Miss Fitzgerald gave a brief re- 
sume of her work in the Department

turn over to bis tiuccessor quarters 
that are modemly equipped and rec- 
ords that are efficiently and safely 
filed. 

Last year the county purchased a 
lot of land on Elm and Cherry streets 
to the rear of the Nickerson Block 
on Washington street. West Newton, 
as u site for the new court bouse. Sub 
sequently. when the Aldermen of New- 
ton voted to proceed with the erec- 
tion of a new city hall on the “tri- 
angle” site at Commonwealth avenue 
and Walnut street, the city govern- 
ment contracted with county officials 
to trade land on Washington street 
for the Elm street site which tlie 
county had bought. This permitted 
the erection of the new court house 
on West Newton’s main street. 

The first floor of tlie court house 
contains an attractively designed lob- 
by and a large court room finished in 
fumed oak. Also on this floor are 
tlie offices of the presiding justice, 
tlie clerk of court and his assistants, 
a room for the associate justices, a 
conference room cgid an attorney’s 
room. On the second floor are two 
additional court rooms where second 
and third sessions may be held, a 
juvenile court room, attorneys’ rooms 
and conference rooms, and a rest room 
for the women employees of the court. 
The court house is connected by a 
tunnel with police headquarters, so 
that prisoners will be brought from 
one building to the other without be- 
ing paraded before public gaze. Also, 
the dock in the court room is much 
smaller than that which was in the 
old court room. Judge Bacon does 
not believe in having a collection of 
prisoners in tlie dock waiting to have 
their cases heard, and tlie dock will 
only be occupied by the prisoner or 
prisoners whose case is being tried by 
tlie other court. 

Tlie new police headquarters build- 
ing has on the first floor an attractive 
lobby, to the right of which is the in- 
formation desk, the room where pris- 
oners are booked, captain’s room, de- 
tention room, lieutenants’ room; first 
aid room, signal and teletype quarters, 
large guard-room for the patrolmen 
and the cell room. The latter contains 
8 cells which conform to the require- 
ments specified by tile State as to 
size and sanitary facilities. While 
sanitary, tlie cells do not contain inner 
spring mattresses. The “downy 
couch” in each consists of a wide 
wooden slab of soft pine. Tlie cell 
room is high enough so tliat a second 
tier of 8 cells can lie installed, when, 
and if necessary. 

The second floor of the building con- 
tains Hie chief’s office, offices for the 


inspectors, sergeants’ room, office for 
the clerks, dormitory for patrolmen, 
small apartment for tlie police ma- 
tron. a cell room for women prison- 
ers with 4 cells, women’s rest room, 
and room for fingerprinting and pho- 
tographing prisoners. The basement 
contains the heating plant, locker 
room, cedar storage room for uni- 
forms, battery room, garage for 3 
cars and a large storage room for 
confiscated liquors. This latter, vis- 
ible evidence that the country is not 
dry entirely, has a door leading into 
the garage which permits ;i truck be- 
ing hacked so that the wet stuff can 
lie unloaded directly Into the strong 
room. 

Fritz W. Anderson of 24 Talbot St., 
West Newton, lias been appointed jan- 
itor and fireman of the new court 
house. He is a steam fitter by trade 
and has a thorough knowledge of heat- 
ing. 


STATE PAYS LESS TAXES 

Last Friday a settlement was made 
between the Commonwealth and the 
City of Newton on tax accounts. The 
amount owed the State by the City 
was $403,752.82. The amount due the 
city by the State on income taxes and 
other taxes was $550,157.53; a bal- 
ance in the city’s favor of $116,404.82. 
Last year the amount received by 
Newton from tlie State w’as $301, 719.- 
09. The decrease is largely due to 
smaller incomes during the past year.

The Newton High School football 
team ended Its 1931 season yester- 
day morning with a scoreless game 
with Brookline. 0-0, in the annual 
game between the two rivals at the 
latter’s field. Newton threatened 
many times but on every occasion 
Brookline managed to stem the tide. 
By failing to score a victory over 
the Wealthy Towners the Garden City 
eleven wound up the season in a tie 
with their rivals for second place in 
the Suburban league xyith champion- 
ship honors going to Somerville for 
the fourth consecutive year. With the 
exception of the first period Newton 
had the edge on the Brookline team, 
rolling up eleven first downs to six. 
Brookline never had possession of 
the hall inside Newton's 40 yard line. 
Brookline's lateral pass from Kaplan 
to McGrail or the reverse was an 
ever potent threat however, hut neith- 
er of the Brookline fast stepping 
hacks could get away into clear ter- 
ritory. 

Newton was without the services 
of its ace. Warren Huston, who sat 
on the sidelines wrapped in blankets 
and nursing an injury to his hack. 
It was irony of fate that rendered 
Huston hors de combat, as the injury 
was received in the final play of 
the final Newton practice scrimmage 
of the season last week Friday.

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MR. LOCKETT WITHDRAWS 

As we were about to go to press we received the announce- 
ment of the withdrawal of Mr. Joseph F. Lockett as a candi- 
date for re-election to the School Committee from Ward 6. 
Mr. Lockett who has been a member of that body for the 
past six years the last of which he has served as chairman, 
was being opposed by Prof. Kirtley F. Mather, noted scientist 
and educator. Mr. Lockett feels that no good purpose would 
be served by continuing the contest at the polls. From a per- 
sonal viewpoint this may be true as Mr. Lockett has been a 
most faithful and efficient public servant. On the surface 
there seems to be no other good reason for Mr. Mather’s can- 
didacy other than the fact that he is outstanding in his pro- 
fession. From the impersonal viewpoint we cannot help but 
feel that a contest for office between two qualified candidates 
makes for more efficient government, as we stated last week. 
In this instance the voters should have been asked to choose 
between a successful customs lawyer with a business training 
and an educator and teacher with a scientific and analytical 
training. 

Mr. Lockett has made an enviable record as a member of 
the school committee. He has been absent from but seven 
meetings out of the eighty-six which have been held since 
he was elected to office. He has made many important 
motions, endorsed by his colleagues with few exceptions, for 
maintaining the Newton school system on the high plane 
which has brought it international reputation. There has 
not been a single matter come before the committee in which 
he has not taken a keen interest often at much personal sacri- 
fic. More men of his type are needed for this important work. 

Prof. Mather, we have no doubt, will fill the office com- 
petently. He will bring to the committee much of value. Our 
one regret is that Mr. Lockett and Prof. Mather cannot serve 
on the school committee together.

There were several hearings lately 
at the State House on the matter of 
restraining railroads from engaging 
in truck and bus activities. Repre- 
sentatives of trucking companies and 
associations strongly protested against 
tills new phase of activity on the part 
of railroads. They told of the many 
alleged hardships which Independent 
truck and bus lines undergo and the 
benefits derived by the public through 
these transportation companies. Un- 
doubtedly, independent bus and truck 
companies have lowered passenger 
fares and freight rates. They have 
also caused armies of railroad em- 
ployees to be idle for several years; 
they have caused innumerable acci- 
dents on our highways. Busses on 
long runs must he operated at express 
train speed on heavily travelled high- 
ways and almost any autoist who has 
travelled much on main highways can 
tell of being forced to the side of the 
road as some interstate bus grazed 
by him at terrific speed. Also, auto- 
ists can tell of crawling behind trucks 
of freight car size up long grades, or 
narrowly escaping collision at night 
with insufficiently lighted trucks. One 
foggy night recently the writer almost 
was hit by two trucks which were 
being operated on a heavily travelled 
road without lateral side lights; these 
trucks were both to the left of the 
center of the road. 

The railroads must provide and 
maintain their own rights of way. 
The busses and trucks competing with 
the railroads hog the highways and 
are of such a size and are operated 
at such speeds that they are serious 
menaces. 

The construction last year of a 
sewer and drain from the Cotton 
street section along .Edmunds Brook 
has dried up the small ponds on the 
estates of Michael L. Madden and 
Henry I. Harriman on Centre street, 
Newton. The brook apparently had 
its source of supply diverted when 
the sewer was laid through Edmunds 
Valley and the attractive little pond 
on the Madden estate with its rustic 
aspect is now bone dry.

They’re Still at It 

The word "gang” lias come to liave 
a sinister meaning which, as I* recall, 
it did not possess a seore or more 
years ago. We spoke of gangs when 
we wanted to describe u crowd of 
rough boys who did tilings on Hallow- 
e’en and other occasions such as ring- 
ing doorbells, smashing street lamps, 
shooting bean-blowers and committing 
nets of violence. It was not to be 
Inferred that members of the gang 
put each other "on the spot,” that 
they engaged In illegal pursuits for 
profit and had no scruples against the 
most nefarious of crimes. We mere- 
ly thought of them ns boys who should 
he disciplined but were expected to 
outgrow their wild ideas. 

Let us then consider the word 
“gang” when it was used in reference 
to hoys and not tho modern hands of 
gunmen. I have been favored by Mr. 
Julius Lucht, librarian of tho Newton 
Public Library and one of the most 
thoughtful of gentlemen, with a letter 
addressed to him in his official ca- 
pacity. It contains a reference to the 
Newton of which we used to hear 
from the old-timers. 

The letter to Mr. Lucht caine from 
William J. Hamilton, librarinn of the 
Public Library of Gary, Indiana. It 
said. “One of our putrons recently 
brought in a diary kept by her fath- 
er, Arthur G. Gunnison, while he was 
in the West Newton School of Nathan- 
iel Y. Allen the fall of 1868. Very 
little of the diary has even a local 
Interest, most of it given over to high 
moral sentiments, hut I thought that 
you might he interested in this little 
sentence: ‘When Mr. Nathaniel was a 
boy the Waltham hoys Avould fre- 
quently come over here to fight with 
the Squash Enders as West Newton 
was called Squash End. Sometimes 
a hundred or more would come and 
not find more than 20 to fight with' 

Mr. Lucht tells me that he informed 
the Gary librarian that “We still have 
gangs In Newton, although we are not 
saying they come from Waltham or 
where they originated.” The gangs to 
which Mr. Lucht refers are those who 
swoop down upon the main library or 
one of its branches and make trouble 
for the assistant librarians. Of course 
they are composed exclusively of boys 
and the mischief they do, that’s letting 
them down easily, is costly to the city. 

As for scraps between “gangs”, they 
are not new. It happens every day. 
Some of my most vivid recollections 
include warfare between “gangs” from 
Watertown and Brighton and those 
of Newton Corner. It seemed part of 
a boy’s inevitable experience to find 
himself mussed up after a scrimmage. 
Now that hoys of all ages play foot- 
ball. a great amount of excess “pep” 
is disposed of in a way that is much 
more legitimate, if not as exciting.

Mirth and Money 

Giving alms in response to appeals 
made by seedy individuals who accost 
one on the street is a common experi- 
ence for men these days. It is con- 
sidered by many a quicker way out of 
an embarrassing situation, although 
all seem agreed it Is a doubtful form 
of charity. For the past year It has 
been plainly evident that a larger 
number of “touch artists” have been 
operating in the big cities. With so 
much talk regarding unemployment 
tiie prospective giver is disposed to 
pause and listen. It may be my im- 
agination, but it has struck me that 
some of those who have held me up 
have really been victims of misfor- 
tune. At the same time I acknowl- 
edge that many “bums” are taking 
advantage of conditions to get more 
out of a sympathetic public. This, by 
tiie way, is the best kind of proof that 
all money ror unemployment relief and 
welfare work should he disbursed 
through a recognized agency such as 
tiie Mayor’s Relief Committee or the 
local Welfare Bureau. 

Having heard so many hard luck 
stories from strangers I am getting a 
trifle hardened. It may bo because 
tho circumstances set forth by tho 
supplicants are strikingly similar in 
detail.

However, the pecans of yesterday 
have all been eaten. Let us look for- 
ward then to the next meal that may 
be expected to include these popular 
nuts.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETS 

At a meeting of tiie School Commit- 
tee on Monday nigjit Chairman Lock- 
ett moved that tiie wire fence at tiie 
grounds of the Mason School on Beu- 
con street, Newton Centre, he extend- 
ed 100 feet to prevent the children 
rushing out onto Beacon street after 
school sessions. The committee voted 
to investigate a request from Wuhan 
residents, received through Mayor 
Weeks, that additional land he ac- 
quired at tiie Angler School, between 
tiie school and the railroad bridge. 

Tiie committee received a ruling 
from City Solicitor Bartlett that pri- 
vate school pupils cannot ride in tiie 
special busses which are provided for 
public school pupils. These busses are 
hired by tiie city to transport public 
school pupils and the owners of these 
busses cannot he compelled to carry 
other children. Also, the city cannot 
legally contract with a bus owner for 
the transportation of other than pub- 
lic school pupils. This ruling followed 
a request received by the committee 
from John Junse that children attend- 
ing tiie parochial school of the Sacred 
Heart parish at Newton Centre he car- 
ried from Oak Hill in the special bus 
which transports the public school 
pupils. 

Bids were received from both the 
Middlesex k Boston Street Railway 
and S. J. McNeily of Brookline for the 
transportation of children of the 
Charlemont section. Each bid was for 
$5 daily. Secretary George Kellar 
was authorized to use his judgment 
In awarding this contract. 

The resignation of Florence Cook, 
a teacher in the Weeks’ Junior High 
School, wus received.

THANKSGIVING SERVICE

AN INDIAN MELA 

Village life in India will be por- 
trayed in "The Mela”, a pageant play, 
one of the features of the sixth World 
Vision Institute, opening in the New- 
tonville Methodist Episcopal Church 
next Sunday morning. 

The play, which covers both Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings, will 
be given on the stage and in the 
front third of the Assembly Hall. The 
village Rampur and the adjacent 
Mela or fair grounds, furniSh the 
scene of action which includes the 
time from 1920 to 1944 in three acts, 
twelve years ago. today, and twelve 
years hence. In these twenty-four 
years, three periods in the life of the 
heroine. Hariamma, a Brahman or- 
phan are pictured; her infancy, her 
marriage at twelve and her return 
as a Christian teacher at twenty-four. 

Over sixty people constitute the 
personnel of the cast who take the 
parts of natives, missionaries, Eng- 
lish officers, and a New York tab- 
loid reporter. The members of the 
audieuce play the role of tourists. 
Many phases of Indian life are brought 
out. the caste system, Hindu marriage, 
the schools, the conflict of Hindu and 
Moslem religions and the present po- 
litical conflict. 

The tragic fate of Hindu widows 
is shown in the story of the heroine 
who is an orphan. Her mother-in-law. 
according to the belief of her people, 
blames Hariamma for the death of 
her sou through an act committed in 
the past and refuses to take her in. 
The widow with no choice in her vil- 
lage but to beg. appeals to the Chris- 
tian mission, where she is educated 
and becomes a Christian. 

The scenery, lighting, and costumes 
will all be characteristic of Indian 
life. Shopping booths will he found 
at the Mela where Christmas pres- 
ents can be purchased. All proceeds 
from the booth will go to World 
Service. 

The play lias been written by Mr. 
Robert E. Bruce after two visits to 
India where he made an intensive 
study of Indian village life. There 
will he a children’s Mela Tuesday at 
2:30 p.m. 

Next Suuday Dr. A. D. Berry of 
Aoyama Gakuin. Tokyo. Japan, will 
speak at both the morning and eve- 
ning services, which will be held at 
11:00 a. m. and 7:00 p. m. His sub- 
jects will be “Why I Am a Mission- 
ary" and Christ iu the Chaos and 
Clash of Civilization in Asia.” The 
Institute will close Sunday December 
6, when Dr. L. O. Hartman, Editor 
I of Zion’s Herald, will speak at both 
services.

Newton will probably 
await the. decision of tin* Department 
of Public Utilities before taking fur- 
ther steps.

American home of tho General Feder- 
ation thinks that they are. Mra. Sher- 
man challenges the homemakers who. 
she believes, possess the key that will 
open the door to recovered courage 
and confidence necessary to bring 
American business back to normni 
order and advance. Slu» arraigns 
hoarding among homemakers as one 
of the reasons for the stoppage of the 
vital circle of trade and prosperity. 

"Woman Is the cautious one of the 
species,” Mrs. Sherman says. "Her 
normal reaction after the stock mar- 
ket crash was to put aside more 
money than usual for possible emer- 
gencies that might arise In her own 
family. It was this hoarding in the 
face of falling prices that brought 
about much of our present unemploy- 
ment. Such hoarding defeats its own 
purpose. 

"The dollars which reach the home 
from farm, from factory, from mine, 
from railroad, from warehouses, from 
store, from financial, professional, or 
personal services, through husband 
and children, must he returned to the 
same channels from the home, If 
standards of living of all families are 
to he maintained. 

"Just as long as money hides away 
at home." Mrs. Sherman continues, 
"or lies idle in tho banks, just so long 
will there he a stoppage in the vital 
circles of manufacture, distribution, 
and consumption. The employment 
of the husband and grown sons and 
daughters will tip threatened, cur- 
tailed or cut off altogether, unless the 
dollars now’ dammed up in the homes 
begin to flow again in normal cur- 
rents, through stores, hack to factor- 
ies, mills, and farms. 

"I do not overlook." Mrs. Sherman 
adds, “the fact that families whose 
main source of income has been taken 
from them, or whose income has fall- 
en below t he reduction in prices, can 
not spend as they spent before. Such 
famille:-, must conserve funds which 
are no longer fed by the pay check, 
and which are under continual drain 
for the daily essentials of life. But 
families whose major incomes have 
remained the same since 1929, or have 
not decreased as much as have prices 
(which on all household goods have 
been reduced by one-eighth through- 
out the country), are hotter off finan- 
cially today than they were two years 
ago. This would be the situation, for 
example, in the families of many of 
the 3,000,000 Federal, State, and local 
government employes, of many per- 
sons associated with life insurance 
and telephone companies, with elec- 
tric light and power, gas, drugs, and 
tobacco production. Such families 
are in excellent position to render 
real service by increasing their pur- 
chases in proportion, to increase the 
employment opportunities of others.”

The story of "Rosalita” is written 
around the character of a young Ital- 
ian girl who, with her father, is 
forced to earn a livelihood dancing, 
while he plays the hurdy-gurdy. Ro- 
salita. the leading feminine role, was 
interpreted with sympathetic under- 
standing in the deeper moods, and 
with a care-free abandon in her gayer 
moments by Hazel H. Sholley. Mrs. 
Sholley really created "Rosalita,” and 
endeared the primitive little dancing 
girl to all those who saw the unfold- 
ing of her character. 

An artist, flnding in Rosalita the in- 
spiration for his latest canvas, writes 
her to pose for him in the home of 
iiis friend, where lie is visiting. Lex 
Iv. Souter played Robert Carr, the 
artist, and very ably supported Mrs. 
Sholley In a strong lead opposite her. 
Mr. Souter has the ability to make 
his character live, and his scenes with 
Rosalita were very appealing. 

The action of tho play takes place 
in tlie drawing-room of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Bruce, whose parts wore por- 
trayed by Charles L. Pierce and Helen 
M. Holler. Both Mr. Pierce and Mrs. 
Hotter created exactly the atmosphere 
attendant upon such domestic occa- 
sions us their scene with the family 
album, ami their parting injunctions 
to tho artist when they were the per- 
fect host and hostess. 

The chnructer purls of Norali and 
Holmes were taken by Murlon I). Bus- 
sett as Nora, the maid, and Ernest 
Bruithwuite as Holmes, the English 
butler. They made the most out of 
very clever lines, and their light bits 
of comedy were met with appreciative 


applause. Nora’s attempts to inveigle 
Holmes into matrimony were very 
Hiibfle. and Miss Bnssett played the part 
with finesse. Mr. Bralthwnlte was the 
perfect English serving-man, even to 
the dialect. Always very much at 
home on the stage, Mr. Braithwalte cre- 
ates such a sympathetic bond be- 
tween himself and his audience that 
It is a pleasure to watch his acting. 

The plot works toward the climax 
as Carr, the urtiHt, becomes absorbed 
in his painting of Rosalita. However, 
Rosalita'H father, Tony, does not ap- 
prove of her posing for some one 
unknown to him, and takes matters 
in his own hands. Tony, played by 
Dali L. Smith, is very well portrayed, 
and the audience sympathizes with 
the pseudo-organ-grinder, who proves 
to lie a very different person when ho 
becomes known as t lie noted com- 
poser. Acting only under the impulse 
to protect his daughter he enters the 
house intending to kill the artist. Here 
a new character enters the story in 
the person of Gordon W. Daly, in the 
role of Bixby. Bixby, Involved in busi- 
ness complications with Richard 
Bruce, is mistaken by Tony, who as- 
saults him, thinking It Is Carr. Mr. 
Daly’s portrayal of Bixby is very con- 
vincing and ably played. 

Lucille, played by Marlada Comer, 
was very attractive, and showed in this 
part her versatility. Lucille, who had no 
longer found Curr of Interest to her, 
suddenly decides he is very attrac- 
tive when she makes the discovery 
that he is In love with Rosnlita. But 
when she realizes that they are meant 
for each other she is won over to 
their side, and the curtain falls on 
the two lovers. 

The performance was very finished, 
and showed the capable efforts of 
the playwright, Mr. Sloane, in coach- 
ing the play. The scenery was espe- 
cially effective, and the stage mana- 
gers, Mrs. Percy Woodward and Mrs. 
Aaron M. Jones, are to be compli- 
mented for their success In making so 
artistic a background for the setting. 
Much praise, also, is duo Mrs. Anton 
Fried for the arrangement of the prop- 
erty details for the scene. Miss Helen 
Blair painted the likeness of Rosa- 
lita, and Miss Blair's ability as an ar- 
tist is very evident, for her canvas 
added considerably to the stage set- 
ting. 

There were two especially clever in- 
novations in this play, one in the open- 
ing scene when a real radio broadcast 
was introduced, and the other in a 
rainstorm in the second act. The 
radio made a splendid background for 
events that were to follow, and also 
lent a lively atmosphere for Nora’s 
and Holmes’ comedy. The rainstorm 
was managed by the use of most in- 
tricate mechanism, and was very real- 
istic when combined with the expert 
lighting used by Mr. Hassler (’apron. 

Before the play, and between the 
acts, most appropriate selections were 
played by the Newton Club Ensemble 
composed of Mrs. Kenneth Hastings, 
and Dr. Anton Fried, violins; Miss 
Doris Forte, 'cello; and Mrs. Frank 
Tower at the piano. 

The Drama committee may feel very 
much gratified over their production 
and too much credit cannot be given 
to them and to Miss Estelle Marsh 
chairman, for their untiring efforts. 
It is due to their diligent labors that 
the Annual Play stands out as one of 
the notable and successful events of 
the Club season. 

Community Service Club of West 
Newton 

On Wednesday afternoon the isth 
tlie Community Service Club of West 
Newton, held its second monthly meet 
ing. with Mrs. Austin H. Decatur pr< 
siding, in the absence of the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Thomas Weston. 

The speaker for the afternoon was 
Mr. Jack Black, whose subject was 
"What Makes Criminals." Mr. Black 
speaks from experiences in his own 
life, when accidents of environment 
led him into progression;)! crime ami 
into various prisons. He says that 
ninety per cent of prisoners are from 
the slums of our large cities, the re 
suit of hud environment and congest 
ed quarters, where, through lack of 
proper attention in youth they are 
physically and mentally inferior. Their 
experiences, and the treatment in tlie 
prisons of our country, make bad men- 
tal habits and anti social resentment 
which often causes a second offense 
when they are released. He particu 
larly stressed the fact that, in his 
opinion, no young person should be 
confined in prison or jails, but should 
be paroled under supervision to help 
them reform, and that crime should 
be treated as a disease. He called 
attention to the fact that millions of 
dollars ure spent in lighting disease 
scientifically, but very little for the 
prevention of crime, and for scientific 
treatment of ignorance and criminol- 
ogy. 

Through the aid of Judge Frank 
Dunn of San Francisco, Jack Black 
was rescued from prison life, and is 
interesting largo audiences through 
out the country. He is the author of 
short stories, has written a book, and 
collaborates in writing plays.

Another "dream cabin” 1ms been 
erected at Camp Mary Day. For a 
number of years two of tbe troops in 
Newton Centre have earned and 
saved money Imping that some time 
it would reach a large enough amount 
to do something special for all the 
Newton Centre Girl Scouts. The 
money was turned over to the New- 
ton Centre Troop Committee and 
that Committee with the Captnins de- 
cided that the girls would love better 
than anything else a cabin of their 
very own at Camp Mary Day. 

This cabin was erected this fall ami 
was dedicated on Sunday afternoon 
of this week.

THE WATERTOWN FISH WEIRS 

To the Editor; 

In my letter which appeared in last 
week’s Graphic relating how it hap- 
pened that Watertown’s bounds over- 
lapped Charles River, a printer’s er- 
ror of a single letter made a rather 
important change of historical fact. 
It was fish weirs, not ”flsh piers,” 
that Watertown wished to secure for 
herself. The agreement of the joint 
committee iu' Watertown and Newtou 
in April. 1635, appears as follows iu 
Jacksons History of Newtou: 

“That Watertowu shall have one 
hundred rods iu leugth above the 
Wear aud one hundred rods beneath 
the Wear in leugth and threescore 
rods iu breadth from the river ou the 
south side thereof, aud all the rest 
of the grouud on that side of the 
river to lye to Newtowu.”

Approved Vaccination 

When inoculation ugulnst smallpox 
was first hoard of in Boston, early In 
the Eighteenth century, the noted 
preacher, Cotton Mather, took n load- 
ing part in advocating the new meth- 
od of warding off the disease. 


Speaking on Monday night before 
an audience at the Y. M. C. A., Al- 
fred Baker Lewis declared that the 
cause for unemployment is plain from 
the government’s own figures. “The 
pictifre painted by these figures is 
plain,” said he. "The owners of indus- 
try are putting in labor saving devices 
and speed-up systems to reduce labor 
costs and thereby increuse their own 
profits.” Mr. Lewis closed his address 
by advocating the program of the So- 
cialist party as a full and immediate 
solution for the present industrial de- 
pression. 

Mr. Lewis declared that the gov- 
ernment’s figures, published in the 
1 !*2 7 census of manufactures, show 
that workers in manufacturing 
throughout the United States pro- 
duced 27% more goods in 1927 than 
in 1919. But they got only 4% more 
wages, and as a matter of fact, there 
were actually 7% fewer people em- 
ployed in manufacturing in 1927 than 
in 1919 despite the increase in popu- 
lation in the meantime. 

The picture painted by these fig- 
ures is plain. The owners of industry 
were putting in labor saving devices 
and speed-up systems, and using this 
new machinery and the speed-up sys- 
tem to reduce the labor cost and 
thereby increase their profits. They 
certainly did increase their profits for 
dividend and interest payments to the 
owners of industry more than doubled 
in the six years from 1923 to 1929. 
If they had raised wages equally with 
the increase in production so that the 
workers could buy more when they 
produced more, there would have been 
no unemployment. Or had they re- 
duced the hours of labor, unemploy- 
ment might have been avoided. But 
the owners of industry preferred to 
try and increase their profits instead, 
and thus, though they increased their 
profits markedly during that period, 
they also increased unemployment. 

“It is plain,” said Mr. Lewis, “that 
you cannot sell 27% more goods to 
people getting only 4% more wages. 
The remedy for unemployment, there- 
fore, is to raise wages and reduce the 
hours of labor. The private owners of 
industry, however will not do that. 
So, we Socialists propose to have the 
people, through the Government, take 
over our large scale industries and 
run them, in the interest of the people 
instead of for the private profit of a 
few rich men. Then we can use new 
labor saving devices to raise wages 
and reduce the hours of labor. Then 
and then only can we make machinery 
a blessing to mankind instead of the 
curse that it now is to many millions 
of idle workers. 

Mr. Lewis said that the Socialist 
party has a program for the full and 
immediate relief of unemployment. 
He said their program was to lower 
the limit for old age pension from 70 
to 60 years and to Institute unemploy- 
ment insurance. He said that their 
bill presented to the legislature last 
year had the support of the Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish clergy ami 
of the American Federation of Labor.
